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SUMMARY. 


Opium has reacted in price and the 
expected boom has been stopped short 
in its career, as detailed elsewhere. 
Cassia and Anise Essential Oils are ad- 
vancing in value, the market being in- 
fluenced by a concentration of stocks 
here and in the primary markets. Al- 
cohol exports are still decreasing toa 
large extent which shows that com- 
paratively little of the surplus produc- 
tion can be placed abroad even at ex- 
tremely low prices. Shall Turpentine 
be gauged or weighed? is the question 
now agitating the trade, and as Bos- 
ton has experienced considerable trou- 
ble with Turpentine Barrels in the past, 
it is reasonable to suppose that a 
change will be recommended. A long 


pull, a_ strong pull and a pull 
altogether is being made to wipe 
out the tricks in the _ rosin 


trade, more especially the infamous 
practice of fraudulently classifying the 
grades of that article. The Scotch 
Shale oil interests are meeting with 
disastrous results this year owing to 
the ruinous prices realized for Paraf- 
fine Scale and Wax. Although the 
statistical position of Petroleum is 
bullish, the deliveries exceeding pro- 
duction for the past few months, and 
the fresh wells and new production 
showing a marked decrease, prices 
continue low and the market remains 


stagnant, 
The March oil report is very favor- 
able to holders of oil. More testimony 


is given from abroad on the advan- 
tages of liquid fuel. Cotton oil is 
again spoken of favorably as a food 
product. A process is referred to for 
making alizarine oil from seeds. Con- 
siderable space is devoted to consuls’ 
reports on the manufacture of white 
lead in Germany, Belgium and the 
Netherlands. Camphor also comes in 
for a large share of attention this week, 
mention being made of the trade in 
Japan and Formosa and of a camphor 
monopoly. The subject of the com- 
position of explosives is treated 
at some length and the article is well 
worth a careful perusal. The process 
of making glass in Germany is de- 
scribed. The glycerine and starch in- 
dustries are reviewed for some years 
back. A report on adulterated spices 
shows reprehensible manipulation on 
the part of law violators. An official 
letter from the Southern Cotton Oil Co, 
is published. A noted phosphate case 
has been settled finally by a Supreme 
Court decision. A new colored glass 
industry is about to be started in Pitts- 
burg. The description of an anti- 
fouling composition for ships’ bottoms 
will interest paint manufacturers. A 
list is given of oleomargarine manufac- 
tories and where located. The naval 
stores outlook is promising for higher 
prices owing to the lateness of the sea- 
son down South and consequent cur- 


tailment of the production. 
— 


THE POSITION OF ANISE AND 
CASSIA OILS. 

From present indications there is 
likely to be a very firm market for both 
cassia and anise oils for some time 
to come, with a possibility of higher 
prices between this and the beginning 
of the next season. In regard to the 
first-mentioned oil, which has a large 
consumption among soap manufactur- 
ers, there seems to be good ground for 
the belief that it is in an exceedingly 
strong position. About two weeks ago 
the demand showed a marked increase, 
but it was not generally known at that 
time that the buying was being done 
on speculative account, the principal 
purchaser being a dealer who, appa- 
rently through private sources, had 
obtained information then which is just 
aow made public. As the buying was 
done quietly at first, the desler suc- 
ceeded in getting control of a large 
share of the stock before the trade 
generally discovered what he was 
about, or what was the reason for the 
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special interest he manifested in the 
oil, It now appears from late cables 
that the stock of cassia oil in China is 
entirely exhausted, and at the same 
time it is reported that the bulk of the 
stock here and on the way is controlled 
by this dealer. Since the movement 
began, about a fortnight ago, the sales 
and resales have amounted to about 
nine hundred cases, prices in the mean- 
time advancing from fifty-seven and a 
half cents to seventy and seventy-five 
cents, according to the holder, very 
little stock, it is said, being now pro- 
curable at seventy cents. The statis- 
ties of exports from the primary mar- 
ket show that the shipments to the 
United Kingdom and the Continent 
this season have falleu several hundred 
cases short of the quantity shipped 
to those markets during the corre- 
sponding period the previous year, 
while the shipments to the United 
States are at least seventy cases short 
of the quantity sent here last season. 
This shortage, it is said, is due to re- 
duced production, the prices obtain- 
able in the consuming markets during 
the past year or more having been so 
low as to discourage the producers, 

The position of anise oil is somewhat 
analogous to that of cassia. Although 
there is no actual corner in the com- 
modity, the stock is pretty well con- 
centrated, the bulk of it being in the 
hands of oneimporter. There is noth- 
ing more to come forward after the in- 
voices on the way arrive, as the stock 
in China is exhausted. The price here 
has fluctuated between one dollar and 
sixty and one dollar and seventy cents 
for some time past, the article not at- 
tracting much interest; but at present 
the market is very firm at the higher 
price, with the prospect of a further 
advance.

BULLISH PETROLEUM STATIS. 
TICS. 


The end of the first quarter of the 
year 1887 finds the situation in the pe- 
troleum industry very bullish, while the 
markets have been dull and depressed 
and have a bearish tendency. The to- 
tal runs for the month of March 
amounted to 1,877,333 barrels while the 
deliveries footed up 2,215,656 barrels, 
showing an excess of shipments of 338,- 
823 barrels, and the coming pipe line 
statement should therefore show a de- 
crease in stocks of upwards of 800,000 
barrels. The excess of deliveries in 
January was 327,363 barrels, and in 
February was 202,757 barrels, making 
the total excess of deliveries over runs 
for the first three months of the pres- 
ent year 868,443 barrels. At this rate 
the surplus stocks would become ex- 
hausted in about ten years, but it is 
well to remember that the tirst three 
months of the year are the ones when 
the runs are lightest, the new produc- 
tion falling off owing to the greater 
difficulty and expense attending devel- 
opment operations during the winter 
and early spring months, aud past ex- 
perience has also shown that an in- 





crease in the production may 
take place at a time when 
and from a source where least 


expected. The runs, bowever, do not 
show so large a decrease, the difference 
being mainly due to increased deliver- 
ies. The amounts exported during the 
past three months show but slight va- 
riation, in fact too little to be taken 
into account,and theincrease in deliy- 
eries is therefore entirely due to the 
growth of home consumption, and 
this growth may be expected to con- 
tinue. The available supplies in the 
European markets at latest mail date 
was 788,666 barrels, against 906,121 bar- 
rels in 1886, 1,058,768 barrels in 1885, 
and 1,760,088 barrels i 1884. It may 
be safe to assume,in view of this re- 
duction in the visible supply abroad, 
that the shipments during the next 
month will not show a decrease, and 
unless there are important new 
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branch Of an established business to drive

OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 


SUMMARY. 


Opium has reacted in price and the 
expected boom has been stopped short 
in its career, as detailed elsewhere. 
Cassia and Anise Essential] Oils are ad- 
vancing in value, the market being in- 
fluenced by a concentration of stocks 
here and in the primary markets. Al- 
cohol exports are still decreasing toa 
large extent which shows that com- 
paratively little of the surplus produc- 
tion can be placed abroad even at ex- 
tremely low prices. Shall Turpentine 
be gauged or weighed? is the question 
now agitating the trade, and as Bos- 
ton has experienced considerable trou- 
ble with Turpentine Barrels in the past, 
it is reasonable to suppose that a 
change will be recommended. A long 


pull, a strong pull and a pull 
altogether is being made to wipe 
out the tricks in the _ rosin 


trade, more especially the infamous 
practice of fraudulently classifying the 
grades of that article. The Scotch 
Shale oil interests are meeting with 
disastrous results this year owing to 
the ruinous prices realized for Paraf- 
fine Scale and Wax. Although the 
statistical position of Petroleum is 
bullish, the deliveries exceeding pro- 
duction for the past few months, and 
the fresh wells and new production 
showing a marked decrease, prices 
continue low and the market remains 
stagnant, 

The March oil report is very favor- 
able to holders of oil. More testimony 
is given from abroad on the advan- 
tages of liquid fuel. Cotton oil is 
again spoken of favorably as a food 
product. A process is referred to for 
making alizarine oil from seeds. Con- 
siderable space is devoted to consuls’ 
reports on the manufacture of white 
lead in Germany, Belgium and the 
Netherlands. Camphor also comes in 
for a large share of attention this week, 
mention being made of the trade in 
Japan and Formosa and of a camphor 
monopoly. The subject of the com- 
position of explosives is treated 
at some length and the article is well 
worth a careful perusal. The process 
of making glass in Germany is de- 
scribed. The glycerine and starch in- 
dustries are reviewed for some years 
back. A report on adulterated spices 
shows reprehensible manipulation on 
the part of law violators. An official 
letter from the Southern Cotton Oil Co, 
is published. A noted phosphate case 
has been settled finally by a Supreme 
Court decision. A new colored glass 
industry is about to be started in Pitts- 
burg. The description of an anti- 
fouling composition for ships’ bottoms 
will interest paint manufacturers. A 
list is given of oleomargarine manufac- 
tories and where located. The naval 
stores outlook is promising for higher 
prices owing to the lateness of the sea- 
son down South and consequent cur- 


tailment of the production.

THE POSITION OF ANISE AND 
CASSIA OILS. 

From present indications there is 
likely to be a very firm market for both 
cassia and anise oils for some time 
to come, with a possibility of higher 
prices between this and the beginning 
of the next season. In regard to the 
first-mentioned oil, which has a large 
consumption among soap manufactur- 
ers, there seems to be good ground for 
the belief that it is in an exceedingly 
strong position. About two weeks ago 
the demand showed a marked increase, 
but it was not generally known at that 
time that the buying was being done 
on speculative account, the principal 
purchaser being a dealer who, appa- 
rently through private sources, had 
obtained information then which is just 
tow made public. As the buying was 
done quietly at first, the dealer suc- 
ceeded in getting control of a large 
share of the stock before the trade 
generally discovered what he was 
about, or what was the reason for the

special interest he manifested in the 
oil. It now appears from late cables 
that the stock of cassia oil in China is 
entirely exhausted, and at the same 
time it is reported that the bulk of the 
stock here and on the way is controlled 
by this dealer. Since the movement 
began, about a fortnight ago, the sales 
and resales have amounted to about 
nine hundred cases, prices in the mean- 
time advancing from fifty-seven and a 
half cents to seventy and seventy-five 
cents, according to the holder, very 
little stock, it is said, being now pro- 
curable at seventy cents. The statis- 
tics of exports from the primary mar- 
ket show that the shipments to the 
United Kingdom and the Continent 
this season have fallen several hundred 
cases short of the quantity shipped 
to those markets during the corre- 
sponding period the previous year, 
while the shipments to the United 
States are at least seventy cases short 
of the quantity sent here last season. 
This shortage, it is said, is due to re- 
duced production, the prices obtain- 
able in the consuming markets during 
the past year or more having been so 
low as to discourage the producers, 

The position of anise oil is somewhat 
analogous to that of cassia. Although 
there is no actual corner in the com- 
modity, the stock is pretty well con- 
centrated, the bulk of it being in the 
hands of oneimporter. There is noth- 
ing more to come forward after the in- 
voices on the way arrive, as the stock 
in China is exhausted. The price here 
has fluctuated between one dollar and 
sixty and one dollar and seventy cents 
for some time past, the article not at- 
tracting much interest; but at present 
the market is very firm at the higher 
price, with the prospect of a further 
advance.

BULLISH PETROLEUM STATIS. 
TICS. 


The end of the first quarter of the 
year 1887 finds the situation in the pe- 
troleum industry very bullish, while the 
markets have been dull and depressed 
and have a bearish tendency. The to- 
tal runs for the month of March 
amounted to 1,877,333 barrels while the 
deliveries footed up 2,215,656 barrels, 
showing an excess of shipments of 338,- 
323 barrels, and the coming pipe line 
statement should therefore show a de- 
crease in stocks of upwards of 300,000 
barrels. The excess of deliveries in 
January was 327,363 barrels, and in 
February was 202,757 barrels, making 
the total excess of deliveries over runs 
for the first three months of the pres- 
ent year 868,443 barrels. At this rate 
the surplus stocks would become ex- 
hausted in about ten years, but it is 
well to remember that the tirst three 
months of the year are the ones when 
the runs are lightest, the new produc- 
tion falling off owing to the greater 
difficulty and expense attending devel- 
opment operations during the winter 
and early spring months, aud past ex- 
perience has also shown that an in- 





crease in the production may 
take place at a time when 
and from a source where least 


expected. The runs, bowever, do not 
show so large a decrease, the difference 
being mainly due to increased deliver- 
ies. The amounts exported during the 
past three months show but slight va- 
riation, in fact too little to be taken 
into account,and the increase in deliy- 
eries is therefore entirely due to the 
growth of home consumption, and 
this growth may be expected to con- 
tinue. The available supplies in the 
European markets at latest mail date 
was 788,666 barrels, against 906,121 bar- 
rels in 1886, 1,058,768 barrels in 1885, 
and 1,760,038 barrels in 1884. It may 
be safe to assume,in view of this re- 
duction in the visible supply abroad, 
that the shipments during the next 
month will not show a decrease, and 
unless there are important new 
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developments in the producing field, 
the deliveries during the present 
month will show as large an excess 
overthe runs as has the month just 
sk sed. The statistics of the produc- 
ing regions for the month of March 
make an equally bullish exhibit. 
There was a decrease of 15 wells and 
of 4,240 barrels in new production, 
while the number of drilling wells 
showed a decrease of seven. 

The situation in the speculative 
market for petroleum does not appear 
to be affected by the situation as 
shown above, although it would ap- 
pear that if prices are to be influenced 
by the statistical situation an advance 
in certificates is certainly in order, and 
that producers are confidently looking 

, for such advance is therefore but 
natural, The reasons for the continu- 
ance of low prices and for the lack of 
sympathy of speculative values with 
the bullish showing of the statistical 
situation we have heretofore shown 
and are therefore not repeated; but 
there are additional causes, an impor- 
tant one being the agitation of the 
storage question and the pending bill 
to regulate pipe line charges in the 
Pennsylvania legislature. This has 
been as a wet blanket on speculative 
transactions, as shown by the sales vn 
the various exchanges during the past 
two weeks. It is difficult to say what 
the result will be should the Billings- 
ley bill become a law, but the fear 
that it will has doubtless much to do 
with the present stagnation. The 
outlook for higher prices is not so en- 
couraging as the producers could wish 
or as they are led to hope from the 
statistical situation, and if it does not 
pay to continue active operations on 
tue basis of present market values 
then it would be folly to operate with 
the expectation of an early improve- 
ment. In this connection we have not 
taken the Ohio oil flelds into account, 
but it would not be good policy for 
the producers in the older fields to ig- 
nore the Ohio fields as an impending 
factor likely to have an important in- 
fluence in the near future.

CHASTISING THE ROSIN SWIN- 
DLERS. 


' The war against ‘‘ horning” or classi- 
fying grades of rosin todefraud buyers 
has broken out afresh,and it is gratify- 
ing to note that some sensible parties 
inthe South have taken the “ bull by 
the horns” and are determined to 
fight the iniquitous practice to the end 
by soliciting the aid of the Georgia 
Legislature, as stated in last week’s is- 
sue of the REPORTER. The American 
trade in rosin has suffered to a large 
extent by manipulation and some idea 
of the destruction wrought may be 
gleaned from the following opinions 
expressed by different firms in a circu- 
lar issued by the Naval Stores Manu- 
facturers Protective Association. Here 
isan echo from Austro-Hungary: ‘‘In 
the face of the fraudulent way in 
which the naval stores business has 
been done on your side in the past years 
a firm handling the article in an hon- 
est way would be a blessing to all the 
European houses engaged in the trade, 
and we therefore sincerely wish that 
your undertaking may be followed 
with success.” 
A New York house says “the horn- 
ing question ought to be agitated to 
such an extent as to make the nefari- 
ous practice so odious that it would 
not be a paying swindle.” And anoth- 
er speaks out as follows: ‘‘We espe- 
cially approve of your resolution to 
have “horning” abolished. Nobody 
but the dishonest speculator is benefit- 
ed. The reputation of markets where 
such practices prevail are injured, and 
it offers a premium to inspectors—who 
may be purchasable—to under-grade 
rosin. So it isin every way against 
producers’ interest.” , 
A London firm also expresses its opin- 
jon to the effect that “the system of 
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‘*horning” has been much condemned 
here, and has made some of my prin- 
cipal buyers decline to buy ‘to arrive’ 
the finest grades, as on the W.G. or 
W. W. rosin arriving at their works 
they have found deliveries not up to 


the standard, which caused serious in- 
convenience. By strict grading on 
your side I hope later on to get my 
friends to buy again on such terms.” 

The chastisement will have good re- 
sults and redound to the credit of Geor- 
gia. The proposed law should besup- 
ported, asit puts fraud where it pro- 
perly belongs and takes away the oc- 
cupation of swindlers.

REACTION IN THE OPIUM 
MARKET. 

The opinion expressed last week in 
an article on the situation of opium 
that the price was being forced up 
more rapidly than the facts in the case 
would seem to wurrant, has been veri- 
fied to some extent by the reaction 
which occurred a few days ago. The 
opium crop is very sensitive to the in- 
fluences of wet and dry weather, and 
just as the bulls had begun to con- 
gratulate themselves that they were 
about to reap a rich harvest on the 
strength of the reported great damage 
wrought by the prolonged drouth, 
cables came from Smyrna announcing 
heavy rains. The consequent im- 
provement in crop prospects has had 
a depressing effect upon values in 
Smyrua and in London, a result which 
was quickly communicated to and 
participated in by our own market, 
There is no question that the Turkish 
farmers were made great sufferers by 
drouth of unusual length, but there is, 
in the light of recent events, room for 
doubt that the damage done has 
been quite as bad as it has been re- 
ported. Althoughsome reports have 
asserted that the crop had previous 
to the rains, been so badly injured 
that tke yield would not exceed 2,000 
baskets, very reliable estimates, the 
result of careful investigations, placed 
the probable outturn at not less than 
4000, Beside the spring planting was 
not completed until a recent date and 
suflicient time may not have elapsed be- 
fore the rains came for dry weather to 
work a material injury to the late sow- 
ings. Upon the result obtained from 
these sowings will now depend the 
question of how large thecrop is to be. 
It cannct be accurately stated how 
much the improved crop prospects are 
due to natural causes. Possibly the 
later cables have been colored some- 
what by the interests of speculators 
and in a short time the market may 
assume its upward course. In the 
meantime, some such idea seems to 
have possessed holders here, and there 
is not as much pressure to sell as 
might be expected in view of the dis- 
couraging news from Smyrna and 
London. While in those markets the 
decline in prices has been large and 
decisive, the reaction here has been 
comparatively slight, which is ac- 
counted for ina large measure by the 
fact that the market. did not follow 
the advance on the other side to the 
full limit, In any event, the market 
will bear watching for the next few 
days, and some interesting develop- 
ments may be expected.

GAUGING VS. WEIGHING TURPEN- 
TINE. 

The naval stores trade are now inter- 
estedin the above subject, which has 
been revived by the New England 
Paint and Oil Club, whose complaint 
about the lack of uniformity in turpen- 
tine barrels was published with some 
comments in last week’s issue of the 
REPORTER. To overcome the objec- 
tion it is desired to substitute weigh- 
ing for gauging and establish a uni- 
form tare. Members of the naval 
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stores trade in this city who have been 
interviewed upon the subject claim 


that the change would give no better 


cott. 


satisfaction, and they expressed them- 
selves against the adoption of any new 
system, as they have become accus- 
tomed to present customs and find no 
necessity for the abolition of gauging. 
They inform the REPORTER that com- 
plaints are seldom heard as the rogues 
in the business are marked men and 
experience has taught them to deal 
only with parties known to be reliable. 
It is argued that the weighing system 
works well in the linseed oil trade be- 
cause the crushers are responsible bus- 
iness men and can be relied upon in 
giving the actual tares, as they have a 
reputation to sustain, while in the tur- 
pentine trade the barrels are filled in 
remote parts of the south by parties 
who are unknown to buyers, and who 
could not be depended upon to give 
honest weight in every instance, Tur- 
pentine comes in what are known as 
‘New York barrels,” ‘‘oil barrels” and 
“‘southern barrels,” the contents of the 
first named being generally one-half 
cent per gallon higher in price than 
what is contained in the other casks, 
owing to the value of the barrels. It 
is thought that the difficulty of getting 
a satisfactory weight would be lesa- 
ened if only oil and New York barrels 
were used, as they are made of uniform 
weight and an opportunity would then 
be afforded of establishing tares with- 
out dispute between sellers and buy- 
ers. It is alleged that while the so- 
called “southern barrels” are permit- 
ted to be used by the trade, no amica- 
ble arrangement can be arrived at to 
better the condition of the industry in 
this respect, as they are made of all 
sizes and some are evrdently construct- 
ed with the view cf giving short 
measure. 

Probably this movement will resolve 
itself into a cgusade against “southern 
barrels,” and the innocent would have 
to suffer with the guilty in the boy- 
At all events the New England 
Paint and Oil Club has started a much 
needed discussion which will have a 
healthy effect upon trade, and ifan 


agitation of the subject can bring 
about the relief asked for—fuall value 


for money received—the association 
will have accomplished an important 
point and demonstrated the usefulness 
of co-operation in righting commercial 
wrongs. The question is still open for 
discussion and we hope that sufficient 
information will be placed in the hands 
of the able committee to enable them 
to formulate a report with recommen- 
dations which will confer lasting bene- 
fits to traders alike. 
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GLOOMY OUTLOOK FOR SCOTCH 
LUBRICATING OILS. 


A very gloomy aspect of the Scotch 
whale oil industry is presented in let- 
ters recently received from England, 
and the existing demoralization has 
caused a widespread feeling of alarm 
among those directly interested. The 
unprecedented low prices realized for 
wax and scale in Europe are having a 
ruinous effect upon Scotch interests, 
but the press on the other side is not 
disposed to acknowledge the true situ- 
ation. It is estimated. by some of the 
best informed persons that the low 
prices both for scale and lubricating 
oil, willwake a difference to the indus- 
try this year of $1,500,000. Some of 
the large companies who have been in 
the habit of paying a twenty-five per 
eent. dividend, do not expect to pay 
over ten per cent, this year, and with 
the present prices will hardly be able 
to pay half that amount next year. 
This is the case with some of the 
stronger and older companies. The 
result cannot be other than ruinous to 
the smaller and weaker companies, 
and they probably constitute about 
one-third of the whole industry. It is 
reported that the Scotch scale hereto- 
fore selling at 21-4 pence is now offer- 
ing, without buyers, at from1 8-4 to 
17-8 pence and that the lubricating oil 


which has sold at prices equivalent to 

















six and seven cents a gallon, is selling 
to-day, and isin surplus begging bids, 
at prices that would not net four cents 
a gallon. 

The outlook is therefore discourag- 
ing. The syndicate under which some of 
the largest companies have been work, 
ing has fallenthrough, and there seems 
to be no probability of any concert of 
action. Their lubricating oils do not 
compare favorably with the manufac- 
tured productsof the United States, 
which always command relatively 
higher prices in the European markets 
and asthe increased shipments demon- 
strate, the various brands from the 
United States are growing in favor 
among foreign consumers. If the pre- 
sent state of affairs means a “survival 
of the fittest,” the long established 
Scotch industry will no doubt make 
heroic efforts to continue its usefulness 
against sharp American competition.

THE ALCOHOL EXPORT TRADE. 


The export trade in alcohol has dur- 
ing the past year dwindled down to 
very small proportions, according to 
the circular issued on April 1 by Mr. 
G. Speckel, the total shipments since 
the beginning of the season, Oct. 1, 
1886, being only 5,641 barrels, the 
smallest on record since 1875, when 
prohibitory laws gave place to the 
present export regulations. In the 
three months ending March 31, which 
are the busiest of the year for the dis- 
tillers, there were but 2,496 barrels 
exported, against 9,365 barrels during 
the corresponding period last year. 
Thie, according to the circular, is con- 
sidered gratifying to the distillers in as- 
much as they have thus been success- 
ful in passing these busy months with- 
out being obliged to put a large sur- 
plus on the export market which in 
previous years has often endangered 
the existence of their pool. 

As the home consumption of alcohol 
pays a good profit to the distillers at 
the present rate, and as the produc- 
tion is now so well managed under the 
pool restrictions, there is no induce- 
ment to seek or encourage export bus- 
iness. The export price is not above 
twenty-five to twenty-seven cents, 
while the cost of production at the 
lowest estimation now exceeds twenty- 
nine cents, so that there is little prob- 
ability of the distillers reconsidering 
their determination not to make any 
more alcohol for export after May 1, 
exceptin the event of an advance in 
the export price to a point above the 
present cost of production. It maybe 
of interest to our readers to compare 
the exports of the past three months 
with those of the first quarter of the 
preceding five years. As stated this 
year the shipments from Jan. 1 to 
March 81 were 2,496 barrels. In 1886 
they were 9,865; in 1885, 22,680; in 1884, 
18,474; in 1883, 32,471; in 1881, 55,478.

lief tbat properly made oleomargarine is unob- 
jectionable and wholesome.

The window-glass manufacturers of Pitte- 
burg have determined not to grant the demand 
of the mixers and teasers for a 10 per cent ad- 
vance. They say that the price for this biast is 
fixed and that they will not consider any de- 
mands for advance until it is finished. The de- 
mand is yet confined to the window-glass fac- 
tories, but it is intimated thatin a few days, 
should the teasers and mixers strike, the flint- 
glass men will make a corresponding demand 
for advance.

The Chalmers-Spence Co., New York, miners 
and shippers of asbestos, and manufacturers of 
boiler and pipe coverings, mill board, packing 
and specialties,fave found it necessary to lease 
the building udjoining their present works on 
Eighth street, which will double their floor 
space and capacity. Asbestos, owing to its in- 
combustible nature, lightness and adaptability 
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to various manufactures,bas of late become of 
great commercial importance. The Chalmers- 
Spence Co. were the pioneers in its introduc- 
tion and the company is at the present time 
the owners of the largest asbestos mines in the 
world. 


In these days when so many complaints are 
heard among the trade about the delays in get- 
ting a settlement from insurance companies 
after a fire occurs, it is quite refreehing to hear 
of exceptions to this general rule. The works 
of the Warsaw Salt Co. at Warsaw, this State, 
were partially destroyed by fire on March 20, 
and on Tuesday following the representative 
of the Mutual Fire Insurance Co, of New York 
visited the works and within five days 
Messrs. Wing & Evans, the agents, received a 
check to cover the full amount Of loss. We are 
pleased to note this fact as the company dee 
serve credit for their prompt action and it may 
influence the slow companies to hasten their 
payments. 


The Alabama State Auditor, asking the opin- 
ion of the State Attorney-General as to the ef- 
fect of the recent decision of the Federal 
Supreme Court in the case of Robbins vs. the 
Taxiug district of Shelby county, Teun., upon 
the law of taxing wholesaie drummers,received 
the following reply: **The effect of the decision 
is to abrogate or avoid, so far as the san.e ap- 
plies to such agents, sub-section 33 of section 5 
of the revenue act of 1886 to 1887. ‘Toavoid un- 
necessary and unprofitable litigation, it would, 
I think, be well for the several probate judges 
of Alabama to discontinue the collection of 
this tax from the class of drummers indicated. 
This abrogation protanto of the provision in 
question is not, however, retroactive. Taxes 
heretefore paid cannot be refunded.”

WESTERN NOTES. 


Special correspondence of the Om, PAINT AND 
DrvuG REPORTER. ] 
Cuicaao, April 2, 1887. 

While the price of linseed oil still remains 38 
cents, the lack of firmness to which I have bad 
occasion to allude for the last two weeks may 
be fairly said still to characterize this market. 
Several causes appear to have combined to 
effect this state of affairs. It seems probable 
that the fundamental factor in the present sit- 
uation is the feeling existing among crushers 
throughout the West—a feeling which amounts 
certainly to an utter lack of harmony, if not to 
absolute suspicion or even to distrust. It is 
pretty generally conceded that there is neither 
seed nor oil in stock or back more than enough 
tesupply the legitimate wants of the trades 
which are largely dependent upon the linseed 
oilindustry. If this hypothesis is correct, it is 
not easy to understand why oil should exhibit 
in thie market any lack of firmness at tre 
ridiculously low price of 38 cents, jf there were 
any concord among crushers. There does not 
seem to be any inherent reason why the price 
should not approach more nearly to 50 than to 
40 cents, if even an ordinary modicum of com- 
mon sense prevailed in the councils of manu- 
facturers. It may be safely asserted that 
greater steadiness, even if secured by an ad- 
vance in values, would be far more satisfactory 
to all large buyers. 

FLAXSEED. 

The week in the flaxseed market has beena 
quiet not to say duil one. Prices have not 
been as well maintained as they were last 
week, seed closing to-day at $108}4, being }¢c 
lower than the closing quotations cf a week 
ago. Offerings have been very light, but seem 
to have been fully up to the demands of buyers. 
The amount of seed in store in public elevators 
on last Monday was 180.233 bushels, as against 
208,944 bushels one week previous, the decrease 
being 28.711 bushels. As compared with last 
week, the receipts for the week just closed are 
9,653 bushels less and the shipments 10,515 
bushels Jess. As the month of March has but 











just closed, the following figures showing the 
movement of seed in this market during that 
period as compared with the corresponding 
month of 1886 will be of interest:

The market for May delivery has been dull 
and lifeless. Bids have been few, yet they have 
met with but few takers. 


OILS. 

Little change is perceptible in the cotton oil 
market, although strictly prime crude oil may 
be said to be a shade firmer. The demand con- 
tinues about the same and comes for the moat 
part from the same quarters. Brokers com- 
plain that sales are hard to effect. 

Lard oil isa little easier than it was a week 
ago, selling at 58@50c, owing to aslight weak- 
ening in lard. 

Very few gales of oleo oil in this market have 
been reported this week. I have so frequently 
a'luded to the causes of the stagnation in this 
line of trade that it seems hardly necessary to 
do more than say that they are still operative 
As the first of May approaches the materia! re- 
duction in the number of establishments in 
this city manufacturing artificial butter an- 
pears more and more probable. Quotations 
for oleo remain about the same as these ofa 
week ago, but are for the most part meminal; 
indeed, the situation remains practically un- 
changed. A considerable quantity of oil is 
still being senffeast for export in view of the 
continued activity of the market in Holland. 
Sales abrosd continue to be made with con- 
siderable freedom and at prices which hold out 
to local manufacturers more attractive in- 
ducements than does the home market. Cabie 
advices afford no rose-colored view of the situ- 
ation there, yet the churners appear to be busy 
and receipts are being readily absorbed at fig- 
ures fairly remunerative. It is a rather sin- 
gular reflection that the artificial butter in- 
dustry should have had its inceptionin France, 
reached its climax in America, while it bids 
fair to find its apothesis in Holland. 


PAINTS AND VARNISHES, 

The week’s business in white lead has been 
only moderate, although some corroders have 
appeared in the pig lead market, having found 
it either necessary or desirable to replenish 
their beds. Open quotations may be said to be 
about 534 cents, althougb some jobbers report 
sales of one St. Louis brand at 534c. One lead- 
ing concern, recently enlarged by amalgama- 
tion with another company, is said to be far 
bebind in filling its orders. The business thus 
far done this year in mixed paints is unprece- 
dented in this locality, and it may be that to 
this fact may be attributed in some degree the 
decline in the price of white lead as well us the 
other fact that jobbers are not,asarule car- 
rying long stocks of the latter. The trade in 
paints generally—as well as that in varnishes 
—shows no present tendency to decline. Prices 
for both paints and varnishes seem to be fairly 
well maintained, and complaints of undersell- 
ing are] ss numerous than usual. Local job- 
bers report a fair out-of-town demand, and if 
the reports received from their customers are 
to be relied upon, trade generally throughout 
the West is in a more satisfactory condition 
than it was a year ago. 


Two items, more or less personal in their 
character, of some interest to the paint trade 
are to be noted this week. A change of name 
of one concern has been legally effected, the 
Indiana Mineral Paint and Pressed Brick Com- 
pany having been transformed into the Amer- 
ican Pure Paint Company. A new corporation 
has been formed for the manufacture of 
painters’ supplies, under the came of the Blit- 
zen Elastic Dryer Company, having a capital 
stock of $10,000. 


PIG LEAD. 


Prices for pig lead are a little less firm than 
those of last week, to-days quotations being 
$4 2244@4 25. Sales have been very limited in 
amount and none are reported in round lots. 
There was arumor atioat yesterday that 1,000 
or 1,200 tons had been sold on either Wedones- 
day or Thursday, but it jacks confirmation and 
is not generally credited. The expectution that 
corroders would soon re-enterthe market has 
been realized to some extent, although they 
have not as yet placed any large orders. As for 
the lead pipe men, they appear to bave laid in 
sufficient stocks to meet their present wants, 
the delay in building incident to the late spring 
having left them without the demand which 
they had anticipated would come upon them 
before this. In St. Louis,—the season being 
more advanced,—trade is somewhat more brisk. 
although that market is by no means phenom- 
inally active. Prices there range from 417@ 
420c with no demand four round lots. Brokers 
here are confident that an improved inquiry 
must spring up at some time, but their disap- 
pointmetts hitherto have made them rather 
chary of venturing to name the precise date in 
the future at which it may occur, 

DRUGS. 

The trade here has been much interested this 
week in the opium fluctuations with the corres- 
ponding change in morpbia. When the former 
had reached $4 25 a further appreciation of thir- 
teen cents was not looked for and has according- 
ly occasioned some little surprise. Quinine con- 
tinues weak with very free offerings. The 
impression is gaining ground that tiere has 
been some violation of faith on the part 

somebody in reference to quinine 
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Prices generally remain very firm and 
closest observers expect that, as a rule. they 
will be well maintained. While there has not 
been any variation in the price of the indides, 
the market exhibits a slightly less firm feeling. 
Some dealers are rather anticipating a fall of 
one or two cents in iodine which would, of 
course, should it occur, involve all the salts. 
With theexceptions which I have named the 
market shows little change. Trade continues 
good, remarkably active in fact in vi»w of the 
hindrances tv transportation occasioned. by 
the recent floods. It is observed, however, that 
the demand for heavy goods has been impaired 
by the weather, although it is believed that 
the inquiry is only delayed not abandoned. 
MEETING OF BOTTLERS. 

Representatives of the bottling industry in 
twenty cities of lowa met at Des Moines yes- 
terday and formed a State association. Several 
compacts were made for the mutual proteoc- 
tion of the members. The next annual meet- 
ing of the assoclation will be held in Davenport 
n April, 1888, 
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PETROLEUM NOTES. 





Petroleum has been discovered in Alaska, 
but no wells has been drilled. 


The cil market is so nearly dead that talk of 
a funeral is indulged in. The number of 
mourners at the obsequies would be limited.as 
public interest now stands. Seriously speak- 
ing, however, trading in petroleum could not 
be anpvibilated without serious loss to this Com- 
monwealth.—Pittsburg C .m. Gazet’‘e. 


A barrel of American petroleum of standard 
quality weighs about 400 pounds, the package 
65 to 70 pounds, whick would make the oil 
weigh 330 to 335 pounds or say 64% to 6% pounds 
per gallon. The heavy oil used as fuel in 
Russia is say 25 deg. to 30 deg. Beaume, which 
would make it weigh 744 to 74% pounds per 
gallon. 

In Michigan the following towns have either 
found natural gas or are drilling forit. Port 
Huron has five wells, Manistee has several 
wells, Grand Rapids, Coldwater, Owosso, Jack- 
son, Adrain, Grand Haven, Wyandotte, Elk- 
hart, Blissfield, Bronson, Tecumseh, Ypsilanti, 
Ann Arbor. Howard City, Michigan City, Mon- 
ticelloand Union. The fifth well put down at 
Port Huron, is throwing out one and a half 
million cubic feet a day. 


The most extensive oil lease that has been 
taken in the Lima fleld since oil was first struck 
was taken last week by George Feltz, of Lima, 
The lease covers a tract of about five thousand 
acres, located near Bluffton and directly in the 
oil belt. When oil was first discovered here 
the several owners of the land entered into an 
agreement that they would only lease in a solid 
block, and would hold the land until the terrl- 
tory was fully developed. 


The members of the Consolidated 8'ock and 
Petroleum Exchange are so anxious to see the 
work begun on their new building that they 
can scarcely wait for the tenants to vaca’e the 
building at the corser of Broadway and Ex- 
change place which is to be torn down to make 
way for the new structure. It is said thatap- 
plications for office room have already begun 
to come in, and that Mr. Edward 8. Stokes bas 
offered a heavy rental for the ground floor for 
restaurant purposes. 


A sensational story has been started in the oil 
country that the National Transit Company 
has no legal existence, and if it bas that it has 
no right to pipe nor to store oil. This would be 
@ peculiar state of affairs, that say 33,000,000 
barrels of oil are in possession of nobody, that 
60,000 barrels of oil are being handled daily by 
nobody, and that certificates for about 27,000,000 
barrels of oil bought and paid for by some- 
body, were issued by nobody. What becomes 
of the stuff in such an event?— Pittsburg Com. 
Gazette. 

We are now ready to charge and do charge 
that Senator Emery did offer to sel! his $100,000 
refinery and his ‘‘friendship” to the Standard 
Oil Company for $750,000, adding that he thought 
he was “selling himself d——d cheap.” It seems, 
however, that the Standard did not think the 
goods worth the money and declined to be 
bled. Now we see this same Senator Emery 
chasing up and down the country hurling his 
dreadful thunderbolte at the Standard, with 
David Kirk hanging to his coat tails. They 
still bave refineries and friendships tc sell, but 
we have not heard of any one who wants to 
buy.—OW City Der: wk. 

It is rumored this week that the Western 
Pennsylvania Poultry Association is negotiat- 
ing for a lease of the building known asthe 
Titusville Oil Exchange for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a permanent place for the raising of 
chickens. The exchange stock rose one per 
cent per share immediately upon the report 
becoming current. We learn that it is de- 
signed to put incubators in the domino and 
checker rooms, and to utilize the speaking 
tubes as conduits for food to the main floor, 
from bins in the upper story, Some of the pri- 
vate wires, with a little labor, can be converted 
into roosting places.—Am. Citizen. 


The Board of Directors of the Mining and 
Manufacturing Company, at Mexico, Mo., has 
closed a contract for sinking a 3,000-foot hole, 
The contract provides that the hole shall be 
sunk 3,000 feet, at such point within four miles 
of Mexico as may be designated by the direct- 
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ors. Itis to be five and one-half inches at the 
bottom, and cased after the manner of the oil 
wells in Pennsylvania. The contractor is to 
receive $4,500 for drilling the first 1,500 feet, 
and $2 for each additional foot. This makes 
$7,500 for the 3,000 feet. In case oil or gas 
should be struck at 1,500 feet, and the company 
desires to stop boring, it has the right to do so. 


We know that Mr. Zane, who opposes the 
Billingsley bill, is just as honest as Mr. Kirk, 
who favors it, and we know of many honest 
men in this city and elsewhere who differ on 
the question, and are not only positive but ag- 
gressive on each side. We have been in doubt 
about the billfrom the first. We have pub- 
lished, indiscriminately, articles on both sides. 
We believe that the bill origizally was simply 
a@ blackmailing scheme to blackmail and rob 
the Standard, not in the interest of the pro- 
ducers, but that a few infamous members of 
the Pennsylvania legislature might be able to 
pocket stolen boodle. We further believe that 
the billisnow being used for the same pur- 
pose, and by, men as free from honor as the 
Spanish, Italian or Grecian banditti.—Franklin 
Penny Press. 


CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


An importation found upon chemical an- 
alysis to consist of magnesium-chloride, a 
chemical salt, is dutiable under the provision 
for “all chemical compounds and salts,” under 
T. I. 92, and is not entitled to free entry as a 
substance ‘‘expressly used for manure,” under 
Paragraph 505 of the free list, 


Acting Secratary Fairchild has affirmed the 
action of the Collector of Customs at New 
York in assessing duty on certain druggisis’ 
sundries, consisting of show bottles, decorated 
jarsand printed matter, which the importers 
represent are intend: d for gratuitious d:stribu- 
tion and are therefore free of duty. It was 
shown, however, that the articles in question 
possess a value as signs for the purpose of in- 
creasing sales and are given away only when 
sales are made, in large quantities, of the goods 
they represent. Mr, Fairchild held that there 
is no provision of law under which the articles 
can be exempted from duty.

Holl & Son, druggists’ sundries, 824 Walnut 
street, Philadelphia, but recently trading as J. 
Edgar Holl, agent, at the same number has 
been missing from his usual haunts and is 
doubtless gone to parts unknown. The Inde- 
pendence National Bank issued an attachment 
against Holl claiming that he fraudulently de- 
posited drafts as collateral, forging the name 
of L. C. Noyes and others not naiwed. 

Holl secured about $17,000 from the bank, 
giving as collateral four months’ notes on firms 
from different parts of the country aggre- 
gating between $35,000 and $40,000. The 
signatures on these were all supposed to be 
genuine, but three of them have been returned 
recently as forgeries.

Cottonseed oil is freely used under the name of 
“lard,” and the sooner it is used under ite own 
name, andin its pure condition, the better it 
will be for the farmers of the South and the 
consumers of the whole country.—Charleston 


Alizarine Oil from Seeds. 


According to an English patent of January 
12 the seeds are decorticated, crushed in a 
roller mill and there thoroughly incorporated 
with from 40 to 60 per cent of sulphuric acid, 
distributed from a leaden and glass box, care 
being taken that the temperature does not rise 
above 50 deg. ©. After the mass has lain some 
hours in a lead lined tank, much oil collects at 
the surface. After the removal of this the 
mass is stirred up with water, and after sub- 
sidence more oil is removed. Oil thus prepared 
is said to be 10 per cent better than the ordi- 
nary alizarin oil prepared from Hicinus, and 
the cost of preparation to be from 2 to 4 per 


cent per pound less.

4,992, 
October 22, 1882. For the process of its purifi- 
cation there described, treatment of the raw 
lanolin with acetone is now substituted. This 
dissolves out the pure fat, leaving the soaps, 
etc., undissolved and the solvent may be recov- 
ered by distillation. According to another 
method, the crude mass may be treated with 
benzine, carbon disulphide, etc., when both 
soaps and fat are dissolved, and impurities left 
behind; from this the addition of acetone pre- 
cipitates the soaps, etc., leaving pure wool fat 
in solution. Prior to treatment with solvents, 
the commercial wool fat may be melted and 
heated with alkalies, alkaline earths or their 
hydrates, oreven with oxides of heavy metals. 
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Recent Fires. 


At Paineburg, Mass., March 31, George Bel- 
cher’s soap manufactory was burned. The 
loss, including machinery and stock, was about 
$2,000, partially insured. Cause of fire un- 
known. 

At New Bedford. Mass., April 1,the paper 
mill of George Kirby, Jr,, & Co. was burned; 
loss about $22,000, insurance $12.000. Job Wade 
had a tannery in the building. Four dwellings 
were burned. The total loss by the fire is es- 
timated at 340,000. Job Wade’s loss is $10,000; 
insurance $5,000. 

The turpentine distillery of Koch, Smith & 
Co., of New Orleans, was destroyed by fire last 
week, including the machinery and 60 bbls of 
turpentine. It originated from one of the re- 
torts exploding. The loss is $10,000: no insur- 
ance. 

Spontaneous combustion caused a fire at the 
store of the Sargent Paint Co. in 8t. Louis, en- 
tailing a loss of $2,000, covered by insurance, 
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Anti-Fouling Paint for Ships’ Bot- 
toms. 

By arecent English patent the composition 

is prepared in two forms, one of which is fora 


priming or first coat, which protects the iron 
from corrosion, and the other for application 


on the top of the first, forming a second coat. 
The priming or first coat consists of the follow- 


ing ingredients in approximately the propor- 
tions given, viz., for 112 pounds: Pure zine 20 
pounds, Turkey red 6 pounds, rosin 39 pounds, 
mineral turpentine 15 pounds, and boiled oil 
82 pounds. The second coat consists of the 
following constituents, for 112 pounds: Turkey 
red 20 pounds, mineral green 10 pounds, rosin 
8C pounds, mineral turpentine 25 pounds, and 
boiled oil 27 pounds. The ingredients in each 
are mixed ina furnace pot—the zinc and Tur- 
key red in the first coat, and the Turkey red 
and mineral green in the second coat—with 
boiled oil; then the rosin, having been dis- 
solved, ig added and the consistency is further 
reduced by the boiled oil. After cooling the 
turpentine is added, and the whole thoroughly 
mixed and stirred and put into casks for use. 
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A Report on Adulterated Spices, 


The chemists of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, under the direction of the Commissioner, 
have for a year or more been investigating the 
extent and manner of food adulteration prac- 
ticed in this country, and a report covering 
several branches of the work is in process of 
preparation. That portion relating to spices 
and cundiments, prepared by Mr. Clifford 
Richardson, the chemist, is already completed. 
Mr. Richardson’s investigations show that no 
other kinds of human food are adulterated to 
such an extent. Cf twenty samples of ground 
cloves examined only two were pure. The 
others had suffered the extraction of their es- 
sential oils and had been polluted by the addi- 
tion of clove stems, alspice and husks of var- 
ious kinds. Of eight samples of cayenne pep- 
per only one was pure. Of ten samples of 
mustard none were pure, though several had 
only suffered the loss of their fixed oil; the 
others contained quantities of wheat flour, 
thespurious matter being in some cases two- 
thirds of the compound. This made it neces- 
sary to add turmeric acid (harmlese) to restore 
the mustard color. Ten samples of alspice 
were examined, eight of which were pure. 
Four samples of cassia were all pure. Of ten 
samples of ginger, four were pure. Only one 
out of thirteen samples of black pepper was 
found to be what it purported to be. A speci- 
men sent from Baltimore to a man who had an 
army contract was almost entirely spurious. 
Cayenne pepper, black pepper husks and mus- 











tard hulls were used to give flavor and pun- 
gency, while “body” was supplied by ground 
beans and rice, and color by charcoal. Two 
samples of white pepper out of five were pure, 
two samples of mace out of five were pure, 
and of three samples of nutmeg examined all 
werepure. Mr. Richardson incidentally men- 
tions a New York spice grinder who within a 
short time worked off five thousand pounds of 
cocoanut husks, 
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Where Oleomargarine Factories are 
Located. 


A statement prepared at the office of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue shows that 
there are thirty-seven factories engaged in the 
manufacture of artificial butter now in opera- 
tion in the United States, as follows:—Two in 
Denver, Col.; 11 in Chicagu; 1 in Kokomo, Ind.; 
lin Kansas City; 1 in Armourdale, Kan.; lin 
Ashland, Wis.; 3 in Hurley, Wis; 1 in Eau 
Claire, Wis.; 2 in Chippewa, Wis. There are 
8,537 retail dealers in oleomargarine in the 
United States who paid spevial taxes as such in 
the months of November and December, 1886, 
and January end February, 1887. The number 
of wholesale dealers is 266.

Creating a New Uolored Glass In- 


dastry. 


A practial glass worker in Pittsburg is said 
to have discovered a process for making the 
finest colored glass ever seen at nominal cost, 
and a furnace willsoon be erected to start this 
very important industry on the road to suc- 
cess. The collection of glass ware in the Brit- 
ish Museum has nothing superior to it in rich- 
ness or beauty. 

The first specimen examined was an opaque 
glass of pure deep white adapted for use in 
watch dials or ornamental letters. Such mate- 
rial is now imported. Next came light ivory 
glass of arich creamy tint, This is designed 
for plano and organ keys. A pure white semi- 
transparent glass, intended for blown ware, 
was nextshown. These pieces, and all others 
examined, were without flaw or blemish, the 
same tint prevailing throughout, showing that 
the maker was evidently master of his art. Ane 
other piece of glass a few inches square had a 
copper ruby tint, which has never been made 
in perfection in this country. It is known as 
the magnifying lantern glass, to be used in rail- 
road lanterns and signals. Pittsburg glass 
makers have been trying for years to produce 
a lantern glass which should equal in quality 
and color the imported article, Another tint 
of ruby, lighter, but with the same richness of 
color, is for use at seu. The atmosphere on the 
ocean will not permit the use of the same grade 
of color as is adapted for inland signals. There 
was aspecimen of French blue, very delicate 
and pure; another styled “King William’s 
blue,” and a third otf tarquoise shade. The lat- 
ter is intended for vases, shades and ornamen- 
tal ware of every scrt. Emerald green glass, 
rivaling in beauty the finest imported Bohe- 
mian giass,and a perfect shade of amber were 
exhibited. The American amber, which is not 
really of amber tint, but old gold, and which, it 
is said, costs about a cent and a quarter per 
pound to make, can be replaced, it is cluimed, 
by the new process by the real amber color at 
a cost of about a half cent a pound.

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Review of the Glycerine Industry | 


In 1858, 100 Ib*. of glycerine was considered a 
very fullstock. At the present day even the 
retail druggist carries often as large a stock a8 
that, anda very small part of the glycerine 
ifiantifactured goes to the drug trade, At the 
present time, as will be seen from statistics 
given later, the annual consumption of giycer- 
ine in the United States is more than 13,500,000 
ba. 

Since glycerine was procured chiefly from 
the refuse of candle factories, and Cincinnati 
was the home of that industry in the United 
States, it was natural that this city should also 
become the center of the glycerine industry in 
America. 9f late years, owing to th» intro- 
duction of other illt-rinatirg products, the 
itianufacture of candies has diminished in im- 
portance, and the increasing demand for gly- 
cerine has necessitated the seeking of other 
sources of supply. At the present (ime we 
look to the soap factories as the most import- 
ant of these, as by the simple processes now in 
use it can be removed before the fat acids are 
made into soap, and this » ust remain true as 
long as so large a proportion of the fats and 
oils produced are employed for making soap, 
unless science shall succeed in producing gly~ 
cerine by some econemieal synthetic process. 


It is supposed by many that the removal of 
the glycerine in the process of manufacturing 
soap isa detriment to the product, but this is 
not t:ue. Many ot the so-called glycerine soaps 
contain no glycerine, and even those that do 
should probably base theit claims for supe- 
riority—if they have any—onotber grounds. 
At the preeent time, cottonseed and other veg 
etable oils are largeiy employed in making 
soaps, and the prevailing idea regarding the 
impurity of the materials used is not in ac- 
cordance with the facts. In case, however, 
materials are used which are objectionable, the 
Process to which they are subjected when the 
glycerine is separated, cannot but have a puri- 
fying effect; not only are volatile substances 
removed, but septic poisons, which may be 
sometimes present, are destroyed at the high 
temperature at which the glycerin is sepa- 
rated from the fats. 


The supply of crude glycerin, however, in 
this country, is not from our own soap fac. 
tories. The most of it is imported from France, 
Belgium, Italy and Russia; inferior products 
also from other countries. During 1886 these 
importations amounted to no less than 10,858,- 
000 pounds, on which there is a duty of 2 cents 
per pound. Of refined glycerin we im: ort but 
little. Tne duty on this is 5 cents per pound. 
The glycerin factories of the United States may 
therefore, more properly be called glycerin re- 
fineries. 

The magnitude of this industry and its pro- 
gressive growth, is most impressively shown 1n 
the following table, showing the quantityof 
glycerin imported into this country in succes- 
sive years from 1874 to 1886 inclusive:

Most of the glycerin imported, as already 
observed, isa crude product. That classed as 
refined is principally a yellow distilled glycerin, 
used for making nitro-glycerin. Much of the 
inferior glycerin produced in Europe is refined 
to this extent before it is sent to this country, 
since the refiners here find it so impure that 
they cannot us¢ it to any advantage. 


The production of crude glycerin in Amer- 
ica has not varied greatiy ffom year to year 
during the past twelve years. The amount is 
about 3,000,000 lbs. Meanwhile the price of re- 
fined giy »erin has fluctuated considerably, as 
seen in the following statement:

In spite of the large importation of the past 
year, the price is still firm and advancing. The 
price is naturally dependent upon that ruling 
in Europe. Thus one year ago foreign quota- 
tions were at 45 to 50 francs per 100 kilos, Now 
they are 145 francs, which, taken in connection 
with the growing demand, explains the recent 
large advances in this country. Should there 
be a European war, we might expeot a atill 
further advance, since large quantities of the 

product would be retained in Europe for use in 
supplying war materials. 








Inthe manufacture of glycerin from fats, 
the steam process isthe only one now employed 
ic America, The fats are put into large copper 
tanks capable of containing about 12,000 Ibs. 
each, About 25 per cent of water is added, 
and steam under a pressure of 125 to 150 lbs. 
is admitted, by Which the fats are decom- 
posed and their constituents sepafated. The 
process of refining is also one merely of 
re-distillation at a high temperature, 400 de- 
grees to 600 degrees F., by means of steam. 
Different refiners use different forms of ap- 
paratus, and improvements are constantly be- 
ing introduced, simplifying the operation and 
improving the product. When glycerin is 
cooled to about the freezing point of mercury, 
it solidifies into a gum-!ike mass. Under favor- 
able conditions, at a temperature considerably 
higher than this (about 0 degree C.=32 degrees 
F ), rhombic crystals form of pure glycerol. 
These sre hard and gfitty but deliquescent. 
By chill'ng ordinary glycerin, and introducing 
into ita few crystals previously formed, it is 
pcssible, in a practical way, to purify tbe pro- 
duct by crystallization, and this has actaally 
been done to a limited extent abroad. This 
nethod of refining, however, has never been 
practiced in this country. 


Pure glycerin has a specific gravity above 30 
deg. B. The commercial article, although often 
said to be of 30 deg., falls short of this by at 
least half a degree, The fluid is so hygroscopic 
that unless the air is rigorously excluded from 
it it will become constantly weaker by absorp- 
tion of atmospheric moisture. Foreign crude 
glycerin has a specific gravity of about 28 deg. 
B., and loses in refining about 25 percent. The 
American crude product has 4 specific gravity 
of 25 deg. B , and loses about 33 1-3 per cent. 


It is statea that abo ut 75 per cent. of the re- 
fined glycerin made in this country is from the 
establishments in Cincinnati. The standard 
grade of refined glycerin is chemically pure. 
Some manufacturers also supply for medicinal 
use a special brand of glycerin, made wholly 
from vegetable oils, for which they claim 
superiority to that made from animal fats. 


Glycerin is marketed in 50 )b. cans, ir barrels 
holdiog 450 ibs. each, and in iron drums hold- 
ing 1,100 lbs.

lst. Manufactu ers of explosives. 

2d. Dyeing establishments, where it is em- 
ployed xs already mentioned, as a solvent for 
arsenic, Some large print works consume 
from 40 to 100 tons annually. 

3d. Manufacturcra of tobacco, for chewing 
and smoking. 

4th, The drug trade and manufacturers of 
toilet preparations. 

6th. Maoufacturers of printers’ rollers. 


An elaborate report was made on this sub- 
ject to the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion in 1885 by Professor RK. B. Warder, who 
examined in all twenty sampies, including the 
products of ail the leading American and some 
of the best foreign macufacturers,—Pharma- 
ceutical Era. 
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Liquid Fuel. 


For two or three years past, some very in- 
teresting trials of the use of oil for fuel, in- 
stead of coal, have been conductad by the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company on the 
freight and passenger ferry steamers on San 
Francisco Bay. When, therefore, a short time 
since, the use of this liquid fuel was abandoned 
by the company, and the furnaces of the boilers 
again altered to burn coal, it was concluded 
that oil burning was a failure. It was thought 
strange, too, because it was understood that 
the oil was the more economical fuel, doing 
away asit did with the numerous firemen on 
the steamers, since the oil was fed to the fur- 
naces by an automatic arrangement. A number 
of reason were given to the general public for 
this abandonment of oil as fuel, among them 
that the supply was insufficient, that it cost 
too much, and finally that it burned the fur- 
paces and boilers out so badly that it cost more 
than it came to finally. 


Asthe matter is of considerable general as 
well as local importance, we have obtained 
some information on thesubject, which, being 
mainly official, will be read with interest. 


In the first place, as to the character of the 
liquid fuei itself. It is not a crude petroleum, 
as many suppose. It is a residue or refuse. 
The Pacific Coast Oil Company before selling 
this material remove the lighter oils, which 
enables them to sell the refuse at low cost. 
The first product removed is a gasoline of 84 
deg. specific gravity; the second is naphtha of 
74 deg. specific gravity; the third is benzine of 
63 deg. specific gravity; the fourth is what is 
known as water-white illuminating.oil of 48 
deg. specific gravity. Then they remove the 
standard white illuminating oil of 44 deg. 
specific gravity. This leaves a refuse of about 
26 deg. specific gravity, which is the fuel oil 
used on the steamers. 


The liquid fuel was used on three of the 
largest steamers of the company, the Thor- 
oughfare, Piedmont and Solano—the latter the 
largest ferry steamer in the world, The 
records of the runs apd results of work op 
these steamers we ubtain from the office of the 
auditor of the motive power and machinery 
department of the railroad company. 

The first steamer to consider is the Thorough- 
tare, wnich runs trom Oakland Creek to the 
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depots at the southern end of this city, carry- 

ing freight trains across the bay.

The prices 
which since 1873 uninterruptedly followed a 
lowering tendency, experienced a slight im- 
provement in 1885. At present the price per 100 
kilograme=2.2 cwts., is at Berlin $6.35. 

Duty on lead is not collected. It is a striking 
feature of the German customs tariff to ex- 
empt from duty allraw material which is pro- 
duced either not at all or only to an insufficient 
extent. Most of lead is extracted from galena 
or su!phuret of lead. 

Data as to wages of labor, product per la- 
borer and cost of labor per unit of quantity, 
cannot be furnished, in the first place for the 
reason that lead mines are not within my reach 
and, secondly, as such information is partly of 
anature conetituting business secrets, which 
would not be disclosed even to the German 
government or to factory superintendents, 
Moreover, German manufacturers were cau- 
tioned last year by a semi-oflicial article in the 
press against giving such information, es- 
pecially to foreign consuls, 

HISTORY. 

The manufacture of white lead, properly 
termed carbonate of lead, or cerusite, was 
already known to the Germans centuries ago, 
and no definite date could be ascertained of its 
first introduction. 

The oldest method of manufacturing white 
lead is even nowadays quite wenerally in use, 
This me nufacture consists in exposing metallic 
lead in a heated room to the combined action 
of air, rich in carbonic acid, and of acetic acid 
fumes, This manner of obtaining white lead 
finds application in several variations, so that 
three different methods can be distinguished 
according to the action of hot atmospheric 
air, or of fumes from carbonic oracetic acid, 
under which white lead is obtained from lead. 

The Dutch method, 80 called because first 
and chiefly employed in Holland, where it for- 
merly flourished, has succossively been adopted 
in other countries—for instance, in Northern 
Germany, England, France, &c. In Austria 
and South Germany the so-called Austrian or 
German mode is employed. 

Though there is a very old and a modern 
method of manufacturing white lead, they 
operate both,in spite of their great difference 
in appearance, fundamentally in quite the 
same way. The essential point in elther case is 
the exposure of metallic lead, or oxide of lead, 
to the action of vinegar and carbonic acid, 
Under the action of acetiv acid, the oxygen of 
the air oxidizes, firat, the metal, whereupon 
the oxide of it dissolves in the acid, while soon 
afterwards the carbonic acid again decomposes 
this solution to unite them with the oxide, 
Carbonic acid here accomplishes a task which 
it, as arule,is not able to do by itself, as the 
decomposition of a metallic salt solution is 
founded on the capability of the lead to form 
so-called basic salts. To have this effect it is 
essential that the basic acetate of lead dissolve 
in water. Other basic lead compounds are in- 
soluble therein. If, namely, acetic acid is fully 
saturated witb oxide of lead, the dissolving 
process is not at rest; an additional quantity of 
oxide enters the solution, and it is this very 
portion, carried, so to say, as “ovir-freight”’ 
by the acetic acid, which can follow the train 
of entering carbonic acid, and with the latter 
again separate as white lead. After such 
separation only a neutral lead solution remains 
as residue, which anew can dissolve a quantity 
of oxide and deliver same to the carbonic acid, 
and so on in unlimited repetitions, and this 
always by means of one and the same quantity 
of acetic acid. Concerning the more economi- 
cal way of manufacture, the following may be 
set forth: 

If the solution of a lead sait—for instance, 
lead sugar, acetate of lead—and the solution of 
a carbonic acid salt—for instance, soda—are 
poured together white lead is separated, while 
a uew!y-formed sait—in the case in point, ace- 
tate of lime—remains in solution. 

But a proper and reasonable manufacturing 
would work more economically in striving to 
prevent that no second salt remaing as residue 
or refuse. According to the Austrian or Ger- 
man method of manufacturing white lead, | 
learn the following ;

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AUSTRIAN METHOD. 

The thin rough sheets of lead—such as are 
formed by pouring lead upon a stone 
plate—are in the middle folded so that they 
look like a pointed roof, and are hung over 
lathes, and with these put into trough-like 
pitched wood boxes, so as not to touch each 
other, The bottom of each box, 6 to 8 centi 
meters in height, is covered with a mixture of 
husks of pressed grapes, vinegar, or carbonate 
of potassium. The lead sheets are suspended 
above this mass without touching each other. 
The troughs, being full, are clesed by paper 
being pasted over them, and, in numbers of 
from 80 to 100, placed into heated rooms built 
of bricks. These rooms are to be kept ata 
temperature of from 30 to 40 degrees Celsius 
without admitt'ng air. Within three weeks at 
the latest the formation cf white load is com- 
pleted. 

This method isin use in the principal works 
of Corinthia, Austria, and furnished a very 
beautiful article. Its beauty is chiefly due to 
the purity of the lead there obtainable. The 
finest and hardest sort has the name of ““Kremse 
Weiss.” To prepare finer sorts the white lead 
must be separated from its admixtures. It is 
therefore subjected to a washing process, 
which does this work more fully and in a man- 
ner less obnoxious to health than the sifting 
process; for the white lead, separated from the 
lead sheets and then ground, continues to con- 
tain small particles of metallic lead, which 
would impair the coior, but can be removed 
entirely only by washing. By more or lets 
continuing the washing process, sorts of differ- 
ent degrees of fineness are obtained. 


PRODUCTION—MARKETING, 

No estimates as tothe annual production at 
the beginning of this century, nor at the pres- 
ent time, can be given for want of statistics. 

The difference between exports and imports 
may be regarded as used for home consump- 
tion. Unfortunately, even the most minute 
German statistics mention white lead in one 
and the same item with white zinc. 

Imports of both together amounted in 1845 
to 82,352,100 kilograms, equals 2.2 owts.; ex- 
ports, to 163,330.

The white lead obtained is only to a small ex- 
tent placed upon the market in the original 
form of hard slates as white flake (Schiefer- 
neiss), but is, to a greater extent, further 
worked by grinding same after being mixed 
with water, between granitic stones, and by 
pouring the emulsion into small unglazed pots, 
in which the same within a few days assumes 
such a consistency that the conical Joaves can 
be taken out to be finally dried entirely in the 
open air or in a drying room. 

Ordinary sorts receive through this opera- 
tion their unavoidable mixture of sulphate of 
lead, heavy epar (barytes) and chalk. 

The article thus obtained is hard, almost 
stony, which makes ite reduction to powder or 
levigation, and its combination with the re- 
quired other substances, very laborious work. 

But consumers used to regard hardness asa 
eign of genuineness, and therefore prefer such 
articles to others offered them in the form of 
white powder. Much white lead aypears how- 
ever of late in the market triturated with oil 


paste). 
ADULTERATION. |: 

White lead is frequentiy adulterated with an 
admixture of blanc fixe, which is not easily 
perceptible from its external appearance, since 
sulphate of barium is very white and likewise 
has a similar specific gravity. 

In commerce, some sorts ocour which con- 
tain up to three-fourths of sulphate of barium 




















and only one-fourth of white lead. This adul- 
teration can be ascertained by pouring over it 
a test of rarefied nitric acid, in which pure 
white lead entirely dissolves, while sulphate of 
barium remains as residue. 

The mixtures of white lead with blanc fixe 
occurring in trade bear usually definite names, 

White of Venice isa mixture in equal shares 
of white lead and blanc fixe. 

White of Hamburg isa like mixture of one- 
third white lead and two-thirds of blanc fixe; 
Dutch white of one-fourth white lead and 
three-fourths blane fixe. 

Bat white lead .s very rarely adulterated with 
chalk, gypsum, pulveriz:d barytes, kaolive 
(China clay), and the like, as by such admix- 
ture it loses its good appearance,

In reply to your favor of yesterday I here- 
with advise you that of white lead coming 
from the United States, some samples except- 
ed, no larger importation i3 Known to me, 
The sampies of white lead from the United 
States which I have seen are not as white and 
fine as the article farnished by German manu- 
facturers; but the principal objection to the 
samples from the United States appears to be 
that they do not equal the German, Dutch, 
and Belgian product in coating power. This is 
most likely attributable to the rapid process 
of manufacture in Amerioa, which partly is 
also practiced here, Of white zinc, however, 
several lote have appeared in this market, but, 
as far as is known to me, were sold at a loss, 
the article not having that pure white color for 
which the Silesian and Belgian article is fam- 
ous. The white lead of lote imported from the 
United States had a yellowish-gray color and 
was heavier than thé before-mentioned article 
produced here.

The Manufacture of Corn Starch in 


\ America,* 
ARCHBOLD, M., D. 

The term “Corn \Starch” is exclusively ap- 
plied to starch made from maize or Indian 
corn. There is no\industry in the United 
States which has grown so rapidly, and con- 
centrated itself into a pmall circle of tactories, 
within the last haif century, as this industry. 
There are now twenty-two factories engaged in 
the manufacture of starch from Indian corn, 
and located in six different States, the largest 
being that at Glen Cove, Long Island. This is 
probably the largest in the world, there being 
used each day 336,000 Ib. of Indian corn in the 
manufacture of starch. 

There are several glucose factories in differ- 
ent States which also extract starch from In- 
dian corn; but as it is never dried, but imme- 
diately converted into glucose or grape sugar, 
I do not include the latter as starch factories 
proper. 

The number of wheat starch factories in the 
United States does not exceed eight or ten of 
any magnitude; and careful investigation 
shows that most of them have no larger capa- 
city than 50 to 100 bushels per diem. 

This would indicate a gradual falling into dis- 
use of wheat starch, with a preference to that 
made from Indian corn, 

Cereals containing Starch.—The following is 
a list of the principal starch-producing cereals, 
and the percentage yield of starch, according 
to the published analyses of Krocker (Ann.

Potatoes yield on an average 18 per cent of 
starch. These percentages of starch appear 
very high; however, they represent high grades 
of the cereals which seldom or never find their 
way into the starch factories. During my own 
experience of over six years in the analysis of 
Indian corn used in the starch factories, I very 
seldom found the quantity of starch to exceed 
58 per cent. The following analysis of maize 
represents the average of many samples anal- 
yzed in the course of one year’s working:

I have found from experience that the above 
represents correctly the quality of corn used 
in the manufacture of starch. 

The following is an average of 114 of the 
analyses of Indian corn from various parts 
of the United States, as given on pages 
215-217 of the report issued by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Washington, 1883. 
Assuming 54 per cent. of the 70.69 per cent. of 
carbohydrates therein siated to be starch, 
then we have a fair idea of the composition of 
the Indian corn used in these industries:

Process of Manufacture.—The process uni- 
versally adopted is that known as the alkaline 
or ‘sweet process,” and which is adapted to the 
extraction of starch from maize better than 
any other process known, with one exception, 
and that is the “sulpburous acid process,” 
which latter has some objections which will be 
explained lateron. However, this much may 
be said of the SO, process in its favor—that it 
not only gives a larger yield and starch of a 
very high grade, but much more of the waste 
material—gluten, etc.—is recovered in a war- 
ketable condition; and now that the manufac- 
tere of 80, has become a staple branch of in- 
dustry, especially in Great Britain, there is no 
reason why certain mechanical difficultiee, or 
rather objections, should not be overcome, and 
this process become as general as the “alka- 
line.”’ 

The reason why the alkaline provess is called 
the “Sweet process’’ is to distinguish it from 
the “sour or acid process” adopted for the ex- 
traction of starch from wheat. This latter 
consisted in macerating wheut or wheat flour 
(thoroughly incorporated with water) until the 
alcoholic fermentation, produced at the ex- 
pense of the sugar of the wheat and part of the 
starch converted into fermentable sugar, bad 
thorougbly oxidised or converted the said 
sugar into acetic acid, which general y requires 
from three to four weeks. The gluten of the 
wheat was then readily dissolved, and the 
starch liberated and separated by mechanical 
means, and further purified by washing in 
water. (For full particulars of this old ‘‘suur 
process,” and which is still universally adopted 
in America with very little modification by 
wheat starch makers, see Muspratt, article 
“Starch, vol. fi. p. 950. -*Ures Dictionary,” vol. 
ili. p, 745.) 

In the treatment of maize this process is im- 
practicable, inasmuch as the gluten of this 
graio is not so easily soluble in acetic acid solu- 
tion as in the case of wheat and cereals of,a like 
desoription,and the time required in ita macera- 
tion, to obtain a similar result in dissolving 
the gluten, would not only impair the quality 
of the starch, but much loss in quantity would 
be the result, 

In extracting starch from maize by the 
“sweet process,” six operations are necessary, 
of which the following brief synopsis will give 
some idea, before I enter upon further de 
taile— 5 

1, The maize is subjected toa cleansing pro- 
cess by means of powerful fans and blowers 
called “winnowing.” This cleans the grain 
from superfluous bran, dirt, cob, etc. In this 
process there is generally a loss of over 144 per 
cent. of the grain, from the above bran, dirt, 
and pieces of cob, etc., being removed. 

2. Theclean grain is now placed in tanks 
called “steeps,”” and covered with water ata 
temperature ranging from 170 deg. to 140 deg. 
F., according to the experience of the manu- 
facturer. These steeps vary in capacity, hold- 
ing from 1,000 to 6,000 bushelaeach. This pro- 
cess requires from three to ten days, or until 
the grain is sufficient'y soft to grind. 

8. The grinding process, which is generally 
accomplished by means of burr-stone mills 
and iron rollers. 

4. The straining process, in which the ground 
corn is washed and strained through a series of 
revolving sieves with a current of water. In 
some factories horizontal square shaking sieves 
are used, 

5. The regrinding of the magma and collec- 
tion of the impure starchy matter. 

6. The treatment with caustic alkali, and sep- 
aration in the vats called separators. 

As it is of the utmost importance to the after 
treatment of the impure starch witb the golu- 
tion of caustic alkali in the vats named “sepa- 
rators,” that as much of the oll and mineral

constituents of the corn be removed as is possi- 
ble, and the nitrogenous matter surrounding 
the starch of the grain, such as gluten and al- 
bumen, be thoroughly softened, so as to be 
brought to a condition to be acted upon by 
the alkali, the process of steeping the grain is 


one of great importance, and various methods 


have been adopted. In most factor’es the corn 
is allowed simply to remain in contact with the 
water for a period of eight or ten days or urtil 
the putrefactive fermentation has set in, and 
the corn soft enough togrind, During this pe- 
riod much sulphuretted hydrogen is given off, 
thereby creating a most offensive odor in the 
neighborhood of the works, and even permeat- 
ing the entire city when winds are favorable. 
Another process of softening the grain is that 
of the Mack process, which is used in Germany 
in treating rice and maize for starch, and which 
consists mainly in treating these cereale, in a 
properly constructed iron tank, with water 
(with or without alkali),and gas or air pres- 
sure. The inventor claims that, by the aid of 
compressed air, the cereals soften quicker, and 
yield from 6to 8 per cent. more of the finished 
products, thus saving time, plant and chemi- 
cals, When water without the addition ot 
alkali is used with the grain,atank so con- 
structed, lined with lead or non-corroding ma- 
terial, might be used with advantage. For 
full particulars of this process see Dingl. Polyt. 
256, 35. 

A similar process has been patented in this 
country since the publication of Herr Mack’s 
process, but it is doubtful if the process will 
come into general use. It remains to be proved 
what influence such treatment of the grain 
would have onthe physical condition and ap- 
pearance of the finished products. The most 
rational system of this treatment of maize is 
that used at Glen Cove previously referred 
to,and isthe system known a: tbe Durgen 
system. In this factory there are three 
steeps or tanke,cach holding 5,500 bushels 
of corn, whicb, at 56 Ib. per bushel, re- 
present 310,800 Ib. of corn in each tank. 
Through each of these tanks there is a con- 
tinuous stream of water heated to a teinpera- 
ture of 130-140 deg Fahbr., which flows for three 
days atthe rate of about 10,000 gallons into 
each tank per day, after which the corn is suffi- 
ciently softened for the grinding process. It 
has been estimated that no less than 315 lbs. of 
solid matter per day is extracted from all these 
tanks of grain, and which may be divided 
into— 

128 1 5s. oil and other organic substances. 

61 lbs. albumenoids. 

126 lbs. ash of corn and constituents of the 
water, 





815 lbs. 

In this wet and soft ned condition th» grain 
is conveyed to the grinding room, where it is 
first ground in burr-stone mills, and from 
thence parsed through heavy iron roiler mills, 
when it is carried by wooden spouts and hop- 
pers to the straining department, generally 
situated on the floor underneath the mills. 
These strainers consist, first, of Jarge revolving 
sieves on a slight incline. The first series are 
of brass wire, and sixty meshes per square 
inch; the second are of fine bolting silx cloth, 
such as we find in flour mills. The ground 
pulpy mass falls with a stream of water 
into the first series, and then through the sec- 
ond into collecting tanks underneath. The 
mixed fine and coarse magma which falls from 
the end of these sieves is then conveyed to the 
mills, reground, and again passed through 
these sieves with astream of water as before, 
until the water ceases to come through milky. 
The magma thus exhausted of its starch is then 
conveyed to a separate room, and in some 
factories, dried, and sold as cattle food, or, in 
its moist condition, as “swill,” for hog food. 
The magma (mixed), as taken from the sieves, 
has the following average composition:—

The above milky fluid, washed from the 
magma and collected from the tanks under- 
neath the sieves, as above stated, is now al- 
lowed to rest or subside for some hours, when 


the supernatant liquid is allowed to run to 
and agitated 


waste. The residue, washed 
with clean water, is again allowed to 
repose and the supernatant liquid run 


to waste. The second washing is ne- 
cessary, as in warm weather especially, 
the suspended impure starch is apt to turnsour, 
which would interfere with subsequent opera- 
tions. The deposited impure starchy matter is 
now pumped up in a semi-liquid condition into 
large vats, called ‘‘separators,”,which are gen- 
erally on the top floor of large factories—this 
impure starch consisting chiefly of starch and 
gluten, cellulose and fat. 

These so-called separators are huge wooden 
vata, of a cylindrical form several feet high, 
and about the same in diameter, provided with 
a series of plug-holes in the sides, arranged to- 
wards the bottom in equal distances (generally 
six to twelve inches), andthe vat is provided 
with a mechanical stirrer with necessary gear- 
ing. Inall well-regulated factories there is 
generally a series of such vate. The impure 
starchy matter being pumped into these vats, 
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is diluted with clean water and the agitators 
Putin thorough motion; and here is added 
cautiously, by degreees, a solution of caustic 
soda of a gravity 7-8 deg, Baume until the 
milky liquid has changed toa greenish yellow 
color. The agitation is then continued for 
some hours, so that when a sample taken from 
the vat or separator in a glass beaker separates 
into two layers, the bottom layer dark colored, 
and the upper pure white, being the starch. 

It may be here remarked that the glutinous 
or nitrogenous matter of corn consists of two 
kinds—one which is dissolved by a solution of 
caustic alkali, the other which is precipitated, 
and is of a dark yellowish-green color. The 
separation being complete, the machinery is 
stopped and the separated starch and glutinous 
matter ig allowed to deposit, and the super- 
natant solution of gluten, oil, etc.. is allowed 
to run waste, and the deposited starch and giu- 
tinous matter washed and agitated with water, 
and allowed to stand at rest for fifteen to 
twenty minutes to allow the insoluble gluten 
to subside, when the first plug is drawn, and 
the starch suspended in the water is allowed to 
flow into a proper'y-arranged gutter to vats 
underneath; then the next plug, and so on un- 
til the last plug has been drawn. The plugs 
are replaced and the vats again filled with wa- 
ter, and the operation repeated 2s before. 
This operation, called the syphoning process, 
is generally repeated three times, and the 
three runnings of starch are collected in 
three separate vats forming the three 
grades of starch of the factory. The deposited 
matters, nearly exhausted of starch by the 
above means, are all collected and run over 
what is called the inclined table, which is a 
series of wide gutters, side by side, sixty feet 
long, with a fall of from three to six inches at 
the lower end. The deposited matters are al- 
lowed to flow evenly and slowly with a stream 
of water, the light materials running off the 
end to waste, while the starch deposits in the 
gutters. 

The starch (1,2 and 3) syphonings, as above 
stated, being collected in different vats, are al- 
lowed to repose, the supernatent liquid being 
run to waste; and then the starch is well agit- 
ated with water—in some cases, at this stage, 
it is necessary to resyphon as before. 

During these operations in summer, when 
the atmosphere is hot, it is necessary to keep 
the starch in this semi-liquid state cool, and 
large lumps of ice are kept floating in the vats. 

These three grades of factory starch, pro- 
duced as above, being clean, are again agitated 
with water and allowed to flow through a fine 
sieve of bolting cloth into oblong tanks of 
wood, called ‘settlers’’—the cloth retaining 
any fier or glutenous impurity while the finer 
cells of starch run through with the water. 
The starch now deposits in these tanks hard 
and firm on the bottom, while the water can be 
run off clear to the sur‘ace of the starch. 

The next stage of the manufacture ig to col- 
lect this deposited starch in moulds; these 
moulds are oblong boxes with a perforated 
bottom. Apiece of muslin is damped with 
water, and packed in the bottom and sides of 
these boxes, so as toform a perfect lining of 
the damp muslin. The moulds so prepared are 

all arranged on stands side by siue, and the 
deposited starch dug out of the settlers and 
firmly packed in these moulds to the brim, and 
as the moisture drains, and the starch subsides 
in the moulds, more starch ig added until it 
ceases to further settle; in this condition it is 
allowed to remain for some hours, when the 
moist starch (which now contains some 60 per 
cent. moisture) is turned out on to a table, 
and the oblong block cut through into equal 
and convenient sized blocks orsquares. Tnese 
pieces, orsquares, are then placed on an ab- 
sorbing medium, or floor, which is generally 
made of porous brick covered with a layer of 
plaster of Paris cement; this floor is heated 
and dried by means oi aseries of steam pipes 
underneath. After being exposed on this 
warm absorbing surface some hours, the starch 
contains over 45 per cent. moisture, and is 
ready for the crusting process. That is 
the blocks are placed side by side un a 
rack, ehelf, .or shelves, in a_ kiln, 
and allowed to remain therein exposed 
to a heat of 120 to 130 degs, until they assume a 
yeilowish-brown crust on the outside—this 
crust generally varies from 4% inch to 44 inch, 
more or less, in thickness—when they are taken 
out and the crust removed, when the interior 
is perfectly white, the heat having removed 
the impure matter to the outside. In this 
form it is wrapped in paper and again returned 
to the kiln, and exposed to a temperature of 
156 deg. F. to 176 deg. F., and allowed to rewain 
therein exposed to such a degree of heat fora 
term of three to seven days, or even two to 
three weeks, according to the nature and size 
of the crystals required—the pieces of starch 
of commerce are called crystals in factory lan- 
guage. If the higher temperature and short 
period in contact therewith be used, small pipe 
crystals are the result. If the lower tempera- 
ture and longer time, the starch is obtained in 
large chunks and more irregular. These vari- 
ons forms of lump stareh are in great demand 
in the American market. The étarch, as it 
comes from the kiln in this form, and when 
taxen from the paper, falls into these numer- 
ous pieces and forms. Sometimes a large, 
roundish piece in the center, called a boulder, 
still retains its moisture as steam, and is of a 
fine nature, but, on being throwa amongst the 
hot starch, assumes the same character as the 
rest, 


Starch from the kilns is practically dry. con- 
taining from & to 1 per cent moisture, but, on 
exposure to theair, again takes up moisture, 
and then retains its commercial condition with 
15 per cent water as moisture. 


A sample of starch, taken in the evening, 
practially dry from the kilns—i. e., containing 
% per cent H,O—was allowed to remain in the 
office till the fo:lowing morning in an open box, 
was found to have absorbed 5 per cent moisture, 
which it had gained from the atmosphere. The 
larger the pieces, the larger the percentage of 
moisture will be absorbed. And,even exposed 
in acomparatively dry store-roum in barrels 
for a length of time,the moisture absorbed 
varics from 10 to 15 per cent., adding tothe 
original weight of starch. This fact is taken 
advantage of by some manufacturers as a 
source of revenue, 


The most careful manufacturer, with the 
most perfect machinery and arrangements, 
never obtains more than 28lbs on an average 
of starch per bushel of corn of 56 lbs. being 50 
per cent. of the above average analysis of corn. 


The loss of starch by this so-called “‘sweet 
process” is invariably 4 per cent., and in some 
instances known to me, the loss exceeds 8 per 
cent,, which proves carelessness or unskilled 
workmanship. 

The above sketch of the alkaline process de- 
scribes that which is universally used by the 
starch makers inthe Onited States. with very 
little variation. The scrapings, crustings and 
sweepings from the floor, together with the 
starch collected on the inclined tables, or gut- 
ters, called “tailings,” are in some factories 
worked with subsequent batches of starch. In 
o.her cases, and I venture to say many, this is 
dried, ground, and placed in the market as 
corn flour, “starch flour,” or farina. Lately, a 
quantity of the latter was handed to me for 
analysis, which had been bought as ‘potato 
fariua,” and invoiced as such by a sausage 
manufacturer in Syracuse, N. Y. Microscopic 
and chemical analysis revealed its true nature, 
as an article unfit for human consumption, be- 
ing full of microscopic animalcule, etc. 


As previously stated, it is of importance in 
the early stage of the treatment of the corn to 
remove as much as possible of the oil and 
mineral constituents of the grain by steep- 
ing, in order that the starch may be ren- 
dered as pure as possible, and, as an 
incidental product, to save all the refuse 
that can with economy be prevented running 
to waste. However, in my experience as chem- 
ist in a large factory,and past experience in 
similar factories as to which I have been con- 
sulted, careful scientific investigation has 
proved that, as a rule, not more than 13.7 lbs of 
actual dry refuse matter as hog food is recov- 
ered in the treatment of corn, per bushel of 56 
lbs., the 56 lbs, of corn being represented as fol- 


lows:

The above figures show an actual loss of 
practically 8 lbs. of the solid constituents of the 
corn, and which may be divided among the va- 
rious constituents of the corn as follows: The 
above 13.7 ibs. recovered as actual dry food is 
generaily recovered as containing 62 to 80 per 
cent. moisture, and sold as such, seldomin u 
dry state, and taking the analysis given in a 
previous part of this paper, which is a very 
correct average of commercial “starch feed,” 
it is shown to contain 62.27 per cent H,0. there- 
fore the above 13.7 lb. would represent 35 lbs. 
per bushel of moist refuse recovered from 1 
bushel of corn as hog food. 

Chemical and Optical Prcperties of Starch.— 
According to **Watt’s Dictionary Chem.”’v. 408: 
“Starch isa white shining powder, soft to the 
touch, grating between the fingers or the teeth, 
sometimes consisting of amorphous masses, 
but more frequently of granules reccgnizable 
by the microscope.” These granules are of vari- 
ous ‘diameter [from 1-30 to 1-600 of a line(Fritz- 
sche); from 0.185 to 0.002 millimeter(Payen)] and 
various form,have commonly a small eccentric 
nucleus, surrounded by layers arranged con- 
centrically one over the other. These envelopes 
increase by the successive deposition of new 
layers within the old ones, so that each layer is 
younger and less compactly aggregated than 
the one which immediately surrounds it, and 
since the layers are for the most part of varia- 
bie thickness they cause the granule to deviate 
gradually in form from the originally epheri- 
cal nucleus and assume for the most part an 
ovoid form. According to Maschke, the starch 
globules appear like bundles of three concen- 
tric bladders, with light and dark rings, the 
light rings being formed of insoluble, the dark 
of soluble starch, and inclosing the center cav- 
ity of the innermost biadder, which is either 
empty or filled with amylone.” 

The starch granules from corn have diameter 
of 0°030 millimeters, and the specific gravity 
being 1.5 of the normal temperature. Starch 
of inferior quality has generally a ‘golden or 
yellow tinge” when broken, which indicates 
the presence of gluten. Some years ago com- 
mereial stareh from corn was said to be (U.8,A) 
of this latter tinge. However, the inroads of 
science upon ignorance have dispelled this idea. 
Regarding the chemical composition of starch 


there can be no doubt but that the conclusions 
arrived at by Salamon (Jour. f Prakt. Chem. 1883 
Page 28) are correct, and that the empirical for- 
mula of starch is C,4,00,, or some multiple of 
it 7C,.H,.0,, and which the author has had an 
opportunity of proving during eonsiderable 
work on corn starch, which he hopes to com- 
municate to the Society in a subsequent paper, 
supplementary to the present. 

Commercial Starch.—Experience has proved 
that three grades of starch may be extracted 
from corn, differing only in their degree of 
purity, or freedom from the other constituents 
of the grain, and from these three grades are 
put up the various brands upon the market 
under a variety of names, and for a variety of 
purposes. 

Upon the removal from the drying kilns, 
starch will seek and find an equilibrium of H,O 
with the surrounding atmosphere, which may 
be readily understood as follows:

Experience thus bears out the statement 
of the late Doctor Muspratt: “When a 
starch, which has been dried in moist 
air for several days, is exposed to the 
circulation of a dry atmosphere, it parts with 
afurther quantity of H.O, which reduces the 
percentage of this ingredient to 18 per cent. 
Thus dried it constitutes the average commer- 
cial starch.”” The following analysis of two 
samples of starch will give some corroboration 
of this. No. lrepresentsa sample of maizena 
(pure corn starch) as taken from the kiln and 
placed inthe desiccator after being weighed. 
No. 2 is a sample of same starch taken from a 
package put up for commercial use, from a 
store:

The above represents a very high grade of 
starch for cooking purposes, and the highest 
that can be obtained commercially; and the 
longer such starch is exposed to the atmo- 
sphere the more H,O0 it would absorb, which 
would corroborate Professor Muspratt’s state- 
ments—namely, that starch exposed tothe at- 
mosphere contains 180 in 10000f H,O. Certain 
manufacturers in the U.S. A.have made a 
claim (based on the analysis of their starch by 
a food analyst in London) that “their starch 
contains 998 per cent. of chemically pure 
starch.”’ Such a standard of purity could not 
exist commercially. Even assuming that the 
starch was dried im vacuo at 100 deg. C., the 
amount of ash would be nearly 9.5 per cent.; 
and a careful study of the above facts relating 
tothe adsorption of H,O from the air, etc., 
show that such an analysis would be an utter 
impossibility, and more especially with a 
starch after a voyage across the ocean, 

On the technology of this important industry 
I will treat at greater length on**The Com- 
position of the Various Commercial Starches 
of America,” in my subsequent paper.

A Corner in Kerosene. 


The following interesting sketch is from 
the pen of William Cowper Prime, and is taken 
from the Journalof Commerce. It may be con- 
sidered somewhat severe by some ol our 
friends on the exchange, but we believe they 
will enjoy its perusal, and although the 
application cannot be made to the reader, 
who would scorn to corner anything, he will 
doubtless say ‘served the old scamp right.” 

Ichabod Bailey was a farmer by habit of life, 
a horse-trader by practice. His farm was 
mostly hay and grazing land, well up on the 
slopes of the mountain, and thence he descend- 
ed on the lower country,as did the robber 
knights of medizeval Europe,to prey on the 
iohabitants of the valleys. But Ichabod had 
been growing old, and long familiarity had 
made the people for forty miles in all direc- 
tions so wary of any dealing with him that the 
profits of his horse business in late years had 
been made only by long excursions into sec- 
tions where he was not known. Business had 
grown dull. Heknew how to win in a bargain. 
but only in one line—horse trading. His con- 
science was of a kind which is considered in 
some circles a “air average business conscience. 
But his education was limited, special,and now 
that trade in his line was practically ended for 
him, since long journeys were wearisome to 
his vld bones, he had relapsed into a grouty 
life in his farm house, where almost no one 
visited him. 

Ichabod’s oldest son had followed the ways 
of north country boys some twenty years ago, 
and gone off to make his fortune, and, if for- 
tune be whst men mostly consider it, he had 
been successful. For he was esteemed a rich 
man in New York, and had gathered a great 
deal of money, was a respectable member of 
soelety, and his name was occasionally seen in 
the newspapers in connection with financial 
operations. 

He came to the farm once in a while to see 


the old people and the others of the family who 
livedathome. One evening he was sitting by 
the fire talking with them. To Ichabod Wall 
street had always been a mystery beyond com- 
prehension. His son James, like many Wall 
street men, always carried the street in his 
head with him, and had' small interest in any 
other subjects of conversation. He was now 
telling his up-country relatives anecdotes of 
the stock market. Ichabod had listened in si- 
lence, but at length, at a word which James 
used, spoke out: “James, what do you mean 
by ‘a corner.’’”” Whereupon James explained; 
and as the old man had a keen mind, he readily 
grasped the idea. 

“I don’t see why you can’t make a corner in 
anything just as well as in any kind of stock.” 

“Of course you can. There are corners made 
in wheat, and in provisions, and all sorts of 
things in the markets.” 

“*Yes,”’ said Ichabod, ‘all you’ve got to do is 
to get a man to agree to sell you something, or 
forfeit money, and then fix it so he can’t pos- 
sibly get the stuff to deliver, and so he’ll have 
to pay you the money. Yes, yes. You buy up 
all there is of the stuff and then you get your 
man to agree to sell you a lot, and when be 
finds out that you’ve got all there is and he 
can’t getany,then you bleed him. You see, 
James, there’s some people that thinks if you 
sell’ema horse for two hundred dollars that 
you know isn’t worth fifty, you kind o’ do 
them out of their money. But a corner’s not 
that sort of thing.”’ 

“Not at all,’”’ said James. 

“But is it honest, Ichabod?” asked his wife, 
Aunt Lyddy. as she was called. Aunt Lyddy 
had been all her lifetime puzzled to reconcile 
her husband’s doings with her own sense of 
right and wrong. But her eimple brain was 
never very clear about anything. 

“Honest, mother? Of course it’s honest; it’s 
business.” 

“Yes, yes, Lyddy, it’s business; you don’t 
know nothing about business. I’ve told you 
so more times than you’re weeks old.” 

Down in the valley, two miles from the farm, 
was the straggling village, with ite one store, 
kept by Peleg Howland, almost as old a man 
as Ichabod Bailey, but one of wholly different 
mould and mind. Peleg had lived a life of un- 
blemished honor. He had made a fortune in 
hs little country store, to wit, almost $10,000, 
and that was great riches for the neighbor- 
hood, Withalit was happy wealth for Peleg, 
since no dollar of it had come weighted with a 
regret or a curse, those weights which make 
some men’s fortunes diabolic in character, and 
give or ought to, awful unhappiness to some 
hours of meditation or of looking forward. 
And Peleg Howland was the eentral man of 
that community, very much respected and 
loved, always applied to for advice, always 
helping a neighbor with a loan to carry him 
over a tight time when fodder must be bought 
or cattle perish, always scattering sticks of 
candy and little knick-knacks among the chil- 
dren, especially about Christmas time. I don’t 
think that community, stretching six or elght 
miles in every direction from the village, could 
get along at all without him. His round face 
beams with the concentrated sunshine, the 
light of kind looks from every one outside, 
and the light of a kind heart within, eteady, 
both lights, for nearly eighty years. 

Peleg’s daughter was James Balley’s wife. 
But for good reason she did not come to see 
the old folks so often as her husband, prefer- 
ring, especially in winter, the comfort of a city 
establishment to the rigors of a mountain cli- 
mate. For her health was far from rugged, 
Peleg said. Nevertheless she loved her father 
well and he loved her, as when she was a slen- 
der fair haired child of the valley, his only 

, household treasure. Perhaps said Some, Mar- 
tha shrank from talking with her father about 
Jame’s wealth and ways of increasing it. For 
all knew this, that Martha had retained in all 
her life the morality and ideas of Peleg, while 
James had those of his father Ichabod. 

James went beck to town, and Ichabod was 
restiess, Yearning for the delights of a horse- 
trade, and pondering much about his lesson in 
“corners.”” 

One forenoon in February Ichabod, with his 
youuger son Sam by his side, was riding down 
the mountnin road in his cutter. Aunt Lyddy 
had thrown atin can into the sleigh as they 
started, saying**Stop at the store, sam. and get 
gome kerosene.”’ The mare was swift, a likely 
looking animal, with a defect which made her 
worthless, but only Ichabod knew of it, and 
also a man fifty miles away from whom he had 
bought her, cheap as reason thereof. 

“No chance to get her off on Peleg,” he 
thought to himself, “nor on any one else 
around here. They would’nat buy a horse of me 
at any price,’’ and he chuckled as he remem- 
bered how how he had educated that neighbor- 
hood in horseflesh and horse trading, and at 
what cost to them and gainto him. “I dont 
see how a corner in horses could be fixep up in 
these parts, It’s honest, too, according to 
James. Jamessays everybody in New York 
considers It honest.” Then aloud, “Sammy. 
what was it your mother wanted?” 

“Kerosene; I spose Peleg’s got some. He 
only gitsa barrel at a time; but it ain’t likely 
he’d let himself git out of it.” 

Ichabod had an idea. He pulled up the mare 
to a walk, and looked at the sun and the moun- 
tain ridge, and thereby knew that it lacked 
twenty minutes and more of being noon; and 
he knew also that as regularly as the sun 
swung over that peak at midday, just so regu- 
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larly would Peleg leave his store and go to his 
house a quarter mile down the road for dinner. 
Then he stopped awhile, and when the mare 
grew restive he let her go, walking slowly, and 
80, stopping and walking, when he came in 
sight of the store he saw Peleg’s huge form 
coming out and going toward his house. Then 
he drove on, hitched his horse under the store 
shed, threw a blanket over her, went ia, and 
found George, the clerk, in the store, 

“Got any kerosene, George ?”’ 

“Yes, plenty.” 

“How much is plenty?” And he walked 
around tho counter with George and into the 
back room where oils and hams and iike mer- 
chandise were kept. George was not a brilli- 
ant boy, but quite bright enough for an honest 
lot of customers. Peleg would not have sold 
out to any one his entire stock of a useful arti- 
cle, likely to be in dailydemand. But George 
did not lcok so far ahead. There was abouta 
half barrel of the fluid on hand, and Ichabod, 
aided by Sam, hurriedly helped George draw it 
off, gallon by gallon, and pour it in another 
barrel, paid cash for it, got the barrel into the 
cutter, and in four minutes rolled the barrel 
out into the snow a4 mile from the village 
toward the farm. Then they turned the mare 
and in five minutes more were at Peleg’s door, 
shouting, till Peleg came out. 

Now without knowing the two men, and the 
ways of up-country men in general, you can 
hardly appreciate the manner in which Icha- 
bod handled honest old Peleg, and brought 

about the bargainthen made. He began: “I 
say, Peleg, if you pretend to keep a store, you 
ought to keep what people want. Here I’ve 
got to drive fifteen miles this cold afternoon 
to the nearest store there is, to get some kero- 
sene, just because you hain’t got any.” “I 
haven't got any? I’ve got plenty. How much 
do you want? “I want four gallons, and George 
says there aint a pint left in your store, and I’d 
rather give ten dollars than go to Railtown, 
with this rheumatiz in my back. It’s time you 
knew how to keep a store for a country like 
this. You make money enough to accommo- 
date people,” and he poured out a tirade of 
abuse. Peleg, usually calm, became excited. 
He declaced over and over again that there 
was plenty of kerosene at the store, and Icha- 
bod denied it and refused to go back with him. 

“Put up your money on it if you dare,” said 
Ichabod. “It’s worth twenty dollars, making 
me go to Railtown such a day.” 

“TI don’t bet,” said Peleg, “as you know very 
well, Ichabod; ut if you’ll go back tothe store 
and I don’t furnish you with four gallons of 
kerosene I’ll give you twenty dollars to hire 
any one to goto Railtown and buy all that’ll 
buy.” “Now, Peleg, I don’t want talk. Here’s 

your money for the four gallons. That’s busi- 
ness. Call out Sarah for a witness, (Sarah 
Tlowland was Peleg’s sistor.) ‘See here, Sarah, 
Peleg has sold me four gallons of kerosene and 
I’ve paid for it, and it’s to be delivered to me 
at the store right off, andif Peleg don’t deliver 
it he’s to give me twenty dollars. That’s what 
he and I agree it’s worth to me to send to Rail- 
town today for it, like enough kill a horse, any- 
how asd.image to me, and Peleg, you out with 
your twenty dollars and pit it in Sammy’s 
hands here to carry till we get back to the 
store. I aint going to have no lawsuit about it. 
Business is business.’’ 

Peleg Howland knew Ichabod Bailey thor- 
oughly.and ought to have suspected something 
wrong. But ho was nettled at the slur on his 
store, which had been his pride for forty odd 
yccrs. He put two ten dollar bills into Sam’s 
hands, pockeied Ichabod’s pay for the fluid, 
got his bat and coat, and the three drove tothe 
storo. 

Ichabod and Sam sat in the sleigh, while 
Peleg went in. There were a dozen of the 
neighbors, well filled with their dinners, who 
had dropped in forthe customary chat before 
a(ternvon work. They-heard the conversation 
of Peleg and George, and slowly, but with final 
clearness, one and another came to understand 
the situation. “Hurry up with your kerosene,” 
called Ichabod from outside. Peleg stepped to 
the door ard opening it said quietly, “I haven’ 
got any kerosene, Ichabod.” “I told you so,” 
was the reply, as the mare started forward, 
taking Ichabod and Sam and the twenty 
dollars. There was a howl and a rush out to 
the road. “Let him alone,” begged Peleg; “he’s 
anoldmap. Don’thurt him.” The air was 
fuil of missiles, lumps of {rozeu snow, only one 
of which reached the cutter,and struck Sammy 
on the back of the neck, 

I-habod looked ut the sun. ‘Twenty dollars 
in two hours, Corners are business and no 
mistake; and James says its honest business, 
too.” 

There is no space here for the history of all 
that followed the first introduction of the 
mora!s of the city into the up-couutry trade. 
It was an instructive history. The simple peo- 
ple, schooled in the principles of honor and 
morality of the fathers, could never be per- 

suaded to look with any leniency on what they 
ca!l cheating, swindling, thievery. “I tell you,” 
said Eliphalet Strong, a deacon in the Congre- 
ga:ional Church, “I tell you it’s the first time 
in my life I’ve felt any temptation toward pro 
fane language, and I feel now just as if I want- 
ed to suy that Ichabod Bai.ey’s a damned 

scoundrel,and any man that makes money that 
w yisanothcr.” The community, to the last 
man, woman and child, agreed with the dea- 
con. They are far behind the world, that ig- 
morant up-country lot of people. 

A week after the occurrence, Ichabod was 
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driving through the village just as school 
came out. The entire crowd of boys and girls 
“went for him” with snowballs. He was buried 
insnow. The mare ran away. Fortunately

The Manufacture of White Lead in 


Belgium. 


REPORT OF CONSUL ROBERTSON, 

This industry, which,so far as any recent 
times are concerned, is said to have been 
“born” in Holland, was introduced into Bel- 
gium from the former country about the year 
1815, or at the time of the annexation of Bel- 
gium to Holland. The industry increased quite 
rapidly, relatively speaking, of course, so that 
in 18380, when this branch of manufacture was 
still but little known in France, there were 
three or foursuch works in Belgium. As to 
their importance or capacity, however, it is 
impossible to give any idea. 

PROCESS FIRST EMPLOYED, 

Itigan error to suppose that the discovery 
of this substance is even of comparatively re- 
cent date, for the artificial carbonate of lead 
was known to the Greeks and Romans. The 
ancients obtained it by means of the action 
of vinegar on lead exposed to the air. The 
Dutch were the first to take up, follow out, 
and improve on the methods of the ancients. 
Nowadays it is known as the Dutch process, 
and isto this day the one most generally em- 
ployed, and the one which gives the best re- 
sults and the most superior quality for the 
product. Besides the Dutch method, however, 
there are the German, French and English. 
Taking them in order, we will first consider 
the Dntch, and give a description of ths pro- 
cesses employed. 


THE DUTCH METHOD. _ 

Double-refined lead of the best quality and 
absolutely free from all foreign substances, 
such as iron, copper, zinc, etc., is run into 
plates or strips about 2 feet long by 4% inches 
wide, These strips are then twisted into spirals 
and placed vertically into small earthen pots, 
made in such a manner as to prevent the strips 
reaching or touching the bottom. Into each 
pot is poured a certain quantity of vinegar. 
They are then placed in superposed layers, be- 
tween beds or layers of manure and tan-bark, 
in such a manner as to form parallel heaps 13 
to 16 feet long and 19 to 22feet high. Often 
these heaps are sunk into the ground to the 
depth of a meter (40 inches), ‘Three sides of 
this heap are protected or maintained by solid 
walls of masonry, while the fourth is left open 
for the charging and discharging. First, a 
layer of manure having already served is 
placed on the bottom to the depth of about 1 
foot. Upon this are placed the pots nearly full 
of vinegar; they are then covered with 
sheets of lead, and over these are 
placed thick planks of wood. On these 
planks is then placed a layer of fresh 
manure. For this layer only horse manure is 
used; it has a thickness or depth of about 16 
inches. On this is placed another series of 
pots, and so on until the pile has the required 
height ornumber. Each layer or section con- 
sists of from 1,000 to 1,200 pots, and between 
the pots and the side walls, or masonry, a layer 
of about a foot of manure is placed. A nun- 
ber of little holes or chimneys are made or left 
in the heap, to insure a free circulation of air. 
This Jatter point is a very important one. 

The operation is completed in from 4 to6 
weeks, for one must not lose sight of the fact 
that under the influence of the fermentation 
ofthe manure caloric is formed, which pro- 
vokes the volatilization of acetic acid, and of 
this acid the third necessary agent is oxygen. 

The beds or heaps are now uncovered, and 
tho lead, in great part carbonized, is taken out 
to be submitted to manipulation, the object of 
which is to detach, wash, grind and dry the 
“oeruse,’’ or white lead. 

Nowadays the greater part of these opera- 
tions is performed mechanically in vast sheds, 
well ventilated, but in spite of this from a hy- 
gienic point of view; all these operations are 
more or less dangerous, for which however, 
the carelessness and heedlessness of the work- 
men are said to be largely to blame. 


PRECAUTIONS WHICH SHOULD BE TAKEN. 

The men should never work except ina 
blouse, used only for this purpose; the face, or 
at least the respiratory organs, should be pro- 
tected by a wet sponge. When meal time comes 
they should take off their blouses and care- 
fully wash the hands, head and face. With 
these simple precautions they would avoid ab- 
sorbing with their food the fine particles, which 
could easily fall into it from their clothes, 
hair, &c. A little iodine of potassium each 
week and the frequent usage of milk and eggs 
are the best palliatives against this dangerous 
work, 


THE GERMAN METHOD. 

Lead perfectly pure is run into strips, bent 
double in the middle, and suspended on slats 
in cases or chambers in such a manner that 
their edges do not touch each other or the sides 
cfthe chamber. In this chamber is a mixture 
of vinegar, or grape juice, or mesh, artificially 
heated. The temperature igs regulated as fol- 
lows: The first week 76 deg., the second week 
100 deg., the third week 114 deg. and the fourth 
week 124 deg. Fahr. The heat volatilizes the 
acetic acid at the same time that the fermenta- 
tion of the liquor develops the carbonic acid, 


30,000 kilos of lead at one time. 


DRUG REPORTER. 


This process has enjoyed a great reputation 


in Austria for the extraordinary beauty and 
whiteness of the ceruse resulting from it,which 
was called “blanc de Krems.” 


To-day in Ger- 
many all the white lead is mado without the use 


of manure, but the carbonicacid isobtained by 


the combustion of coke or chalk. The upper 
part of the chamber is furnished with a chim- 
ney, so constructed as to draw the carbonic and 
acetic acid under the sheets of lead. There are 
some of these chambers which work a3 high as 
The white lead 
obtained in this manner is, however, considered 
to be very inferior to that made by the Dutch 
process, 
FRRNCH METHOD. 

This process is also very old, having been 
known at least as early asthe year 1809. It is 
said to be little if any employed, however, ex- 
cept in the works in Clichy, near Paris. It 
consists in dissolving litharge in acetic acid, in 
order to obtain a solution of acetate of lead or 
extract of saturn. In causing to pass through 
this solution a current of carbonic acid gas 
there ensues a formation of “ceruse’’—white 
lead—and at the same time acetic acid is set 
free. This latter reacts on the litharge, and 
transforms it into new quantities of acetate of 
lead; these are decomposed in their turn by 
the carbonic acid gas, and this is continued un- 
til the complete transformation of the litharge 
into white lead. This is washed, dried and 
packed like the Dutch product. 


ENGLISH METHOD, 

The lead is melted in vessels, from which it 
runs onto the bottom ofa reverberatory furn- 
ace, which continually receives a current of 
air from a bellows; the lead spreadsand divides 
itself, thus offering a large surface to the air, 
and runs into a trench, the side walls of which 
are pierced by small holes through which the 
litharge passes. 

This litharge finely pulverized, is wet witha 
solution in water, of 1 per cent of ita—the li- 
tharge—weight of ucetate of lead, and intre- 
duced into wooden vessels, closed outwardly 
but communicating between each other. Burn- 
ing coke in a reverberatory furnace, a current 
of impure carbonic acid gas is made to pass 
through the litharge. The bellows, already 
mentioned, suffices to force the current of gas 
clear to the litharge. Rakes run by steam con- 
tinually agitate the oxide, which favors the 
combination with the carbonic acid. 


EARLY PRODUCTION, 

There are no reliable data available as to the 
exact amount produeed in the early part ot 
this century, but it is safe to assert that this 
production was very limited. 

PRESENT PRODUCTION. 

The present annual production is given as

The principal consumers are the United 
States, India, Italy, Greece, Spain, and Mexico; 
but I am unable to obtain the figures, 

England is said to import large quantities of 
French and German white lead, which she 
treats with her own product before selling, 

Belgium exports about 1,000 tons per annum 
to France, but very little to other countries, 
Holland and Germany having practically the 
monopoly for the direct exportations. 

IN WHAT FORM SOLD. 

In former times the manufacturers of white 
lead were in the habit of selling their product 
in the form ofa very dry powder, each large 
consumer mixing it with oil as required. Now, 
however, it is sold in proportion of about two- 
thirds powder and one-third in casks already 
mixed with oil. Thislarge proportion in the 
powdered form isexplained by the fact that 
France, which is Belgium’s principal customer, 
admits the *“‘ceruse” ina powdered form free 
of duty, whereas mixed with ollit pays a duty 
of 4 francs per 100 kilos (80 cents per 200 
pounds). In addition, those who wish to add 
to their profits by m!xing the white lead with 
sulphate of baryta buy it In powdered form. 

France and Holland furnish most of their 
white lead in the form of cakes already mixed 
with oil, this mixing being done mechanically 
and in very large quantities. This is a great 
boon to the painters, the grinding by hand be- 
ing very unhealthy and dangerous. 

The names by which white lead has been 
known have been pretty much the same from 
the earliest times, Ithas been called “blanc 
de plomb,” “carbonate de plomb,” “ceruse,” 
“blanc d’argent,” “blanc de Holland,” etc. To- 
day it is known in this market bythe one 
name, viz., ‘“ceruse,”’ 


RAW MATERIALS, 

For a long time Belgium furnished her own 
lead ore, but her lead mines are now all ex- 
hausted, and are either closed altogether and 
abandoned, or produce zinc only. (Her pro- 
production of zinc ore is also practically at an 
end. See my report on zinc ores, Consular Re- 
ports, No. 60, October, 1886, page 194.) There ig 
now, I am told, only one lead-smelting works in 
Belgium, and this one obtains its lead ores 
from Algeria, Spain, France and Sardinia, 

France still produces some lead ore,and in 
the Rhine provinces of Germany there are 
several lead mines and foundries. Belgium 
buys her lead of these latter works, and pays, 











or did pay at the end of 1886, 34 francs (%6.8C) 
per 100 kilos (200 lbs). During the last five years 
the price of this mineral has fluctuated between 
28 and 32 francs. For 1887 it is offered at 34 
francs, but I am informed that this price will 
not be accepted, 

The lead from which white lead is made 
must be of the first quality, double refined and 
absolutely free from all foreign substances, 
such ag iron, copper, zinc, or antimony, which, 
if present, would impart a grayish or yellowish 
shade to the white lead, Lead from silver ore 
containing lead would be as good as any other, 
but this point does not concern the white lead 
manufacturers, who never make their own 
lead, but buy it as above described, and under 
the commercial style of “‘soft lead doubly re- 
fined,” (plomb doux double raffine.) In order 
to manufacture white lead under favorable 
conditions, the works should be situatedina 
country where theraw material can bo obtain- 
ed cheaply, and in the vicinity of a large city 
to have an abundance of manure available. To 
obtain the acetic acid is always easy enough, 
asitcan be distilled from the wood of any 


forest. 
WAGES, ETC. 


A few more words in relation to the pro- 
cesses generally employed. This will make tho 
question of labor more intelligible. The lead, 
under the influence of the fermentation in the 
manure, trensforms itself into scales. Tho 
scraping of these scales from the plates of 
metal gives rise to poisonous emanations and 
was formerly very injuriousto the health of 
the workmen. Now, however, it isdone under 
water, and is therefore no longer dangerous. 
The scraping terminated, these scales ar» 
ground by means of wet grindstones, and tho 
resulting paste (pate) is dried at a temperatu wv 
of about 104 deg., ground or pulverized and 
sifted to an impalpable powder. Although 
this pulverizing and sifting is doneinadry 
state it is in machines tightly closed and is not 
therefore accompanied with any bad conse- 
quence so far asthe workmen are concerned. 
The packing, however, which is next in order, 
is more dangerous, as the workman is brought 
into actual contact with the white lead. He is 
therefore provided with a mask or wet sponge 
on the face to prevent his inhaling any of the 
powder. The buildings are also furnished wiih 
ventilators which change the air and drive the 
poisonous vapors up into the lofts, 

It is very difficult to give the exact propor- 
tion of labor in the cost ofa given quantity of 
the article we are considering, but the follow- 
ing facts are, T think, all that an expert would 
require to enable him to form a very fair est!- 
mate on the subject. 

Those who build up and dismount the beds 
(containing the pots of lead, vinegar, etc.) are 
paid by the job, and earn on an average about 
60 cents per day of ten hours; the scrapers and 
first, or wet grinders, about 50 cents; those em- 
ployed in the pulverizing mills 55 cents, and 
the packers 70 cents per day. 

Four men will**mount” or build up a bed 
containing 1,500 kilos (3,000 pounds) of lead, and 
dismount the adjoining bed containing an 
equal weight of lead carbonized, which they 
separate into the scales ready for grinding and 
into old lead, to be again submitted to the fer- 
mentation. Those attached to the wet mills 
produce per man about 1,200 kilos, 2,490 pounds, 
of paste to be dried. Finally, two very ordi- 
nary workmen can dry, grind, or pulverize, 
and sift 2,000 kilos, 2 tons. 

I understand the above to constitute a day’s 
work, 

The packing is done by the job at 15 centimes, 
3 cents, per 100 kilos, 206 pounds. 

Attheend of the regular day’s work, after 
the powder has become a little cooled, the 
whole force is put on to this latter job.

In addition the “ceruse” gives 10to12 per 
cent. of lead to be transformed into acetate 
and carbonate, the manure ds afterwards sold 
for agricultural purposes, and there are also 
sulphates of baryta, and the scraps are worked 
up into minium or red lead. In a manufac- 
tory running regularly this last is said to be 
one of the most prosperous branches of the 
work, 

From all I bave been able to learn I will say 
that I do not think the American article is 
known here, I have the authority of the ous- 
toms officers in Antwerp for saying that no 
American white lead was entered at that port 
during the past year, and itis unknown to the 
editor of the chief commercial paper in this 
province, who was also only a year or two ago 
president of the chamber of commerce at 
Liege. As to the best means of making the 
article known here, there are two: First, to 
send samples, with prices and conditions of 
sale, to the commercial museum recently 
opened here, and which I have already re- 
ferred to ina previous dispatch, and, second, 
to send samples to Mr. Max Goebel, the gen- 
tleman above referred to as editor,etc. Mr. 
Goebel has extensive business relations, and 
would, if any one would, be able to introduce 
the American article. Mr. Goebel is also presi- 
dent of the committee baving the manage- 
ment of the museum above mentioned.

The white jead market is still unsettled witb- 
out actual change in quotations, The demand 
has been rather slack of late as the large j»b- 
bers are tilled up. The nominal quotation is 
5.830 net for lead in oil and /54@ %c for dry 
lead.

China Clay—The rather large stock on tle 
spot has been augmented by thearrival of 1600 
casks since our last report, the sail- 
ing vessel reported in our last, #8 
out and overdue, having arrived. Very 
little of her cargo, however, will go into store. 
as most of it is sold, Sales ar2 limited to actual! 
wants; prime medium grades are held at $13 
per ton and extra superfine quality at $'6 5(@ 
17 perton, Southern moves slowly at $10 0@ 
11 per ton ex-dock, according to quantity and 
date of delivery. 

Chalk~Nuthing new has developed in chalk 
during the past we°k; the market appears to 
be full, and, it issaid, the supply on hand has 
never been so great as it has during the past 
winter. This in a great measure is due to the 
arrival of several steamer lots during the 
past months, and prices on various occasion« 
have suffered in consequence. Prices have 
un ergOne no change from our previous quc - 
tations of $1 90@2 00. 

Talc remains fairly active in the best grades 
of French or Italian, lc perlb, The soutoern 
craze still continues for this article, and it is 
very freely offered, the best south-rn white 
being heid at %c per lb. while inferior grades 
can be had at 540 per lb, but at these figures 
competition need not be feared by dealers in 
foreign goods. 

Terra alba has been fairly active, strictly 
prime French is held at 70c per 100 lbs. from 
store. No.1 American is moving freeiy at 
65@68e per 100 lbs, and No. 2. at 48@45c per 106 
lbs. 

Sulphate of Barytes—The market on this ar 
ticle continues weak, with productions of new 
manufacturers pressed on the markets, but Nu 
l grades are beld at $170 per ton, while the 
off-grades are nominal at $12 0(@14 50 per ton. 
There is a very limited quuntity of foreign 
stock on hand, no arrivals having been report- 
ed during the week, and the market at this 
place, Philadelphia, and, in fact, ail over, is re- 
ported to be very short. The non-arrival of 
vessele, due, of course, to the recent storms, 
has been very annoying to dealers here.

Since the opening of ths month there has 
only been a moderate demand for French win- 
dow glass. Toe Inter Commerce bill, which 
goes into effect to-day, no doubt is one cause 
of the slackncss of the demaud,aithough the 
weather for the past week has not been of the 
nature to encuurage out-door work. Even 
though trade has been dull, take the month as 
a whole March will compare favorably with 
previous years. This in a measure is due to 
the free buying of dealers and consumers 
throughout the country, who bave been taking 
advantage of the low rail freighte not only tu 
replenish their depleted stocks but lay in a 
sufficient quantity to carry them along for 
several weeks t> come. Late mail advices 
report a steady foreign market, with consid 
erable ioquiry for early spring delivery. Values 
here are steady at a range from 75 to 75 and 10 
as to quantity and holder, although for a larg: 
quantity an extra 24% per cent is allowed, 
American window gla:s is without special fea- 
ture as regards cither values or demand. The 
Crockery and Glass Reporter, in speaking of the 
Pittsburg market, says: ‘Some doubt appears 
to be felt by parties in the East as to whether 
window glass manufacturers here are strictiy 
adhering to the schedule of discounts arranged 
by them some time ago. After thorough in- 
vestigation your correspondent cannot find 
that the list has been departed from, and 
though it is not at : 11 impossible that this might 
be done secretly, itis not probable. Manufac- 
turers express themsslves as entirely confident 
as to the future of the trade, for this season at 
least, and say that they have no need to offer 
any extra inducements in the way of conces- 
sions in prices, or in any other manner, in or- 
der to sell theirglass. They ridicule the repoct 
that there isany underhand cutting going on, 
and say that such is not about to happen, 
either. The demand now is fair and steady.”

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Canada Oil Report. 


There is absolutely nothing of interest to re- 
port in connection with the crude market 
Nothing has transpired to give encouragement 
to the producer that the near future holds for 
him brighter days, but rather, if anything, the 
reverse. Thore has been a ght decline in 
prices during the present week, the Exchange 
closing yeaterday at 77140, without any regular 
transfers having been made. That there will 
be an improvement either in demand or prices 
does not seem very clear. The lateness of the 
season, the closing of some refineries and the 
fear that at any time 100,000 barrels of crude 
may be thrown onthe market, all being bear 
features apparently too strong to resist. The 
only certain way of ever restoring to the pro- 
ducer the golden days of the past is by a 
united endeavor to decrease the production to 
@ point where it can be controlled. For several 
months the production must. be considerably 
in excess of the output, the result of which 
will be that refiners will be, as they had been 
for the past few ycars, enabled to load up for 
‘the season with cheap cr:ide, 

As will be seen by the appended shipments 
the refined end of the trade has been active 
‘during the past month, and promises to be pro- 
portionately so during April. Quotations re- 
main as before, 1444c. The agreement between 
the refiners lapses on the lat of July, and there 
is alrexdy ccnsiderable speculation as to 
whether it can be continued in its present 
hape. New complications have arisen dur- 
dng toe year, and there are many who freely 
‘express the opinion that it will be impossible to 
reorganize the association. Whether an ar- 
Yangement similar t» the present can be ar- 
ranged, or whether an open market be the 
result, it is hoped that both branches of the 
trade will urge the continuance of the system 
ot trade inspection which has done 80 much to 
improve the quality of oil, This is a question 
in which producer and refiner are alike deeply 
interested, because a deteriorated quality 
means the decline of demand and the loss of 
our trade. 

The shipments of crude, and refined reduced 
to crude equivalent, over the Grand Trunk and 
Michigan Ceutrai Railways during the month 
ending the 3ist of March, amounted to, by 
Grand Trunk Railway, 11,214 bble. crude; 10, 
042 bbla. refined; equiv lent to 38,077 bbis.; by 
Michigan Central Ra'lway, 6,037 bbls. crude; 
8,888 bbis. reflaed; equivalent to 15,957 bblie. 
Total equivalent, 53,834 bbie. 

As compared with the previous years the 
-above statement offers many encouraging fea- 
‘tures. It shows that under the present system 
of trade in-p: ction, and the improved quality 
of oil, we bave more than held our own on the 
‘market, and indicates that a continuance of 
the present policy means eventua'ly a con- 
‘sumption cf the entire surplus and the restor- 
sation of the trade to its old prosperity. What- 
ever other detuils «f the present working ar- 
‘wTangement may have to be abandoned, the 
‘trade should cling to a vigorous trade inspec- 
‘tion as the sheet anchor cf its hope, The ship- 
ments fur the month of March in previous 
years were: In 1884, 34,563 bbls; in 1885, 30,368 
bble; in 1886, 39 782 bbls; in 1887, 52.834 bbis, 

The total clearances on the Petrolea Oil Ex- 
change f »r the week ending the 24th of March 
were 23,9)2 bole: for the week ending March 31, 
17,608 bbis.—Petrolea Tovte,

The Manufacture of White Lead in the 
Netherlands, 
REPORT OF VICE-CUNSUL VISSER. 

The time when the manufacture of white 
lead was first introduced into the Netherlands is 
not definitely known, but it is generally hela 
that this branch of industry has existed here 
about three hundred years. 

The first method employed was the so-called 
Dutch process, whicn consists in burying 
earthen pots containirg lead und acetic acid in 
beds of straw and stable litter. This process is 
still foliowed at the present time by the Dutch 
manufacturers, though there are a few who 
obtain their white lead partiyin another way. 
euch as by casting the lead into sheets and 
suspending those in heated rooms, filled with 
the vapors of acetic acid and carbon dioxide, 
or by a precipitation process. 

Ao estimate of the annual production in 
early times cannot be given, as no such statis- 
tical information can be obtained. As tothe 
present annual production, I can oaly say that. 
as far as I have been able to learn, about 4,000 
tons are manufactured annually by the eight 
white lead manufactories existing in the Neth- 
rerlands. 

The butch white lead finds almost exclusive- 
ly its way into the home markets; only a small 
Portion of the manufactured quantity is ex- 
ported. 

The manufacturers sell their product in the 
dry state, ground into powder, and do not 
grind the whole or any part of it in oil. For- 
merly the white lead was adulterated with 
lime, ground flint, heavy spar, baryta, ete., 
but at the present time this does not happen 
apy more. There are, however, manufactur- 
ers who mix the Dutch white lead with that of 
Belgian or German origin, which is lighter and 
of inferior quality but cheaper tnan the home 
product, This cannot be called adulteration, 
as the substances that are added are of the 
eame manufacture, though of iaferior quality. 

White lead was known by the same names 
fortherly as it is now, such a’ Ceruse de Hol- 
lande, Blanc du plomb. Krems white, flake 
‘white and Venice white do not refer to the ar- 


{ ricie manufactured from lead, but to that ob- 


tained from sinc, 

The raw material (lead) used in the manu- 
facture of white lead was formerly imported 
from Spainand Bigiend,b late y exclusive- 
ly from Germany, where it is ottained from 
the lead ore mines, which ore contains a very 

mall percentage of silver. 
he price of the lead has varied in the last 
ten years from 16 to 25 guilders ($520 to $10) 
per 100 kilograms; at present it; is 1660 franes 
(84 60). 

The customs laws of the Netherlands do not 
impose any import duties either upon the lead 
or upon the white lead when manufactured. 

I have not succeeded in obtaining informa- 
tion as to the product per laborer and cost of 
labor per unit of quantity, I have, however, 
ascertained that 126 to 140 kilograms of white 
lead are obtained from 100 kilograms ef lead; 
the result depends entirely upon the quality of 
the lead which is used;further,that the average 
weekly pay for laborers in these manufactories 
amount to 12 guilders ($41 89.) These are com- 
paratively high wages, but the dangers of ruin- 
ed health and of an early death, to wh'ch these 
laborers are subject, must not be considered as 
being very small. 

As already stated, the Dutch white lead is of 
superior quality to the German and Belgian 
and it is therefore given the preference when 
substantial resuits are required, even if the 
price of the foreign product is lower; but in 
many cases where it is but the question to 
have as much as p va@sible done for the least 
amountof money, the German or Belgian 
white lead is used, with or without a portion 
of the Dutch manufacture mixed up with it. 

Germany and Belgium are the only coun- 
tries exporting white lead to the Netherlands, 
as there is more manufactured than oonsumed, 
and they successfully compete on account 
of lower wages, and of their ability to 
obtain the raw material at cheaper prices than 
the Dutch manufacturers are able to. 

As to ths possibility of introducing the Am- 
rican white leadin this market, I should say 
this depends entirely upon the manufacturers 
in the United states, It they succeedin man- 
ufacturing the same quality of white lead 
through any other system — electricity, 
for iliustration—and offer their product in this 
market at prices not above those of the Dutch 
manufacturers (at the present time $9 per 10) 
kilograms), the enterprise should certainly 
prove successful.

Glass Industry of Germany. 
REPORT OF CONSUL BLACK. 

The manufacture of glacs aud looking glass 
plates is one of the most important industries 
carried on within the limits of this consuiar 
district, 

The rough glass is produced in the Bavarian 
forest, contiguous to the Bohemian border, 
where an almost inexhaustible amount of the 
raw material is found,and an uulimited sup- 
ply of cheap fuel is also at hand. 

The process of manufacture is by blowing, 
and the glass is known to the trade as five- 
eights to three-fourths white. It bears a strik- 
ing resemblance to the celebrated Freneb crys- 
tal white, and the differences are not r @iily 
detected by the inexperienced eye, but the lat- 
ter is cast, and conseqnentl; is made in much 
larger and heavier plates, and is by far the 
floer glass of the two, and of necessity much 
more expensive. 

Almost this entire production of raw glass is 
ground. polished and foliated here in the ad- 
joining city of Furth. 

The grind ng and polishing establishments 
are mostly situated upon the banks of the Peg 
nitz, asma!i mountain stream, which snpplies 
motive power not only to this but to many of 
the industries of this industrious community. 
The water rights are not inexpensive, however, 
and one that 1 know of cost 60,40 marks, or 
about $12,000, which would indicate an outiay, 
independent of repairsand other experses, of 
about $4.50 per annum, 

LABOR AND WAGES. 

Naturally such an extensive business occupa- 
tion to a large number of both men and 
women; the exact number, however,I found 
it impossible to obtain. 

For a week’s work of seventy-two hours the 
average compensation to grinders, a man aad 
his helper, who is usually bis wife, is about $9; 
to the polisher and his help, who is also bis 
household, an average of about $7, Th«se two 
classes of employes ure also supplied with 
lodgings, consisting of three roomse—a silting- 
room, a bedroom and a kitchen; and those I 
bave inspected were in very neat brick bu ld 
ings of a most substantial ch»racter, cottage 
style, and built so as to conduce in every way 
to the comfort of the inmates. 

These quarters compare very favorably with 
the general style of dwellings in use in 
this country. On the Continent, with but rare 
exceptions, none, not even the most wealt by, 
occupy a whole building; the entire residence 
as aruleis confined to one floor, and among 


the steer come will not average probably 
more eix roome. 

Foliators, with their assistants, receive bet- 
ter wages than the grinders and polishers, av- 
eraging from $10 to $11 per week of forty- 
eight hours. Homes, however, are not 6uDd- 
plied, the cost of which may be estimated at 
$2.15 per month. The vocation, however, is 
very unbealthy. The quicksilver used in the 
work produces ina short time serivus iojury 
to the lunge aud nerves, necessitating a 
month’s reat every year, during which ful 
wages are allowed, and after ten or twelve 
years a persvn is entirely unfitted to looger 
pursue this Operation.

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It is contended that the mineral’s action 
wou kd not prove so injurious should the em- 
ployes immediately on quitting thoroughly 
bathe and make an entire change of clothing, 
for by so doing the particles adhering to the 
skin, instead of being absorbed by the body to 
work the ill, wou'd be removed. There seems 
to be no doubt that the women suffer much 
leas from the baneful effects of the quick- 
silver than the men, which is attributed to the 
fact that they upon returning to their homes 
go through some ablutions, in order that they 
may be better fitted to attend to their house- 
hold duties, 

In some establishments the foliaiing is done 
with silver. This process has the reccomend- 
ation of not being injurious to health, but it is 
not so durable as the other. Defects are soon 
apparent, especially after a sea voyage, and it 
therefore cannot come into general use here; 
as this trade is almost entirely dependent for 
support on transmarine customers, 

The proportion of total cost of production 
paid to labor is 29 per cent. on the small sizes, 
26.8 per cent. on the middle sizes, 2434 per cent. 
on the large sizes.

Vegetable Olis 
TUESDAY EVENING, April 5. 

The linseed oil market is without change in 
any particular. City brands are firmin price 
at 42c for raw and 65c for raw Calcutta, while 
western oil is still held at 40c on spot. Busi- 
ness is very quiet. No fresh developments 
have occurred in western movements. The 
demand for Calcutta seed oil is gradually ex- 
hausting the limited supply on hand which 
cannot be increased until more seed arrives 
from abroad, as there is none on spot. The vis- 
ible supply of seed to arrive is only 15,500 bags, 
Since January 1 the deliveries of Calcutta seed 
in this market and Boston were 15,000 bags. 

The cotton oil market is steady at previous 
prices. Prime crude can be bought to arrive 
at 3l}¢c, at which price we havea ssle of 500 
bbls. Some jobbing lots of choice crude oil 
are held in this market at 38@34c. Soap stock 
has an indifferent sale at lc. Very little erude 
oil is pressing onthe market, and there is an 
absence of low grades, which gives the general 
situation a different aspect than this time last 
year, when off color oil was abundant. The 
feeling is steady—in fact this condition of 
affairs has characterized the market since the 
opening of the season, and is quite a contrast 
when compared to the violent fluctuations of 
former seasons, notably the last, when a 
large surplus production was anticipated 
and not realized. It is believed that 
the production this season will be kept 
closer to the consumption than ever be- 
fore and that the market will not be dis- 
turbed by any large surplus. The storage of 
large blocks of oil is a feature of the past, and 
even jobbers are buying just as their neees- 
sities require, which shows confidence in a 
steady market. The slight tendency to lower 
prices that has marked the course of values 
during March is thought to be checked owing 
to the increased orders for domestic consump- 
tion and decreased output at several points of 
the South. Large buyers of crude have to 
wait for their supplies to arrive from the pri- 
mary markets, andinsuch cases future wants 
have to be anticipated. 

Re fined cotton oil is selling according to de- 
sire of holders to realize. This don’t mean that 
the market is weak, but that some sellers are 
satisfied to accept less than others. Several 
lots of prime summer yellow have been con- 
signed to parties here by certain southern re- 
finers who have placed what is considered a 
Jow limit on their goods in order to have them 
turned into money rapidly and to cause a lar- 
ger movement. The inside price for prime 
summer yellow is 37}¢c for lots of 50 bbis or 
more, but this is an exceptional figure being 
quoted by only one holder. Other brands are 
held at 88@39c for prime! oil, which are 
said to be _— realized without  diffi- 
culty. The question of quality has been 
discussed to some extent and the difference of 
opinion as to what constitutes prime oil ia still 
unsettled. Some export orders at good prices 
are reported, but the foreign outlet is not sat- 
isfactory to most shippers. The domestic trade 
is quiet, It was eupposed that advantage would 
be tahen of inland freights before the inter- 
State commerce law went into effect to-day, 
but the receipts of oil for the week were 
smaller than usual, aggregating only 1,518 bbls, 
in comparison with 2,109 bbis for the week pre- 
vious and 2,413 bbls for the week before that. 
The market has remarkable staying qualities 
compared to this date last year, when prime 
summer yellow only commanded 29}c 
and the oil committee of the Produce 
Exchange were kept busy settling 
disputes over quality, and rejections were 
the order of the day. A more demoralized 
feeling could hardly be experienced in a mar- 
ket, but nothing of that character has tran- 
spired this season, and values are 8@9c per 
gallon higher than at this date last ye r. Off- 
o%lor oils are also scarce, and selling at 35@3é6c, 
which is an important advance over the price 
of prime last season. 

Cotton oil seems to attract more interest at 
New Orleans, as we are wired as follows from 
that port to-night. “Prime crude is wanted at 
27c and prime summer yellow at 33c, but 35c is 
asked for the latter. Most of the seed has come 
forward.”

The Annie M. Smulil has 
also arrived with 430 tons, but the oar- 
go of the vessel having shifted, and 
the hatches flooded with water, it is not known 
what damage, if any, has been done to the 
casks of Ceylon oil. These new arrivals have 
not as yet been offered on the market, and 
holders are disposed to be firm in their views, 
whi'e buyers are awaiting developments. The 
only price named to-day for large packages was 
6c, but this is merely a nominal figure. No 
business is reported for the week. Cochin oil 
is quoted at 85éc. 

Ulive oil is not wanted to any important ex- 
tent and quotations remain unchanged at 70@ 
74c, according to quality and holder. Advices 
received in this market report short supplies 
and higher prices in Messina. 

Prime Lagos palm oil is quoted at 5c and palm 
kernel at 534c. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 

Tho Inter-State Commerce law is unsettling 
business. It went into force to-day, and while 
the provisions of the bill have been discounted 
more or less, shippers found a change of rates 
confronting them, and it will take some days 
to adjust business to these rates, some of which 
are higher and others lower. The movement 
of goods will be retarded somewhat until there 
is a Clear understanding of the law. It is 
thought that the transportation feature will 
interfere materially with the expected boom 
in trade, but the conservative class of trades- 
men rather favor the new law for that reason 
as they claim that it will check a mushrvom 
growth of business and still make the yeara 
prosperous one. 

The lard oil market is quoted firmer by city 
pressers, who decline to shade 60c for prime, 
present make, in any quantity and generally 
demand 6lc for jobbing lots. Prime Westera 
isalso held to full prices, but off grades are 
irregular in value, and sold according to brand, 
For extra No. 152@52}4c is asked. A steady 
market is expected to rule. 

Oleo oil still finds a tolerably fair export out- 
let, but the domestic trade is trifling. No stock 
is pressing on the market, and prices remain at 
8@10c, according to quality. 

Red saponified is steady in price at 30c per 
gallon for important quantities and 33@34c in a 
jobbing way. Red Elaine is quoted at same 
prices as above with sales of 140 bbis at a shade 
under 30c. Repressed saponitied is held 
at 40c, 

Shippers of sperm oil have been unable to get 
their orders for crude oil filled at 70c, which 
have been lying at New Bedford for some time, 
and during the present week 1,100 bbis have 
been taken for export at 73c. The stock on 
hand is placed at 17,500 bbls. Refined oil is 
steady at previous quotations, and with an im- 
proved tendency. 

The whale oil market is without any new fea- 
tures. Noocrude oil has changed hands since 
last writing, while more demand is to be noted 
for refined which is supplied at previous fig-

ures. The supply of crude on spot is 5,985 bbls, 


with more to arrive, as stated last week. The 
three whales captured off Amaganeett, L. I.. 
during the past month have proved very profit- 
able to the whaling crews, The first one cap- 
tured yielded only twenty-five barrels of oil, 
but what was lost in oil was made up in bone, 
over one thousand pounds being secured, which 
sold for $2 75 per pound. The oil and bone 
brought the whalers the sum of $3,000. The 
other two were less rich in bone. but yielded 
fifty barrels of oil each, which found a ready 
market at 30 cents per gallon. The whales cap- 
tured were known as £outh Atlantic; had they 
been from the Arctic Ocean their bone would 
have been more valuable. 

Whalebone is higher and in better demand. 
Bales were made of 4.200 lbs Arctic at $3 35° 
8,000 ibs Japan at $2 85, 1,900 lbs Greenland at 
$270, 1,700 do. do. and 4,000 do. South Sea on 
private terms for home use and export. The 
stock of whalebone is distributed as follows:

The market for menhaden fish oil is left in an 
uncertain position by the inactivity of the 
committee appointed to regulate prices and 
have them maiatained by a general a, reement. 
So far the committee have taken no action and 
the general inquiry is will the whole subject fall 
through on account of negligence? It is tho 
sentiment of the trade that the committee 
should either make an attempt to carry out 
their mission or dismiss the matter from their 
minds. The delay may b2 exc usable, but from 
what can be learned it is only to be attributed 
to an indifference which will result unfuvor- 
ably to the menhaden oil interests. The com- 
mittee have an important duty to perform, and 
it was generally expected that everything 
would be arranged bef re this. In the mean- 
time the market is nominal at 22c for prime 
Northern oi), and holders of choice Southern 
also demand 22c. There has been some inquiry 
for Southern oll at 20@20Ke, but there are no 
sellers at that. No fresh business is reported. 


Mineral Olls. 

’ A sensational feature in the lubricating oll 
line is the reported rarid decline of the Scotch 
shale oll industry, whieh is referred to in our 
editorialcolumns. The information comes to 
us through correspondence from abroad and 
from English visitors to New York who are 
acquainted with the facts. This state of things 
abroad has a direct bearing on American oil in- 
terests in Eogland, and although low prices are 
assigned as the cause of the demoral zation, 
they don’t seem to huve any effect in Jessening 
the exportation of labricants from the Uaited 
States, but on the c ntrary the sbarp competi- 
tion may have more to do with the present sit- 
uation than anythiug else. 

In speaking of paraffine oils, refiaers are dis- 
Posed to become indignant when asked to 
sbade 8c for prime 25 gravity. They acknowl- 
edge that some sales are made at 1%c to the 
domestic trade, but claim that the quality is 
weak. Still an offer of cash for a round lot 
would, doubtless, move 25 gravity of the best 
make under 8s. Buyers on time and otherwise 
still assert that 8c is an ovtside figure and 
does not truly represent the market, but we 
fail to hear of any prime oil changing hands 
under that figure. The market for 22@% 
gravities is irregular, and regulated according 
to quality and wants of buyers. Buyers who 
pay for 26 gravity are frequently favored by 
receiving 24 gravity, aod inthis way the mar- 
ket is cut under, There is but little call for 28 
gravity which commands 6@6}<c as usual. 

The supply of neutral oils is rather limited 
owing to the winter stocks having become di- 
minished sooner than expected and the late 
spring season which has prevented bleaching. 
The meeting of the demand will depend on the 
weatber to get fresh supplies. Refiners have 
been enabled to bieach but little during the 
past few days as the sun has not been strong 
enough for be parpo:e. The higher price of 
lard oil has causeda larger demand for neu- 
tral oils, but values for the latter have not 
been altered. Bloomiess 34 gravity is held at 
16@18c according to quality. There is a good 
movement in wool grades at 12c. 

Cylinder stocks are without change in any 
particular. 

Natural lubricating oils are still slow of sale. 

Smith's Ferry oil will be higher for some 
brands, as the production of crude is becoming 
smaller and the premium adds 15 per cent to 
the cost of manufacture. It is usual to add 44c 
per gallon to the price of the manufactured 
product forevery increase of 10 per cent to 
the cost of making or price of the raw mate- 
rial. The market for Smith's Ferry is about 
steady at 744@8c for 33Q@%4 gravity, with the 
tendency upward for sume brands. 

Biack reduced oiis are still selling at all 
sorts of prices according to brand. The chief 
demand is for 25 gravity and summer oil. Both 
are selling at usual prices, which means '@3c 
for 26 and 5}4@6c for summer oll. 


Oil Cake. 

The oil cake market baa not improved since 
last writiog and values remain about nominal 
at $23 50@23 75 per ton for western cake on 
spet. Bids from abroad are scarce, as the sup - 
piy in the Zoglish markets is apparently ade- 
quate to the demand. We heard of a recent 
gale at $23 & on spet but it has not been con- 
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firmed. Ocean freights are low, but inland 
freights are made uncertain by the Inter-State 
Commerce law, which went into effect today. 
The railroads doing bu:iness in New York, and 
indeed a)l over the country, seem to be in read- 
iness for the change. The rates bave been al- 
tered and posted and illegal rebates abolished. 
But some of the changes that have been at- 
tempted under color of the law depending 
upon the unanimity of the companies remain 


to be con pleted, and these will keep the com- ' 


panies and the associations busy for some time 
to come. 


Oll Seeds. 

Before the advent of April there was a rush 
in Chicago to get flaxseed out of the way, and 
last Monday there were more sellers than buy- 
ers, resulting in a decline of lc per bushel. A 
quiet market ruled on Tuesday. aod prices 
were steady, based on $108 for NO1 on track. 
No material change occurred on Wednesday, 
and the day following seed brought to $108@ 
1 08% for No lon track, and $110 was bid for 
May, with little seed offered for sale or wanted. 
On Friday the market was quoted at higher 
prices on light cfferings of cash; at $1(844 for 
Nolfor fresh receipts on track, and was very 
firm at $1 10 for May. 

Flax was holding firm for cash on Saturday, 
and the few cars on sale were readily taken at 
$1 06 rejected to $108% for Nol for fresh re- 
ceipts on track, and to $1 10 bid for May.

Wax, Candies, Lara, Tallow, Etc- 


The paraffine wax market continues steady 
at former prices of 444@4}¢c for prime 128, 
meiting point, crude, and 9}4@10c for 136 test 
refined. The domestic trade is quiet as usual, 
but considerable wax is said to be gcing abroad 
on long contract, which assists to clean the 
market of surplus supplies. Stock however 
is large and accumulating. There ie an ccca- 
sional call for the higher grades of wax than 
above quoted, but the movement is so light 
that prices are nominal. It was heped that the 
extremely low prices would stimulate buying 
and cause paraffine wax to be substituted for 
other mineral and vegetable wax, but the 
change in this respect is not noticeable. 

The lard market is quoted lower than this 
time last week, and business is less active. 
Western steam on spot is held at 7 55@7 68kec 
and city steam at 7 40c. Refined lard is quoted 
at 7 &@S 10c. 

Lard stearine is firmer at 84c for choice city 
and oleo nominal at 674c. 

Tallow has finally dropped below 4c, for the 
first time in some months, and prime city is 
now purchasable at 3 15-l6c. Tha market drags 
and the movement is slow. 

Colored grease is slow of sale at 344@4c, and 
white at 4}4@5c. 

Spermaceti is holding its own. Although the 
demand is fully up to the supply, prices have 
not been advanced abuve 42}¢c in bulk. 





Naval Stores. 

At the beginning of the week, sellers were, 
as usual, unable to place round lots,and as a 
result of large stovks the price was held at 
880. Though the arrivals from the south 
were large, aj great part of the stock was 
direct for export. The marset stiffened to- 
ward the latter part of the week, and the mar- 
ket became firmer owing to advices from the 
south. Tae business done, however, was light, 
and the stocks continued fuli. Toe new crov 
may be expected to urrive at Southern Cen- 
tres in a short time, in abundance, and this, of 
course will weaken holders both North and 
South. At the beginning of the current week, 
although the stock on hand was large, th 
greater part of it was not on offer. The small 
stocks at the southern ports together with the 
fact that Europe was advancing, and also of 
higher murkets at the south, gave the feeling 
unusual strength here, and brokers predict 
higher prices, The market to-day closed 
steady at 390, with stocks in first bands light. 

Rosine started in well on grade3 below F 
and the rates o tained were better. The stock 
of good and strained was scerce, and the 
supplies cold as quick as the samples were 
shown. Low grades sold well, and the 
stock throughout the week continued scarce 
and full rates were obtained, Pales continued 
dull aud the demand merely nominal, Strained 
$1 17K @1 20, good strained $1 22}4@1 25, E $1 30, 
F $1 35, G $1 40, H $1 6C, I $1 60, EK $1 75, M $2 25 
@2 30, N $2 75, W G $2 90@3 00, W W 344@:54.

A gentleman who had just returned from & 
trip through the turpentine country along the 
Savannah, Florida and Western Railroad stated 
that the recent cold snap gave the crop quite a 
set back. During the early part of March the 
indications were that the crop would be earlier 
than usual. The chances are now that it will 
be later than usual. A good many farmers have 
pot started chipping, and those who have made 
4 start have derived very unsatisfactory re- 


sults, because the boxes have scarcely run ut 
all. 


Turpentine men always say that thesap flows 
better at night than in daylight. The cool 


nights of the past two weeks have checked the 
flow. The turpentine that is being marketed 
now is what is known as the axe turpentine, 
and it is only an average dipping. 


Last year’s crop is reported as all marketed, 
says the Savannah News. The river trade will 
probably increase the coming season, while the 
railroad shipments are almost sure to fall off. 
This will be due to the fact that a number of 
mauufacturers have moved back further into 
the eountry, a greater distance from the rail- 
roads and nearer to the steamers, by which 
they willship their output. In regard to the 
output this year opinions ditfer. The gentle- 
man quoted above thinks that it will be one- 
fourth less than last year. Other naval stores 
men think that it will be greater. The pro- 
ducers in the country are reported to be get- 
ting alarmed at the movement the factors have 
made in entering into the manufacture them- 
selves.

White Lead in Germany. 


REPORT OF CONSUL MASON, OF DRESDEN. 


The manufacture of white lead was intro- 
duced about one hundred yearsago. The first 
process employed in its manufacture was 
known as the ‘Dutch process,’ and this mode 
was continued fora long period, but recently 
new modes have been introduced, and the 
article is now produced entirely, or nearly 
80, by casting the lead into thin sheets, 
which are suspended in a heated room filled 
with vapors of acetic acid and carbon dioxide. 
The third process depends upon the precipita- 
tion of a plumbic carbonate, and is produced 
only in the Rhine provinces, in isolated loca- 
tions, and toa limited extent, as the result- 
ing product failsto impart the brilliancy of 
color obtained from white lead maie in other 
ways. 


The market for these products is principally 
in Germany, though they are sold by travel- 
ing salesmen in France, Russia, Italy and 
Austria. White lead is sold both in the dry 
state and ground in oil. The brand best known 
is ‘**Krem’s white lead,” and isa pure oxide of 
lead, without any foreign substances. The 
cheaper sorts are mixed and adulterated with 
minerals, principally with heavy (Schwerpath.) 
The raw material is best double-refined soft 
ead. Itis sold at 524 marks per 100 kilo- 
grams, or $6.25 per 100 pounds, and about the 
same price is paid for the lead oxide. The 
manufacture isso unhealthy that wages are 
higher than in other employments. 


No Amerivan white lead is to be found on 
sale here. I cannot discover that it ever was 
auarticle of import, nor can a market be 
found until we can sell a purer lead at cheaper 
prices than the Germans, White leadin a dry 
state is entered free of duty; mixed with any 
mineral it pays a duty of 3g of a cent a pound, 
and mixed in oil 24 cents a pound. 
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March Oil Report. 


The reports of operations in the oil fields of 
of Pennsylvania and New York make a very 
bullish showing, the new wells completed and 
the new production both showing a decrease as 
compared with those of the shorter month that 
preceded, With the advent of more settled 
weather there will doubtless be an increase in 
new ventures, though the present lew price of 
oil is not calculated to stimulate the venture- 
some driler to unhealthy activity. The seeker 
for oil, however, is a hopeful mortal, and is 
patiently expecting to see the parallels with 
serpentine line on the price indicator.

The above figures show a decrease of 15 wells, 
of 4,240 barrels new production, and an in- 
crease of 20 dry holes. February had a decline 
of 15 wella, an increase of 4.935 barrels new pro- 
duction and a decrease of 15 dry holes. Janu 
uary hada decrease of 21 wells, a decline of 
1,085 barrels in new production and a decrease 
of 13 dry holes. December had a decrease of 30 
wells, a decline of 1,255 barrels in the produc- 
tion and an increase of 9 dusters. The average 
of the wells completed in March is about 45 
barrelseach. The February wells averaged 63 
and the January 26 barrels each. 

The new wells of December and November 
averaged 33 barrels, those of September 54 and 
those of August 48 barrels each. The decrease 
of the past month is largely due to the failure 
ofthe Reibold pool to sustain its February 
yield. The number of wells completed is the 
smallest recorded in a single month for several 
years,and approaches the figures that pre- 
vailed during the shut down of 1884. 

In March, 1886, 2¥6 wells were completed with 
a new production of 5,205 barrels and the dry 
holes were 50 in number.

The above figures show but slight variations 
from those of February. The new rigs are in- 
creased 6 and the old rigs 2, while the drilling 
wells are decreased 7. February hada decrease 
of 18 new rigs, 3 old rigs and 25 drilling wells, a 
total decrease of 41 from the Jauurry figures. 

The total, at the close of January, was 43 less 
than at the close of December,while December 
declined 92 from November, and November de- 
clined 60 from the October figures, which were 
identical with those of September. 

At the close of March, 1886,the record showed 
263 new rigs, 122 old rigs, and 412 drilling wells, 
a total of 798, so that, compared with one year 
ago, there is adecrease in activity of 443 rigs 
and drilliag wells. 

ALLEGANY AND BRADFORD. 

These two great chocolate-sand basins are 
still doing about 28,000 barrels of oil a day, but 
the new work within their borders has shrunk 
to very small proportions. Only seventeen 
new wells were completed in March, and for 
the last day of the month but eight new rigs

and sixteen drilling wellsare under way. In 
Allegany county the Empire Gas Company 
completed a good gasser in Wirt township, and 
the experiment of I. Welletsin Birdsall town- 
ship wasa positive failure. In the Bradford 
regions a dry hole was developed on the Mack 
lands, near the headwaters of Marilla brook, 
and another on the Stevens farm, near Alle- 
gany village, Cattaraugus county, N. Y. 
MIDDDE FIELD. 

At Kinzua village a couple of good wells 
were completed on the west side of the river 
which started at from 250 to 500 barrels apiece, 
but which soon dropped to average producers 
of the 50-barrel stripe. The Sill & Odel test, 
three-quarters of a mile in advance to the 
south-west, proved a failure, The prolific belt 
as at present outlined is very narrow with a 
strong bearing to the westward. Morse Col- 
lins and the McCalmont Oil Company and 
Smith Bright & Co., control all the territory 
that at present appears valuable. 

Clarendon and Tiona are exceedingly quiet. 
Clark & Foster found a dry hole on lot 554, in 
Cherry Grove township, to the westward of 
Clarendon district. Fertig, McKinney & Co., 
have stopped the drill for the present on their 
broad leases at Tiona, but are ready to start 
up as soon as a better price can be maintained 
in the crude market. 

Nothing at all is doing in the Cooper district, 
while at Balltown two wells were finished, one 
of which on lot 741, is rated among the failures, 
while the other is classed among the 15-barrels 
producers. 

Only one well was finished at Kane during 
March, and present operations are confined to 
two drilling wells, This field has failed very 
rapidly, and the great depth of the territory, 
combined with the peculiar character of the oil 
rock, renders it very expensive keeping up the 
production of the old wells. 

There is a large area of small territory in the 
vicinity of Grand Valley that will be drilled 
over the coming summer and the approach of 
spring shows considerable activity in this sec- 
tion. The region about Enterprise and Pleas: 
antville is also attracting some attention and 
occasionally a strikeis made that proves re- 
munerative. 

The Elk county field, northwest of Kane, 
contains nine drilling wells at the present 
writing. Nothing of any great importance has 
been opened up,and most of the operations 
are compulsory under forfeiture of large 
tracts of land. A half-dozen wells have been 
drilled the past winter which average from 4 
to 8 barreis, and prospects fcr a productive 
pool of any magnitude are not flattering. 
Clark & Foster’s venture on warrant 3,672 
proved a duster. 

Thesecond test of Shannon, Kelly & Co. on 
warrant 5,504, Forest county, found asmall 
showing of oil in the. Clarion sand at a depth of 
700 feet. It is shut down in this formation 
preparatory to atest of its production. Tay- 
lor, Torrey & Murphy’s second wildcat venture 
in forests of Hickory township is reported a 


failure. 
VENANGO. 


Of the 27 wells completed in Venange county 
in March, 15 failed to find oil in paying quac~- 
tities. On new work the field shows a decided 
increase this month over last. A new pool, 
similar to that of Tipperary, has been opened 
up on Hall’s Run, and in this section consider- 
able activity prevails. Tarkill and Tipperary 
are both very quiet, while a number of scat- 
tered wildcats are under way in various parts 
of the district. 
BUTLER AND ARMSTRONG. 

The Reibold pool had a maximum production 
of 9,000 barrels one day in February, and had 
declined to 5150 barrels from 34 wells on March 
12. Its yield March 24 was about 3,200 barrels. 
Four wells, viz.: Phillips Nos. 7 and 8, Heid 
farm No.3, Blakely and Lydecker No.7, are 
gmall. They are located on the eastern or 
southern edge of the streak, and define the belt 
as far to the southwest of Phillips No. 5 on the 
Markle farm. Phillips No.1,o0n the Gelbach 
is nearly a month old and still producing 100 
barrels daily from the “100 foot.”” Phillips No. 
lon the C. Markle farm, near the Lappe tun- 
nel, will make a profitable producer from the * 
100 foot.” It hasstarted on its producing career 
at 40 barrelsaday. The Smick & Lenz well on 
the J. Miller farm was 45 feet in the 100-foot 
sand on the 24th; it will test the country south- 
west of the gusherson the Markle farm, The 
Break Neck Oil company’s well, on the W 
Goessing farm, below Callery junction, on the 
P. & W.R.R., is a long ways in advance of 
developments, but is considered on a good 
range with the producing wells of the Re

bold pool. The new work progressing 
in Butler county is largely of a wild cat nature 
and not likely to result in much new produc- 
tion. 

WASHINGTON. 

The Wasuington fleld is growing very quiet 
and many drillers and contractors are looking 
for new sections in which their services may 
findemployment. The district about the old 
borough is pretty well defined and only a sin- 
gle local company is seeking at the present 
time for an extension. The best wells found 
during March were Workman Nos. land 2 and 
Fergus2. The two first named yielded most 
freely, and are in a small measure pioneer 
wells, being farthest southwest on the most 
prolific belt line, whereas the Fergus well is 
the farthest east on the same line. All are im- 
portant, because being polar wells they may 
open the way to other discoveries, The Work- 
man wells ate heading for the Gabby well 
which found no fifty foot oil. The Fergus is 
bearing eastward of John McKeown’s petro- 
leum leases, known as the Mart'n farms, which 
would indicate that there is still much territory 
apparently good for fair wells. The four 
wellsat Taylorstown are holding up remark- 
ably well when the thin and inferior quality of 
the sand is taken into consideration. The Mo- 
Manus farm well is still producing 60 barrels a 
day; the Biayney is making 1£0, the Cundall 160 
andthe Noble 215 barrels every 24 hours. The 
failure of the Stone, Aiken & Hazeltine test on 
the Sheller farm has exercised a depressing in - 
fluence in this locality, which, however, is pro- 
bably only temporary, This well is one and 
one-quarter miles north west of the Cundall 
andone andthree quarters mile west of the 
McManus farm well and contained neither oil 
nor gas. It cutsoff all possibilities of a western 
extension ofthe field. Davis No. 6 is showing 
very light for its location, while No.7 is holding 

| to 445 barrels a day, and, before the advent ofthe 
Workman well, bad passed as the largest pro- 
ducer in the feld. Saturday morning’s gauge 
of the Washington field gave a production of 
7,476 barrels from 162 producing wells. 


SHANNOPIN, 

Two large wells were struck inthe Shannopin 
or Shoustown field during March, but the field 
has been steadily declining from month to 
month. The Solar Oil Company’s No. 21 was 
completed about the 4th of the month, and 
when atits best produced 2,000 barrels in 24 
hours; its gauge March 25 was 950 barrels. Solar 
No. 22 made 375 barrels fur the 24 hours ending 
March 25, and its best day’s production was 
650 barrels. Tbese wells were located on the 
Morrow farm and in a southwesterly direction 
from the Raccoon Oil Company’s No. 1 on the 
Marks farm. The farm on which they are lo- 
cated is surrounded by a row of producing 
wells.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, April 5, 1887. 

The week under review has proved the dul- 

lest experienced on the Consolidated Exchange 
the total sales for the week amounting to only 
8, 486.000 bbis, being about 400,000 bbis less than 
were sold during the week preceding. The 
dullest day of the week was Saturday when the 
total transactions amounted to only 822,000 bbis. 
The total sales for the week represents & 
fair day’s business in ordinary times, 
but the times latterly have been extra- 
ordinary — extraordinarily dull. The total 
clearances for the week amounted to 
5,43),(C0 bbls. The clearances in the Pitts- 
burg Exchange were 3,155,000 bbls and on the 
Oil City Exchange 2,626.000 bbis, ur a total on 
the three exchanges of 11,211,000 bble,an amount 
that bas often been exceeded in one day on the 
localexchange. The cause of the dullness is 
mainly the lack of outside interest. There 
have been very few orders and the regular 
board room traders find it hard work making a 
& profiton dealings among themselves. The 
lambs have been plucked so often that they 
have lately become very shy and the uncertain- 
ties of the future, notwithstanding the bullish 
statistical situation, has kept them aloof. The 
entire week has been without features of inter- 
est and the market varied but a half cent from 
day to day, but to-day finding the market was 
likely to continue in this rut there were a num- 
ber who sought to take advantage of 
the carrying rates and sold short. The result 
was that toward the close a “squeeze” was in- 
augurated, and the price run up to 6é6c, the 
very effort to this end being accelerated by 
the shorts becoming weak-kneed and attempt- 
ing to cover. The market opened last Wed- 
nesday at 63}¢0 and the highest figure up to 2 
o’clock this afcernoon was 63%c, while the 
lowest was 6334c, showing a range of only Ke. 
The advance was started soon after 2 0’clock, 
and before the end of the hour 66c was touch- 
ed, but the market finally closed at 6°54, show- 
ingagainof 2% as the result of the week’s 
trading. The lowest point touched was on 
Thureday and Friday, when 63i4c was also the 
closing figure. 

{n the Washington field the Citizens Oil Co.’s 
well, on the McKennon farm, got through the 
Gantz and 50 foot sands on Friday, but found 
no oil and continued drilling for the Gordon 
sand. The Sheliar well was abandoned on 
Thursday, having been drilled 100 feet below 
the sand into the slate. Fergus No2 struck a 
new pay streak on Saturday, and started off at 
an increased rate. For atime it did 70 bbls an 
hour. It is supposed to be drawing from the 
bottom pay in the 50-foot sand, the same that 
gave to the Cameron No lits great b»om last 
spring. Fergus No 2 is owned by the Chartiers 
Oil Co, some Olean gentlemen—N. V. V. Fran- 
chot and Samuel Watson—being among the 
Dumber. Latest advices state that the Morgan 
No 9 is in the shell on top of the sand, and the 
Taylor No 6 is on top of the 60-foot sand. 


In the Reibold tie!\d the Breakneck Oil Com- 
Pany’s wellon the Goering farm wa; mysti- 
fled, but it did not amount to much as it was 
soon found to ben. g., it having on Saturday 
passed through forty feet of slate and shells 
where thesand was expected. This failure to 
the southwest so favorably located condemns 
the southwest extension theory and looks more 
favorable toward a due west extension from 
Present developments and makes the loop 
wherathe Connoquenessing doubles back op 
itself look asif directly athwart the trend of 
the main belt and A Nol territory. The Gale- 
baugh and Markle bundred foot wells indicate 
a change of rock on a hundred foot pool or 
belt lying acrossthe main belt that promises 
to pan out largely and with remarkable stay- 
ing qualities. Leidecker’s Blakely 2 increased 
to 25 bbis per hour In the lower pay. Markle 8 
is 10 feet in the sand, no oll yet. Root & John- 
son, on Blakeley farm, succeeded in getting 
the tools out Friday night and was making 10 
bbisan hour. Leidecker Bros Nos 1 and 2, 
Blakeley, were together making 14 bbis an 
hour. Their Nos 4 and 5, Heid, were making 
12 bbis per hour, and No 6, 35 bbls per day. 
The Farmers’ Oil Company’s well No 1, on the 
Rankin farm, Thorn creek annex, reached the 
sand on Saturday showing fora 10 bbl pumper. 

Io the Lima, O., field progress is made in the 
developments notwithstanding the low price 
at which the Lima oil is sold. The number of 
wells drilled during March was 20, making 424 
wells now in this field, The production on the 
lst inst inst. was 10,318 bbis, showing an in- 
crease of 1,650 bbis in the daily production 
since March 1. The average in March were 
9,687 bble, and the total runs to March 29, 
279.492 bbis. The shipments to March 29 were 
949 bbis. The number of wells drilling on the 
Ist inst was 14. 


In the other producing districts the progress 
made has pot been important, During the 
month of March there havw been completed 
about ten wells in the Grand Valley and Pleas- 
antville districts. No new territory has been 
discovered and but few wells have been drilled 
outside of the defined limits. Tho best welia 
struck in the district were by Nelson Farrel on 
lut 150, a quarter of @ mile east of Selkirk; they 
hold up remarkably well and from present in- 
dications it looks as if there will be some good 
wells foi.nd in this quarter the coming season. 
His No 10, two mocths old, is making 23 bbis a 
day. In the Oil Creek district developments 
are progressing as usual, Kirkwood °&,Ban- 
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croft completed a 20-bbl well on the Kenan 
farm. Baker & Howard got a 10-barreler on 
the Story farm, and J. H. McCandless was 
lucky in getting awell of the same caliber on 
the Buchanan farm.

Proprietary Preparations in Germany 


It is reported that a bill will shortly be laid 
before the German Parliament establishing a 
uniform lawon the subject of proprietary 
medicines throughout the Empire.and making 
it penal to publically advertise and recommend 
any proprietary medicines whatever. The au- 
thorities have hitherto been unable to 
proceed with the effect they have de- 
sired againet the spread of quack-remedies 
on account of the confused condition of the 
laws affecting the traffic, which vary in the dif- 
ferent partsof the Empire. While, for in- 
stance, in Rhenish Prussia any advertising of 
secret preparations by pharmacists is severely 
punishable, there is no such law in the adjoin- 
ing provinces, and the legal views of what con- 
stitutes a ‘secret preparation” are also subject 
to great variation. The Bill will be brought 
forward by the Government during the pres- 
ent session of the Reichstag, and no serious op- 
position is anticipated. 





San Benito Oil Fields. 


Senator Briggs, of Nevada, accompanied by 
D. C. Scott, Buperintendent of the Petroline 
Paint Company, left this city Tuesday to visit 
the newly-discovered petroleum fields of San 
Benito county. Charles Bronson, whose opin- 
fon gave such a start tothe Ventura boom, 
under the management of Hon, Charles N. 
Felton, Mr. Lewis and others, is the discoverer 
of this petroleum bed. He pronounces this 
as the best oil district yet discovered on the 
Pacific slope. Assays made already reach 18 
per cent. of crude oil. Sixty per cent. of this 
would justify operation on the deposit. Sena- 
tor Briggs and Mr. Scott will return by Satur- 
day or Sunday to thiscity. The results oftheir 
investigations will or will not justify the for- 
mation of a company. One thing, however, is 
certain, if ome-half the oil is on the surface 
that its owners claim, there is a fortune in 
store for some one. Senator Briggs certainly 
was aware of what he was about before his de- 
parture and must have imbibed very favorable 
impressions of the prospect.—San Francisco

Production and Commerce in Crude 
Camphor in Japan. 


REPORT OF CONSUL JERNIGAN, OF OSAKA AND 
HIOGO. 


Tbe principal provinces in Japan in which 
camphor is produced are Tosa, Hinga, and 
Satsuma, all situated to the southof this port, 


In the early days of the trade the camphor 
produced in Tosa graded higher in the markets 
than that produced in the other provinces, but 
latterly the preference has not been maintained 
and the product of the three provinces now 
commands about the same price. The largest 
quantity of camphor is produced in the pro- 
vince of Satsuma. The consumption among 
the natives is small,and were it notfor the 
foreign demand there would be but little en- 
couragement among the natives to engage in 
its manufacture. Camphor is the resinous 
gum made by distillation from the branches 
and roots of a species of laurel trep, and it will 


be observed that the extraction of the camphor 
totally destroys the tree. 


There was once a custom in Japan that when 
a tree was destroyed another had to be planted 
in its place. This custom had the binding force 
of a law, but it has now become obsolete. And 
the failure to observe it may, to some extent, 
be regarded as one of the causes for the ad- 
vances in the price of eamphor. 


Another cause is that large groves of cam- 
phor trees are owned by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment and reserved for ship-building and 
other purposes, and the trees in the possession 
of private individuals are fast bec»ming ex- 
hausted. It must, therefore,necessarily follow 
that unless some arrangement can be made by 
which these camphor groves can be utilized for 
medicinal purposes, the price of the drug must 
continue to advance. Camphor wood is very 
valuable and useful inthe east. It is imper- 
vious to insects, and during all seasons of the 
year, especially during the spring and summer, 
it is necessary to keep such woolen clothes as 
are not worn daily, in boxes made of camphor 
wood, instead of in trunks or wardrobes. Cam- 
phor is packed in the country in connical- 
shaped wooden tubs, varying in height from 1 
foot 6 inches to 2 fect, and in diameter, at the 
largest end, from1 foot 3 inches to 2 feet, 
and holding from 100to 200 pounds avoirdupois. 
The sizes and weights of the tub depend uponthe 
locality where the camphor is produced. Thus, 
the largest sizes come from Tosa, as the facilit- 
ies for moving them to the seaboard are easier 
than in Satsuma, where the tubs have to be 
carried oftimes many miles among the hills 
and over bad roads on the backs of horses to 
the places of shipment. Camphor is seldom 
shippped to foreign countries in the original 
tubs, as these are Of irregnlar sizes, and, to 
save freight, most shippers remake the tubs to- 
conform to certain models, 


The provinces above named being separated 
from this port by water,all camphor is brought 
here in junks ard small steamers, and at rea- 
sonable charges for freight. 


As the manufacture of camphor is carried 
on ic rather inaccessible places all of which 
are outside of the treaty limits, few foreigners 
have ever seen the process, and prob- 
ably no one has been able to eati- 
mate the cost at the different stages 
of production. The work is dong en- 
tirely by the poor ignorant vountry people, 
and with utensils which are described as being 
ofthe most primitive kind. Nothing of the 
nature of foreign machinery has ever been in- 
troduced to take the place of the small and 
rude stills which are to be found scattered 
among the forest where the camphor trees are 
most abundant. There are no statistics avail- 
able to show the number of people or the 
amount of capital engaged in the business, but 
there is little doubt that the workmen get 
no more than a bare living for their labor. 
There is a fair profit in this industry, but it is 
not shared by the producer, the laborer. 


I would suggest the importance of sending a 
special agent to the provinces where camphor 
is produced to study the modus operaudi of the 
whole industry, for the information, most im- 
portant, cannot be obtained unless one is on 
the spot, and then it will require several weeks 
of close observation of every detail, etc. 

There is no industry in Japan where the 
sources of information are so securely closed 


as that of camphor.

It is not an uncommon trick of manufacturers who find honest methods in the introduction of their goods unavailing, to issue, in the names and without 
the knowledge or consent of houses that have accepted their goods on consignment, postal cards or other notices which are intended to carry the impression 
that the house whose name is appended to the notice has carsfully investigated the subject and finding advantages to the buyer in handling the new goods, 
has stocked them and recommends that they be specified on orders. The deception is so transparent that it probably influences but few, but it should at 
least lead those who receive the postals, or other notices referred to, to watch that these cheap goods, which the jobber may hold on consignment or may have 
obtained by some sort of exchange, are not by any chance substituted for the reputable and establishe1 makes which they are accustomed to handle. 

We therefore suggest to retailers that the only safety when ordering anything in our line is to specify “8. &. J.’s” or “ Seabury’s,” and refuse other makes 
which the jobber may want to get rid of, or which a venal salesman or stock clerk may have been bribed, as in some cases that have come to our notice, to 


crowd in wherever possible.

PHYSICIANS CONDEMN SUBSTITUTIONS. 


The following editorial, reprinted from the issue of February 26, of the Medical and Surgical Reporter of Philadelphia, isa sound statement of facts 
whieh nearly every wholesale druggist, who is also a manufacturer, can endorse from personal experience with retailers who have substituted other goods when 
his were specified, thus depriving him of the good will which his integrity, industry and enterprise had established : 


“ON SUBSTITUTION BY DRUGCCISTS.” 


“ Our uttentio has been called by several of the leading wholesale druggists to the frequency with which prescription clerks substitute the preparations 
of one house for those of another in cases where a particular manufacture has been specified on the prescription. The ordinary phrase is, ‘Oh, they are all the 
same; the one is as good as the other.’ In this way the purchaser is placated and the vender succeeds in his sale. 

“That this is unfair both to the purchaser and to the menufacturer is plainly evident. The modes of preparation of extracts, tinctures, etc., differ 
materially, even when they are based on the same formula. Some houses always use the finest grades of raw materials; others always use the cheapest, without 
reference to any other characteristic. Experience goes a long way to improve the details of methods, and experience varies with every person acd firm.. Many 
manufacturers have no hesitation in using adulterante, others would scorn to adopt this means of cheatimg. All these are facts well known to anybody who 
knows the drug trade at all, and they are all excellent reasons why a prescription druggist should scrupul.-usly respect the directionr of a physician to use only 
the preparations of the house specified, and no others. 

‘Several instances have been brought to our knowledge recently where such directions have been systematically disregarded. It may be asked, what 
rewedy can be suggested? There is none but a rigid insistance on the part of the prescriber that his directions be obeyed. A general recognition of the im- 
portasce of orders of this nature will bring good results.” 


BUT WHO ARE THE OFFENDERS? 


The “leading wholesale druggists” who brought this subjecc to the editor’s notice could have made their complaint more comprehensive by also telling 
him that some jobbers have been known to substitute low cost and low quality goods for those of reputable manufacturers whose experience and honesty 
afford a guaravtee of the integrity of everything they make. Andthat in so doing these jobbers have perpetrated a fraud upon the retailer, and have, very 
likely, been the primary cause of his substitutiag such goods, in turn, for those prescribed by the physicien, which were, perhaps, the very ones he himself 
ordered or expected, from past custom, toget from the jobber. Substitution is just as reprehensible when practiced by a wholesaler as when the transgreasor 
‘s a retailer, and if the subject is to receive the attention and condemnation which it deserves, we shall be glad to make good the omissions of the “leading 
wholesale druggists,” and caution retailers that they, in turn, must take care not to trust a jobber who attempts to foist upon them goods they do not specify 
and do not want, but to iusist that their orders are properly executed by wholesalers.

The market during the past few days has 
been quiet, the present situation being largely 
the result of a feeling of uncertainty regarding 
the workings of the new interstate commerce 
law which went into effect today. The increase 
in freight rates which is expected to result 
from the enforcement of the law has been 
discounted to some extent by buyers of Cali- 
fornia goods and for several days past there 
has been an active demand for these articles at 
higher and advarcing rates. On the other 
hand business in many lines has been restrict- 
ed in consequence of the prevailing uncertain- 
ty; and it will probably take some time for the 
market to g+t intoa normal condition again. 
The most important features outside of this in 
the market this week were the reaction in 
opium and the improvement in quinine. The 
changes in prices during the week were as fol- 
lows:

The upward movement in the market for 
opium was checked last Friday by the receipt 
of cables reporting a decline in the Smyrna 
and London markets owing to an improvement 
in crop prospects caused by the ending of the 
drouth in the growing districts by heavy rains. 
This market, on the receipt of the news, began 
to weaken, and up to the close to-night had de- 
clined to $4 12}49@4 26 for single cases,according 
to holder and quantity. There appeared to be 
little pressure to sell, however, as holders were 
inclined to await further developments, and as 
there were no buyers of any consequence 
in the market, the close was dull and nomi- 
nal. Speaking of the present situation, an 
operator who had been watching the market 
closely for some time said to the reporter to- 
day: *In 1868 opium sold, oa account of a late 
destruction of the growing crop, up as high 
as $1400 gold per lb. in bond. The duty 
then was $250 per lb. and the sale was not 
greatly diminished. In 1868-69, the crop was noi 
over 1800 cases, In Dec, 79 and January 1830, 
opium was dull at $350 to $3 75 a pound in 
bond, while in March it was quick of sale at 
$6 25, $6 50 and even at $6 75 per Ib. in bond, In 
Smyrna in the fall of 1869 price ranged from 137 
plastres to 16) piastres while in the spring of 
1880 they advanced prices in Smyrna to 250 pie 
astres, This year, 1887, the estimates vary 
from 2000 to 3500 cases, but the consumption is 
nearly donble that of twenty years ago. The 
prospects this year of a small crop which 
seems tO be verified, is based on the 
fact that the low prices which have 
prevailed the past few years have so 
disgusted the farmers that the sowings would 
bave been small and crop reduced under the 
most favorable circumstances, Tben, this past 
three monthsnature has been entirely against 
the growing crop; excessive drouth and the 
most extreme cold weather ever experienced 
in the interior has almost ruined all crops. At 
the best, should everythirg progress favor- 
ably up to the harvesting the out-turn cannot 
be over half of the past season. Again, the 
most precarious time is to come, If the season 
continues cold the plant refuses to grow; if 
too hot itdries up prematurely, while the lo- 
custs oftentimes come in swarms to the almost 
total destruction of the plants in some sec- 
tions. The most critical period, however, is 
the night preceding the harvest, which is a)- 
ways gathered in the morning, the capsules of 
the plant being punctured the night before, 
and from this wound its entire life blood, in 
the shape of inspissated juice, exudes in the 
oourse of three or four hours. If a heavy 
rain comes on during the night after the tap- 

* ping, most of the product is washed away, and 
the cultivator’s labor is lost. The poppy crop 
is usually sown in the fall, and matures 
about the last of May or first of June. A 
spring sowing usually produces an inferior crop 
and that is the only dependence this year. The 
weather in western Asia as well as in southern 
Europe hus been of unusual severity. In Cara- 
hissar the cold has been unprecedented. The 
fall-sown crop has been almost entirely de- 
stroyed, and the only alternative is the spring 
sowings, which had to be delayed on account 
of the continued cold weather in February.

A Noted Phosphate Case Settled. 


The phosphate case of the state of South 
Carolina against the Pacific Guano Company, 
has finally been decided in favor of the latter 
company by the Supreme Court reversing the 
decision of the lower court. This litivation has 
been in progrets for over two years to deter- 
mine what amount of phoephate rock and de- 
posit had been taken from a certain territory 
claimed by thestate, and the value thereof in 
ite natural etate and pesition. Theright of the 
state to the beds of navigable streams inter- 
secting and bounding Cnisholm’s Island, was 
contested and the defense showed tbat not 
over 6,000 tons had been taken by the company 
from the beds of such streams, and the tax on 
the rock is fixed at one dollar per t»n by the 
statelaws, The lower court gave judgment 
against the company for the sum of $53,570.48% 
and also the costs for the action. This amount 
represented 18,536} tons at the value of $2.89 
perton. The compay immediately appealed 
to the Supreme Court of South Carolina and 
presented 13 good reasons for reconsidering the 
case, and on March 31, the company was for- 
tunate in getting a revereal of the decree, and 
thus the important dispute has been drawn to 
a close.

TUESDAY EVENING, April 5, 1887. 

The month opens with a quiet tone all 
around for spot goods for immediate ship- 
ment. This js in a measure accounted for from 
the fact that the Inter Commerce bill goes into 
effect to-day. How this will effect the general 
lines of goods it is rather hard at this writing 
to say. By some it is thought there will be no 
material change in the rates, while on the other 
band buyers evidently hold a different opinion, 
otherwise they would not have anticipated 
their future wants to that extent, as many 
have done. Caustic soda for saipment is higher 
under cables reporting another advance at the 
source of supply. Soda ash and bleach are 
both quiet, Sal soda English is firmer both for 
spot and for future delivery. Nitrate of soda 
continues strong under reports of higher for- 
eign markets all around. The other light chem- 
icals show few changes, as noted below. in 
speaking of the Liverpool market under date 
of March 25, Mr. D. B. McCulloch says: 
“Chemicals quiet but steady. Manure materi- 
als less active and easier. Saltcake in fair de- 
mand; 248 6d@25s 6d. Soda ash flat, 1@1 1-16d. 
Caustic soda firm and dearer. 70 per cent £8 28 
@8 5s; 60 per cent £7 28 6d@7 7s. Bleaching 
powder inanimate. Softwood spot £7 10s@7 12s 
6d arrivals, £7 5s accepted for June-December 
delivery; hardwood prompt, £7 178 6d@8 f o b. 
Chlorate of potash neglected, 634@6 3-16d. Ox- 
alie acid scarce at 8 15-16d. The stock of nitrate 
of soda has fallentoa very low ebb and the 
spot value is steady at lis, but with numerous 
arrivals off the coast the market is weaker. 
Forward deliveries offer at 10s 6d@8s 3d accord- 
ing to date, Sulphate of ammonia has rather a 
drooping tendency in sympathy but is not plen- 
tiful. Good gray 24 per cent may be quoted 
about £125sfob here or Hull and 65s less at 
Leith. Manganese nominally 55@60s on 70 per 
cent. Peroxide 1s 3d@is4d per metallic unit.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent. of the vari. 
ous Liverp ol brands has been rather quiet since 
the opening of the month. Previous to this 
however, considerable business was done for 
sbipment under the old freight list, many of the 
large consumers in the west having anticipated 
their wants for several weeks in advance. The 
Inter-Commerce bill which g0es into effect will 
make some changes in freights, though proba- 
bly not as great as many suppore. Values for 
spot lots in consequence of the light stcckes, 
incident to this free drawing upon, are a shade 
firmer, though no material advance is reported. 
We quote 1 2734@1 35c as to brand and quantity. 
Future contracts are not much inquired for at 
the moment. Sales are reported of 150 tons to 
arrive at 1 224@1 25c as to brand, quantity and 
date of shipment. High test is meeting with 
the usual demand with values steady at a 
range from 1 15@1 25c as to make, quantity and 
holder. The shipments to the United States 
and Canada up to March 16 were 19,240 tons, 
against 22,375 tons for the same period of 1886, 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent is rather quiet at 
the moment for lots available for prompt de- 
livery. There is, however, rather more inquiry 
for shipments to come forward during April, 
May and June, the sales aggregating 250 tons at 
1 16@1 189%4c asto brand and quantity, also 50 
tons on the spot at 120@1 25c as to make, 
quantity and holder. High test is only used in 
a limited way as nearly all of the large con- 
gumers are now using high test B M aikali. 
Values are nominal at 115@1 20c as to brand 
and quantity. The Liverpool market is quoted 
weak at lto 1 1-l6d without any special busi- 
ness to note. 

Alkali 80 per cent is only wanted in a limited 
way for prompt delivery. The recent arrivais 
having supplied current wants of consumers 
for the time being, store lots are quoted at 1 25c 
while for shipments on way the price ranges 
from 1 1854@1 20c as to make quantity and hold- 
er. Previous tothe opening of the month a 
large business was done in B M 48 per cent both 
for prompt and for ruture delivery, at prices 
ranging from 1 1834@1 22}¢c as to quantity and 
date of delivery. The arrivals of high test B 
M have been quite free during the week under 
review. ‘The increased demand for stocks for 
shipment before the first of the month causes 
a scarcity for spot goods atthe moment. The 
deliveries for March have been the largest on 
record, they being over 6000 tons, thus it will 
be seen that many of the large consumers,have 
have anticipated their future wants. Sales are 
reported of 750 tons at 1 15@1 17}44c as to quan- 
tity and holder. 

Newcastle Soda Ash, 48 per cent—Since the 
recent arrivals have been placed for consump- 
tion the market has assumed a steadier appear- 
ance. The bulk of the trade passing has been 
for shipments to go forward before the turn of 
the month. Several lots, however, have been 
taken by the canal companies, who are now 
receiving freight for shipment soon as the river 
navigation opens. There isa steamer on way 
whieh will bring a full cargo, of which only a 

small part has already been placed for con- 
sumption. The sales comprise 125 tons at 1 20@ 
125casto brandandholder. High test is re- 
ceiving ite share of attention both for prompt 
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and for future delivery. Few contracts, how- 
ever, are being placed for future shipment, 
from the fact that nearly all of the large buy- 
ers have sufficient stocks already contracted 
for to carry them through this fire. Sales are 
reported of 250 tons at 110@1 15c as to brand, 
quantity and holder. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent is a shade firmer for 
shipment, although prices have not changed 
to any extent for spot parcels. Sales are re- 
ported of 175 dms at 2 65@2 75c as to brand and 
quantity. Hightest has arrived quite freely 
but as the bulk of these arrivals were sold pre- 
viously for shipment to the west under old 
rates very little surplus stock ls being pressed 
for sale. During the past day or so, under 
cables reporting the foreign markets as having 
advanced several points, all lots for future de- 
livery have been withdrawn for the moment. 
Previous to the turn of the month a large busi- 
ness was done, the sales aggregating several 
hundred drums at prices ranging from 235@ 
240c as to test, make and quantity. At the 
close, however, prices named are above buyers 
views, which has a tendency to restrict trade. 
We quote 70 per cent at 2 4744@24c and 74 to 76 
per cent at 24244@2 45c as to make, quantity 
and holder. The shipments from Liverpool to 
the United States up to March 16, were 7,407 
tons as compared with 7.656 tons for the same 
period of 1886. Messrs. G. & L. Pilkinton, 
in speaking of the Liverpool market 
say: “The strong inquiry mentioned in our 
last has subsided and some resellers com- 
ing into the market, prices are a shade easier, 
iu second hands, makers generally, however, 
arefirm. £8 2s éd per ton fo b Liverpool, for 
white 70 per cent, and £7 23 64, or possibiy a 
shade less for white 60 per cent represent mar- 
ket values. Cream caustic quiet, £6 §s 94@6 103 
on the rails, possibly 1s 3d less for a quantity; 
£6 128 64@6 15s fo b Liverpool. Special brands 
£7,f0b.” 

Bleaching Powder--The market for spot 
goods owing to the free arrivals, not only at 
this port but more especially at Boston, has 
ruled very quiet during the past week. Late 
eables however report a strong and firm mar- 
ket abroad, which must soon have its effect 
here. The only drawback apparently is the 
large shipments, which continue to flow in. 
Up to March 16 they were 9546 tons, as against 
8146 tons for the same period of 1886. showing 
quite an increase in spite of the reduction in 
the output by the syndicate. Several lots of 
Newcastle makes are on way by steamer which 
are held at 185@190c as to make and holder, 
while for prime high test Liverpool makes the 
price here ranges from 1 87}4@1 95c as to make 
and holder, with the Boston market quoted at 
1 82}4@1 85c as to quantity and holder. Messrs. 
G. & L, Pilkington in their circular say: “We 
hear of inquiry but not of business in hard 
wood, for which we quote nominally £8 per 
ton, fob Liverpool. In soft wood there has 
been a good business doing at £7 12s 6d@7 lis 
on the rails. From Newcastie we hear market 
isfirm with a good demand, at £7 lis net 
cash.” 

Sal Soda English, with the exception of one 
lot just to hand by steamer the market bas 
been cleared of the recent lots that bave been 
pressed on the market of late.- For store par- 
cels they are quoting 90@92}<c, as to quantity 
and hcider, Late mail advices to band repoit 
no shipments on way to this port, and in the 
absence of these shipments, holders are quot- 
ing 8234@85c for late April and May sbipments, 

Sal Soda American previous to tne opening 
of the month, has been in good request, as 
many of the large consumers in the West have 
anticipated their wants, for several month to 
come in order to receive the benefft of the old 
freight rates. The sales comprise 250 tons at 
prices ranging from 80@85c fob less 144 per 
cent. for cash, as to quantity and style of pack- 
ages. 

Soda bicarbonate, English, continues to come 
freely to hand. The demand, however, is light, 
from the fact that part of the recent arrival js 
going into store for want of buyers at 3c. For 
jobbing lots from store the price ranges from 
84% 23}4c as to brand, quantity and holder, 

Soda bicarbonate, American, bas received its 
share of attention, a Jarge business being re- 
ported by the manufacturers for shipment pre- 
vious tothe opening of the month at prices 
within the range established by the combina- 
tion, 33g@3s¢e f o b, less 144 per cent for cash, 
as to quantity and make. The outside makers 
all report a satisfactory trade at prices consid- 
erably below the combination, the range being 
from 2%@3c as to quantity and style of pack- 
ing. 

Saltcake has ruled rather quiet since the 
opening of the month. Previous to this, how- 
ever, a fair trade was done for prompt, ship- 
ment. The sales comprise 75 tons of domestic 
at 65@57}4c as to make and quantity, also 50 
tons of foreign to arrive at 60@62}¢e 98 to test, 
quantity and holder. Late mail advices from 
Liverpool say: **Saltcake quiet but steady at 
24s 6d to 25a Widnes, but at 8t Helens, where it 
is scarce at present, 25s 6d is bottom value.

A Camphor Monopoly. 


REPORT OF CONSUL CROWELL, OF AMOY. 
The reports of the customs authorities in 
Formosa indicate a constant diminution in the 
production of crude camphor during the past 
few years, and the early extinction of that in- 
‘dustry from among the industrial pursuits of 
that island. 

Since the termination of the Franco-Chinese 
‘war Formosa bas been made a separate prov- 
ance and placed under the jurisdiction of a 
aovernor-general by the imperial government. 

A new broom is not more active for reform 
than this new governor-general is in the new 
province of Formosa. He, among his other 
activities, has instituted many new taxes— 
heretofore quite unknown in Formosa—and 
among these, on the lingering remains of the 
camphor industry, he has erected a govern- 
ment monopoly of that business which, from 
all the information I can gather, seems likely 
to hasten the speedy extinction of the small 
camphor industry yet remaining. This cam- 
phor monopoly, so created, is comparatively of 
little moment, except as it seems to be a re- 
vival of the old co-hong system and a restric- 
tion upon the foreign trade of Formosa, so far 
as the article of camphor is concorned, 

Some very intelligent foreigners regard this 
as but the first step or entering wedge, a feel- 
ing of the way, by the native authorities of 
Formosa, to similar and more important gov- 
ernment monopolies in other and moreim 
portant articles of industry and trade that 
might cause irreparable injury to foreign com- 
mercial interests connected with the trade of 
Formosa, such for instance as the tea and 
sugar trade. And as nearly all the tea pro- 
duced in Formosa finds a market in the United 
States as well as some of the sugar product, 
the creation of government monopolies in that 
island may justly be viewed with more than 
ordinary interest as to their present and prob-

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Camphor in Formosa. 
REPORT OF VICE CONSUL COWLES, 

The mainiand cumprised in the Foochow 
consular district being mostiy cleared and 
populated, the camphor used here comes from 
the northern part of Formosa Island, 140 miles 
to the east. 

Ignoring the small quantities leaving For- 
mosa by junk from Lukiang, Hoolong, and 
Teckcoham, not ports of foreign entry, crude 
camphor was exported (duty 37 cents gold per 
vental) from the treaty port Tamsui, roughly, 
as follows, selling in hills at $6 to $10 gold 
(varying with Hongkong price and demand): 
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In the later years of the series the tattooed 
aborigines heid their own against the en- 
croachments of the camphor-felling Obinese. 
Chinese brigands take asylum with the aborig- 
ines across the border,while within the frontier 
Chinese bullies levy locally for defense unti! 
they even defy their own authorities. A thous- 
aod murders a year along the 150-mile border 
are charged upon the aborigines. 

The late war with France having drawn 
many Chinese troops to Formosa, the war gov- 
ernor of the island is availing of their presence 
to “pacify these aboriginal mountaineers, 
children of the present hour,” some with lead, 
some with gifts of clothes, Seventy thousand 
garments were lately contributed therefor by 
Chinese settlers. Upon withdrawing into sum- 
mer quarters the governor reported 6 square 
miles retaken from the savages, and 400 vil- 
lages, with 70,000 aborigines reclaimed, leaving 
102,000 aborigines still to deal with, 

Should enough virgin camphor woodland be 
wrested from the aborigines, camphor produc- 
tion will probably increase again. 

A newspaper lately rumored that an Ameri- 
can firm were to monopolize the Formosan ex- 
port of camphor, but I do not find it well 
founded. A Chinese of means, exempted from 
a forced ountribution, has, in gratitude, ten- 
dered and taken contro! of licenses to run cam- 
phor furnaces and to cut rattans, both these 
being sometimes carried on in the same bush. 
All camphor made a minimum of a cental daily 
for each furnace licensed. Licenses are bound 
to turn in at about $4.30 gold per cental to the 
government, which in turn sells to any one. 

Neither those controlling nor those taking 
out licenses gain much. 

The large camphor-wood is sawn into deals; 
the refuss (and deals sometimes) are steamed 
to extract the camphor. Camphor production 
is not likely to be carried on by Europeans on 
alarge scale and by Western methods there, 
but by Chinese, in their rude steaming boxes, 
where the clearing of each laps the still wooded 
hills, the country being broken and almost 
without paths or navigablestreams. Borne by 
shoulder-yoke two to four days’ portage across 
twenty mountains and hills to Tamsui for ship- 
ment, it loses, some say, 10 per cent. in transit. 

At Tamsui, in 1878, a foreign firm pressed it 
by western method for export, but the Chinese 
coptinued to export it in tubs (with what water 
it would absorb?) to Hong Kong, where it may 
still be rammed into lead-lined or tin-lined 
boxes or drums, containing a cental and over, 
for export to Calcutta and abroad.

It is also known as wood 
powder, and is used as a sporting powder in 
Sweden. It has the advantage of giving less 
smoke than ordinary powder, on account of 
the absence of sulphur. It gives a greater 
effect for the same weight, but as its density is 
one-half that of ordinary powder, it offers no 
advantages for military use. The cost of pro- 
duction is also an objection to ite more extend- 
ed use. 

Schuize’s blasting powder is the same as the 
last, with the addition of charcoal or sugar. 

Horn powder consists of gun cotton saturat- 
ed with acetic ether or nitrobenzol, producing 
a dense, water proof mass, which is granulated, 

Lannoy’s powder, also cailed lithofracteur, 
is prepared in Belgium and consists of a mix- 
ture of sulphur, sodium nitrate and nitrated 
bran. It is used for blasting, but is objection- 
able on account of the most disagreeable smoke 
which it produces. Bickford & Spooner’s pow- 
der consists of nitrated hemp. 

Mackie’s granulated gun cotton is a mixture 
of ground gun cotton with a solution of sodium 
nitrate and sugar. It contains 63 per cent gun 
cotton, 32 per cent sugar, and 5 per cent so- 
dium nitrate, 

Hall’s explosive ccnsists of gun cotton and 
stareh. 

Xyloidin, uitrostarch, pyraxame or Uchatius 
white powder is obtained by dissolving starch 
in nitric acid, and then adding sulphuric acid 
to effect nitration. The preparation is washed, 
with solution of sodium hydroxide and water. 
It is explosive in a very high degree, but as it 
shows a tendency to decompose spontaneously, 
it is rarely employed, 

Nitromannite, fulmin-mannite is obtained 
by the nitration of mannite, a body which is 
found in the ash of southern Europe. The ni- 
tro compound is of theoretical interest, be- 
cause it furnishes the evidence, that the so- 
called nitro compound of the carbohydrates 
are others of nitricacid, It pessesses excellent 
explosive properties, and was proposed for the 
filling of caps. Its tendency to decompose 
spontaneously prevents its employment. 

Nitro-sugar, fulmin-sugar is obtained by the 
nitration of glucose or cane sugar, and pos- 
Sesses strong explosive properties. The latter 
is soluble in ether and alcohol, and is some- 
times used for coating ordinary powder, to 
render it water proof. On account of the 
difficulty of obtaining a nitro-sugar of uni- 
form composition, this explosive bas not yet 
found any extensive employment. 

Coopal’s powder consists of nitrolignin, (nitro- 
cellulose, probably from hemp or linen waste) 
with sodium nitrate and starch, 

NITROGLYCERIN. 

At the ordinary temperature nitroglycerin 
is a colorless, viscous fluid, having very much 
the appearance of castor oil. Its specific 
gravity atl5 deg. C.is 160. It is almost in- 
soluble in water and carbon disulphide, partly 
soluble in suiphuric and nitric acids, and in 
amylic alcohol, readily soluble in ether, ether- 
alcohol, aceton, aceticether, acetic acid, chlo- 
roform, nitrobenzene and benzene, and slight- 
ly soluble in ordinary alcohol (1 part nitrogly- 
cerin dissolves in 1.756 parts methyl alcohol, 
and in 2.8 parts absolute ethyl alcchol.) The 
solution in methyl alcohol is much less sensi- 
ble to shock than pure nitroglycerin, and for 
this reason Nobel used such solutions, before 
the discovery of dynamite. The necessity of 
washing out the alcohol,and the crystallization 
of the nitroglycerin in cold weather, soon 









brought about a discontinuation of the use of 
this solution. 

When a flask filled with liquid nitroglycer- 
in isshaken with leaden shot, a detonation 
takes place, but when the nitroglycerin is 
frozen it does not explode. Ordinary dyna- 
mite acts in entirely the same way. 

Nitroglycerin is altered by repeated changes 
of temperature. If, e. g., nitrogiyerin is 
gradually heated to 90 deg. C, and then slowly 
allowed to cooland solidify, and the heating 
and cooling repeated 20 times, the nitroglycer- 
in will evolve nitrous vapors at 80 deg. C., 
while the original nitroglycerin only gives Off 
traces of vapor at 70 deg. C. 

Nitroglycerin is very poisonous, and has a 


strong disagreeable odor, It is not 
only poisonous when taken inter- 
nally, but by simple contact with it 


enough is absorbed through the skin to pro- 
duce severe headache. When obliged to work 
with nitroglycerin explosives the hands should 
always be carefully washed immediately after 
handling, and if possible a dose of 0.01. gm. 
morphine acetate should be taken, as this is 
the best antidote in case of nitroglycerin poi- 
soning. 

The use of nitroglycerin, as such, is pro- 
hibited in Sweden, except in a few mining dis- 
tricts in eastern Wermland,where it is supplied 
from the works in Persberg. 


NITROGLYCBRIN EXPLOSIVES, 

The materials used with nitroglycerin, such 
as infusorial earth and charcoal, for making 
solid explosives, are very numerous, The 
formation of a jelly is also used for the same 
purpose. The explosives of the latter variety 
can easily be distinguished from the former. In 
the following we will give the principal repre- 
sentatives of the groups. 

Dynamite (giant powder), according to No- 
bel’s patent of Sept. 19th, 1867, is a mixture of 
nitrogiycerin with solid, porous, non-explo- 
sive substances, which have no chemical action 
on nitroglycerin, ¢. g., porous infusorial earthy 
paper, paper pulp, wood, rags, brick dust, dry 
loam, etc., etc, 

Dynamite No. lisa mixture of 25 parts of 
infusorial earth with 75 parts nitroglycerin, 
generally neutralized with a small quantity of 
powdered magnesia or lime. The iufusorial 
earth is ignited before use. In the French 
governmect works at Vouges a similar ab- 
sorbent, the so-called randanite,is used. Dy- 
namite No. 1 hasa reddish or brownish color 
and the consistency ofa stiff dough. It has a 
specific gravity of 1.5 tol.6 and possesses ali the 
properties of nitroglycerin. 


Dynamite No. 2 should contain 45 per cent. 
nitroglycerin. The absorbents used are a 
mixture of niter with wood, sawdust, brick 
dust, coal ash, slag, rosin, soda and infusorial 
earth, generally colored with turmeric. In 
France the nitroglycerin amounts to 50 per 
cent.; in America it is said to be only 36 per 
cent., with 48 per cent. saltpeter, 8 per cent. 
sulphur and 2 percent. rosin. Dynamite from 
Arder (Scotland) contains 18 per cent. nitro- 
glycerin, 7l per cent. niter,10 per cent. char- 
coal and 1 per cent. parafline. From these 
figures the variation of explosives known by 
the same name is evident. 

Dynamite No. 3 contains enly 30-35 per cent. 
nitroglycerin, with such absorbents as have 
been na ned under dynamite No.2. It is gen- 
erally colored with yellow ocher. 

Red dynamite (dynamite rouge) is a mixture 
of ferric oxide with 66 to 68 per cent. of nitro- 
glycerine. 

Horsley’s dynamite contains 3 parts nitro- 
glycerin and 8 partsalum or magnesium gul- 
phate. 

Millot’s dynamite, also named after Girard 
ane Vogt, consists of nitroglycerin absorbed 
by sugsr.—Chem. Techn. Ztg. 


Ammonia powder, also called nitrate of am- 
monia powder, consists of a mixture of 2 parte 
cha: coal, 4 parts nitroglycerin and 12 parts 
ammonium nitrate. It was invented by Ohlsson 
and Norrbin. The specific gravity of this ex- 
plosive is 1.5 and it gives off about 25 per cent 
more gas than nitroglycerin. The mass is softer 
than dynamite and is used in large quantities in 
many mines. The fault of ammonia powder is 
that it is very hygroscopic. 

Sebastin or Sebastin powder, which was in- 
vented by A. Beckmann in 1872, and afterward 
improved by G. Fahnebjelm and called Ne w 
Sebastin, is made from a mixture of nitro- 
glycerin, saltpeter and charcoal, to which po- 
tassium chlorate is added. The peculiarity 
of this explosive is not its compesition tut the 
character of the charcoal: It has been found that 
charcoal, when very carefully prepared, will ab- 
sorb more nitroglycerin than infusorial earth. 

Petralite, which has for a number of years 
been manufactured at Norrviken, is similar to 
Sebastino. 

Dualin consists of nitroglycerin, absor bed 
by sawdust and saltpeter, or by nitrated saw- 
dust. It is very extensively used. 


Lithofracteur is manufactured by Krebs, in 
Deutz, Germany, and is much used on the Con- 
tinent. According to Tranzl it cor sists of 52 
parts nitroglycerin, 30 parts infusorial eartu 
and sand, 12 parts anthracite coal, 4 parts salt- 
peter and 2 parts sulphur. 

Ita ignition point is lower than that of dyna- 
mite, but it is less affected by shock. In Great 
Britain lithofracteur is said to contain: 6 parts 
charcoal, 21 parts infusorial earth, 15 parts 
barium nitrate and 3 partssuiphur. In the 
United States this explosive is also called 
Rendrock, and contains 40 per cent nitrogly- 


cerin, 40 per cent niter or saltpeter, 18 per Gent 
cellulose and 7 per cent ceresin. 

Gelatinized nitroglycerin, blasting gelatin or 
gelatin dynamite has a specific gravity of 1.55- 
1.59, is soluble in ether, alcohol-ether, acetic 
ether, acetone and aldehyde, and gives off car: 
bon dioxide, water and nitrogen when ex- 
ploded. This explosive does not freege as 
readily as dynamite, but is much more danger- * 
ous when frozen, 1to4per cent camphor are 
added, partly to utilize the excess of acid in 
the nitroglycerin and partly to render the ex- 
plosive more stable. 

Extra dynamite consists of a mixture of 
gelatinized nitroglycerin, obtained by warm- 
ing nitrocellulose with nitroglycerin. Ac- 
cording to analysis it contains 55.6 per cent 
nitroglycerin, 4.8 per cent nitrocellulose, 35.8 
ammonium nitrate and a red coloring matter: 
Extra dynamite was invented by Nobel, and js 
used more than any other explosive in Sweden. 
Its properties are intermediate between those 
of blasting gelatin and dynamite. 

Forcite, according to J. Lewin’s patent, is 
prepared with 70 parts uitroglycerin, 1 to 2 
parts pure cellulose or a modification of the 
fame, 3 to 10 parts dextrin, 15 parts saltpeter, 8 
parts charcoal, wood mass or sawdust. In re- 
ality it isa thin jelly made from nitroglycerin 
and nitrocellulose mixed with saltpeter and 
wood-dust, 

New dynamite was a poor imitation of extra 
dynamite. 

Double ammonia powder has about the same 
composition as extra dynamite, as it contains 
60 per cent nitrog!ycerin, 5 per cent nitrocellu- 
lose and 25 per cent ammonium nitrate, and as 
regards composition might be considered an 
imitation of extra dynamite, By a careful ob- 
servation of the phenomena of gelatinization 
the inventor, W. Wendin, found that when 
cotton is nitrated with an acid mixture which 
had previously been used for nitrating car- 
bolic acid, the nitrocellulose produced will 
gelatinize nitroglycerin at the ordinary tem: 
perature. The danger in gelatinizing is conse- 
quently much reduced. Benzene ammonia 
powder, in addition to the above, contains 
nitrobenzene. Both these explosives havea 
grayish yellow color, and contain a picrate. 

Nitrolite is an explosive invented by C. 
Lamm. Its composition does not differ from 
that of the preceding, but the nitrocellulose is 
obtained from some other source than cotton. 
It has a light, brownish. gray color. 

Cellulese dynamite, of Zamby, in Austria, 
contains | part cellulose and 4 parts dynamite. 

Lignose is nitroglycerin absorbed by woody 
fiber, with or without addition of some nitrate. 

Fulminatin consists of a mixture of 8 per 
cent nitroglycerin and 15 per cent wool, 

Pal in of Elisee Cotte is nitrated straw, fine- 
ly ground, and mixed with 2 per cent soda, and 
an equal weight ol of nitroglycerin. Langfrey 
and Renard have a similiar preparation. 

Diaspon-Gelatin of B. Mills contains 72-75 per 
cent nitroglycerin, 56-7 per cent nitrocellulose 
and 0.5-2.0 per cent alcohol. 

Atlas-Dynamite of Engel in Kalk, consists of 
18-20 per cent pyroxylin, 55-44 per cent nitro- 
glycerin, 510 per cent pyro-paper, 20-16 per 
nitro-starch,1 per cent nitro-mannite and 1 
per cent water glass. 

Seranin of Bjorkman is made up of nitro 
glycerin, ammonium nitrate, saw dust, benzene 
or creosote, and in some vases alcohol. 

Amarks explosive consists of nitroglycerin 
and nitromannite or nitro-starch, with infus- 
orial earth and a small quantity of flour or 
rosin. 

White dynamite (Diller’s) consists of nitro- 
glycerin which is absorbed by carbonate of 
lime. 

Fuigurite is a dynamite in which magnesium 
carbonate is used as absorbent. <A variety 
of this explosive is called Coal-Fulgugite. 

Hind’s explosive (London) consists of 64 per 
cent nitroglycerin, 12 per cent ammonium ni- 
trate, 0.25 per cent chalk, 23 per cent coal, and 
0.5 per cent sodium bicarbonate, 

Salite (Bergenstrom's) isa mixture of nitro- 
glycerin and urea nitrate. 

Pontopollite consists of nitroglycerin and 
nitronaphthalene. 

Electric powder consists of nitroglycerin 
with an explosive, the composition of which is 
kept secret. No. 1 contains 33 per cent. and 
No. 2 28 per cent. nitroglycerin. 

Hercules powder No. 1 contains 22 per cent. 
nitroglycerin, 20 per cent. magnesium carborn- 
ate, 2 per cent. wood mass, and 51 per cent. so- 
dium nitrate; No. 2 contains 42 per cent. aitro- 
glycerin, 3,5 magnesium carbonate, 11 per cent. 
wood mass, and 43 per cent. sodium nitrate. 

Mica powder consists of 48 per cent. ground 
mica and 52 per cent. nitroglycerin. 

Titanite consists of 40 to 48 per cent. nitro- 
glycerin, 10 to 16 cellulose, 34 to 24 per cent. 
uniter or a mixture of saltpeter and niter, with 
2 per cent. sulphur or 10 per cent. charcoal. 

Cadmite consists of 20 per cent. nitroglycer- 
in, 56 per cent saltpeter, 10 per cent. sulphur, 
4 per cent. coal and 4 per cent. cellulose. 

Rhexite contains 64 per cent. nitroglycerin, 7 
per cent. wood powder, 18 per cent. saltpeter 
and 11 per cent. wood mould. 

Arlberg dynamite is a mixture of 65 parts 
nitroglycerin, 10 parts barium nitrate, 22 parts 
infusorial earth and 5 parts charcoal. 

Ballistite consists of nitroglycerin, sulphur, 
saltpeter, bran aad brick dust. 

Nobel’s powder, patented in 1863, is ordinary 
powder saturated with nitroglycerin. Colonial 
powder is ordinary powder with one-third ni- 
troglycerin.—Chem, techn. Ztg. 
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TUESDAY EVENING, April 5, 1887. 

There has been little change in the situation 
in this market since we last went to press. 
Trade improves slowly, buyers showing very 
little disposition to anticipate their wants. The 
fluctuations in values during the past week 
have been comparatively unimportant, the gen- 
eral tone of the market being one of steadi- 
ness. 

In aniline colors there is not much doing be- 
yond the regular supplying of current con- 
sumptive wants. The tendency of prices is 
stillin buyers’ favor,though for some time 
past there have been no violent fluctuations. 

There is a steady, though moderate demand 
for artificial alizarine, and prices are very well 
maintained. The sales making command 18@ 
20c according to brand and quantity. The de- 
mand for alizarine assistant shows no improve- 
inent, buyers supplying their necessities only 
asthey occur. The range of prices is about 
the same as heretofore. 

Albumen at the moment is quiet. There are 
few large buyers in the market and the Jobbing 
demand is unimportant. Prices are somewhat 
unsettled as the result of competition, but re- 
main nominally tLe same as when we last 
wrote. We quote both imported and domestic 
blood of prime quality at 154@l6c, and egg at 
83@35c. Dark No. 144 domestic biood is nomi- 
nally quoted at 1444@l5c. 

Bichromate of potash is selling to a moderate 
extent in accordance with the jubbing require- 
ments of the trade. The market is steady, the 
quotations remaining 94@9%c according to 
size of order. 

Coehinea! is a drugin the market. Only oo- 
casional sales are heard of, and these are gene- 
rally of retail quantities. Prices are nominal 
and unchanged at 3(@3ic for silvers, 32@3ie for 
blacks and 31@3éc for gray blacks. 

Cutch has been in rather fair demand on the 
spot with sales of 250 bales Diamond SM on the 
spot at 75%4@i%oc.

Camphor in Japan. 
REPORT OF CONSUL BIRCH. , 

The manufacture of camphor in the island of 
Kiu-Siu, of which Nagasaki is the only port 
open to foreign trade, is an important indus- 
try. From resources at hand I have compiled 
the following table, showing the amount and 
value of the export in crude camphor for the 
past four years:

The above statement merely showsthe quan- 
tity and value of the drug exported from this 
open port, as shown by the customs reports, 
while in fact an equal amount is shipped from 
other ports of the Island by natives in native 
vessels to the northern ports of the Empire and 
to the neighboring ports of Shanghai and Hong 
Kong, in China, there to be sold for export to 
India, Europe, &c. 

The camphor tree (Laurus camphora), from 
the wood of which the crude camphor is ob- 
tained by means of distillation, grows abund- 
antly in all parts of this island. Many of the 
trees are what are called Government 
preserves, and attain an enormous size, 
specimens frequently being found 14 to lb feet 
in diameter. In the process of manufacture 
the tree is n«cessarily felled, but by a regula- 
tion of the Government another is planted in 
ite stead, thus providing against the utter de- 
struction of the species which would otherwise 
necessarily come to pass. 

The native method of manufacture is very 
simple. The wood of the tree being cut in 
small pieces or chips from one anda half to 
two and a half inches in size is placed with 
water in an air-tight wooden tub—protected 
from the fire by a coating of mud or clay—or 
iron pan, and boiled over a slow fire, A bam- 
boo pipe conveys the steam which is generated 
to vessels filled with cold water, The camphor 
volatilizes with the steam, and passing through 
rice straw, which is suspended in the water, 
condenses and is deposited on the straw in 
small, white, sand-like grains. It is then sepa- 
rated from the straw in an unrefined condition 
and when packed is ready for the market. The 
wood will sustain five or six boilings, each the 
duration of twenty-four hours, before entirely 
exhausted, 820 pounds of camphor wood chips 
producing about six pounds of crude cam- 
phor. The drug is packedin matted wooden 
tubs, each tub containing 200 pounds, and is 
transported to the seaboard by pack animals 
and coolies. The foreign firme who purchase 
camphor from the natives in ite impure state 
usuaily put it through a further process by 
subliming it from quick lime in iron vessels in 
which it condenses in the translucent cakes we 
know at home as the camphor of commerce, 

The native producer selis his product at an 

average price of $13.50 per picul (133 1-3 pounds). 
which allows him but a very small profit over 
the cost of production and marketing, An in- 
creased deman4 for crude camphor in the mar- 
kets of the world would secure a larger supply 
from this island than at ptesent, but a supply 
which must necessarily be limited, owing to a 
regulation of the Government, which, as a 
protection to the industry, only permits the 
felling of a certain number of trees each year, 
and although a tree is planted for each one de- 
stroyed, the growth isso slow that increasing 
production will of necessity lessen the amount 
of raw material available,
